The Aniuial Progress Report on the I'orest AdmiiiistratioH in the 
Presidency of Bengal for tlie year ending :ilst March, 1927. 


Reah also— 

The reports of the previous three years and the (loverninent resolu¬ 
tions thereon. 

Mr. .1. Homfray acted as Conservator for 6.’, months; during the rest 
of the year, Mr. Shebbeare held charge. Mr. Shebbeare has prefixed an 
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iiiU'fosting foivworil to the report illustrated by a chart, showing how the 
revenue from forests has been steadily increasing. While in 1883-84 -the 
dilTerence between expenditure .and lovenue was Rs. 3-60 lakhs and in 
1917-18 Rs. 7-30 lakhs, since then it has mounted rapidly and in the year 
under report it was Rs. 14 10 lakhs. The results are very satisfactory, 
considering that the figures for expenditure include all capital and excep¬ 
tional expenditure. 

The importance of the foreword, however, lies in the explanation given 
of the present policy of the lle])artuient in connection with the improvement 
of the forests. Owing to the mixture of species of varying' cpialities aiid 
uses, the fore.sts of Bengal in their natural state, as they came under the 
control of the Foicst Department originally, were very uneconomical and 
difficult to work. Great improvements have resulted from creeper cutting, 
measures for fire protection, and the like, but even now the forests which 
contain a large proportion of the most valuable species like sut are not 
worth more than Rs. 1,000 an acre. 4'he standing trees in the mixed forests 
of Jalpaiguri are not worth more than Rs. 5o an acre, and in the hill forests 
of Darjeeling and Kur.seong they are not worth more than Rs. 3:20 an acre. 
I'he idea of the Forest Department is to clear fell every year 1/801 h or l/40th 
of each forest according as the trees selected as suitable are slow-growing 
or fast-growing, and to plant one kind of tree at economical intervals. It 
is estimated that the plantations which have been made during the last 10 
vears or so in the northern divisions and in Chittagong will be worth 
Rs. 7,000 an acre after M) years in the case oi sal and ti'ak ami Rs. 2,300 after 
40 years in the case of the fa.ster growing species. The young trees are 
grown in nurseries and put out in the plantations by the settlei's in forest 
villages, who cidtivate their own crops for one or two years in the clearetl 
areas and in return for this concession, free of rent, look after tlie young 
trees. 'Fhe cost works out at Rs. 25 an acre roughly, and this amount 
with compound interest is recover(*d from the .sale of thinnings during the 
first 15 or 20 years in the life of the plantation. If this policy can be 
followed continuously and sufficient labour on the same terms is available, 
the value of the forests of Bengal will have increased from 7 times to 40 
times in the course of the next three generations, even if there is no increase 
in the present value of the different kinds of forest produce. Tf the growth 
of bamboos can lie developed on similar lines in the less accessible forests, 
the increase in value will be even more striking. 

Area. —There was no material change in the area of reserved and pro¬ 
tected forests during the year. Proposals for modifications in the boundaries 
of the reserved forest in Chittagong and Khulna were delayed and Gov¬ 
ernment could not accept the original propo.sals for reservation in the 
Sundarbans of the 24-Pa.rgan:is. Including tl>e uncla.ssed and other fore.sts, 
the total area umler the control of the Forest Dejiartmeut was 10 601 square 
miles. 

Natural calamities. —A lieav\' cyclone passed over the southern por¬ 
tion of the Cox's Bazar subdivision in May, 1026, and for .some time dis¬ 
organised the work in that area. The river Teesta flooded the Chengmari 
forest and killed some .ml trees (shorea robusta) in this area. The rivers 
Mechi, Teesta and Hasimara caused some damage by erosion. 'I’he river 
Sankos has returned to its old bed and the Bholka forest is now safe. 

Working plans.- The revised working plans for the Jalpaiguri and 
Buxa Divisions were under compilation, and the revision of the Kurseong 
and Sundarbans working plans were taken up in the latter part of the yeai\ 

The full programme of regeneration could not be carried out, but 1,994 
acres were taken up during the year, against 1,511 in the preceding year. 

Utilisation. —The saw mills at Sukna and Toong are working satis¬ 
factorily. A band mill was started at Siliguri in April, 1926, and is doing 
good work. The largest demand of sawn timber was from the Eastern 
Bengal Railway and also from the tea gardens. 
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Khedda. —Departmental kliedda operations in the Bengal Bhutan 
Mahal were not very sueeessful and only resulted in a proht ot Ks. 2,319. 
With some departmental help, 59 elephants were caught by contractors in 
the Chittagong, C'hittagong Hill Tracts and the Cox’s Bazar Divisions, but 
13 of them died. 

Outturn: revenue and expenditure. —The steady increase in outturn as 
well as revenue was maintained. The receipts increased from Hs. 2b,5t>,42b 
in the previous year to lis. 31,23,841. The total expenditure was 
Rs. 17,12,954. This included Rs. 3,22,682 spent on capital outlay, and 
Rs. 6,21,163, spent on conservancy and works. The balance was establish¬ 
ment. The construction of roads and bridges is so necessary for the expan¬ 
sion of the activities of the department that the increased grant which was 
allowed for this purpose in the year under report was much appreciated by 
all Forest Officers. I’he most important road constructed during the year 
was the Manibhanjang Cart Road in Darjeeling, which is calculated to 
be of great service to traders from Tibet and to the local people as well as 
to the Department. Its completion at a reasonable cost in the face of con¬ 
siderable engiiu*ering difficulties is a credit to thei department. Seventy 
miles of paths were made in the Cliittagong Hill 'Practs. An aeroplane 
survey of a portion of the leserved forests in the Chittagong Division was 
completed during the year at a cost of Rs. 50,000. 

The thanks of the (Governor in Council are due to Messrs. Sliebbeare 
and TIomfray for their successful administration of the department. Hi.s 
Excellency iii Council also notices with pleasure the record of good work 
done by the other officers of the Department referred to in the report.

Gazette.

The recent rain is likely to improve tho prospects. Preparatory tillage for jute and other autumn crops 
is progressing in Eastern Bengal districts. Distress continues to prevail in parts of Birbhiim, Bankura. 
Dinajpur, Nadia, Murshidabad and Malda. In tho latter thro(! districts the number of persons employed 
on test relief works was 1,158, 12,194, and 1,100, respectively. The average price of common rice 
for the province has risen by about ()‘40 per cent, a compared with that of the previous week.

No. 448Edn.—The 4th February 1928. —Whereas by a notification No. 140'.', dated 
the ;ilst March 1896, under the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890, upon the application of 
.Maharaja Bahadur Sir Jotindra Mohan Tagore, K.C.s.i., an Endowment was created of a 
fund comprising Rs. l.'i.OOO of Ojper cent. Government ProuiLssory Noti-s for the main¬ 
tenance of certain stipends to be awarded to tol Pandits for the promotion of Sanskrit 
learning in accordance with a scheme (hereinafter referred to as the original scheme) 
particulars hereof were sot forth in the second schedule to such notification, and under 
such scheme the Principal for the time being of the Ooverninent Sanskrit College 
of (.'alcutta was constituted the administrator of the Fund. 

And whereas upon the application (under section 6 of the said .let) and with the 
concurrence of Dr. Adityanath Mukherjee, M.A., Ph.U., I.E.S., the Principal for the time 
being of the said Government Sanskrit College of Calcutta, as tint person acting in the 
administration of th^ trust and .also with the concurrence of Maharaja Bahadur Sir Proilyot 
Kumar Tagore of Tagore Castle, Calcutta (the successor in title of the original Donor) 
whose wishes as to awarding stipends iintler the Endowment were directed to bo con.sulted 
under the original scheme, the Government of Bengal in the Mini.stry of Education has 
thought fit to substitute another scheme instead cd' the said original scheme under the 
powers in that behalf Contained in section .sub-section (~) of the said .Vet. 

It is hereby notified that the Government of Bengal in the Ministry of Education 
upon such application and with such concurrence as aforesaid doth hereby order and 
direct that the scheme particulars whereof are sec forth in the first schedule hereunder 
written shall be substituted for the saitl original scheme and shall come into operation 
as from the date of first publication of thi-s notification, and that the securities comprised 
in the original Endowment of the nominal value of Rs. Id,000 together with the aclditional 
securities of the nominal value of Rs. 2,700 purchased out of unexpended income and 
directed by clause 2 of the substituted scheme to be. added to the Fund (particulars of 
which total securities of the noininal value of Rs. 17,700 are set forth in the second 
schedule hereunder written) shall thenceforth be vested in the Tre.asnrer of Charitable 
Endowments for the territories subject to the Government of Bengal to be hehl by him 
and his successors (subject to the provisions of the said Act and the rules made there¬ 
under) in trust to apply the same and the income thereof for the maintenance of the said 
Endowment upon terms of such substituted scheme. 

Sohadule I. 

1. This Endowment shall continue to be called ' The Hurro Kumar Tagore Tol 
Stipend ” in memory of the Donor’s father. 

2. Whereas out of unexpended income of the Fund under the original scheme the 
original administrator purchased 8^ per cent. Government Promissory Notes of the 
nominal value of Rs. 2,700 with a view to the addition thereof to the capital of the 
original Fund, such additional Promissory Notes shall no longer bo deemed to be income 
but shall be adde<1 to the original Fund making a total nominal Fund of Rs. 17,700 of 
per cent. Government Promissory Notes. 
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:5. Tho Fund ahull be administered by the Principal for the time beini? of the 
Sanskrit College, Calcutta (liereinafter referred to as “tho administrator ”), provided 
always that during any vacancy in tins post of Principal of the said College the Director 
of Public Instruction, Bengal, may B’cercise any of the powers or duties of the adminis¬ 
trator under this scheme. 

4. The object of th<- Endowment is the promotion of Sanskrit learning by means 
of enconrageui'Mit an.l support of toacher.s of Sanskrit in Bengal by granting stipends to 
those whose pupils are successful at examinations as hereinafter mentioned, or if any 
stipends be not awarded to teachers then by granting such unawarded stipends to merito¬ 
rious students of tjanskrit in the said province as hereinafter mentioned. 

The income of the Fund amounting to Rs. 619-8 per annum shall be paid when 
and as it accrue.s by the Treasurer of Charitable En<lowmenta, Bengal, to tho administrator 
and shall be applied in proviiling the following stipends :—

Tlve above will leave a aurplns of Rs. 7-cS per annum which aliall be accumulatml and 
when the accumulated amount reaches the figure Rs. 60, this amount (R.'’. tJO) shall be 
applied as an additional stipend of Rs. 5 per mensem for 12 months commencing as soon 
after such accumulation as may he convenient. 

6. Each stipend shall be awarded for twelve inonths only, such 12 months to begin 
in such month in each case as the administrator shall decide, bnt not later than three 
months after tho respective recipient has been finally ascertained in manner hereinafter 
provided. 


7. Recii>ieuts of the stipends shall be selected as hereinafter provided, bnt shall 
always be subject to the approval ami decistion of the successor in title of tho Maharaja 
Tagore, provided always that every selection shall be notified to the Maharaja 'ragore for 
the time being as soon as conveniently possible and if not objected to by the Maharaja 
within throe months after being notifioil to him any selected recipient shall be deauned 
to be approved and ascertained. If the Maharaja for tho time being shall be a minor 
under the ago of 18 years or if his approval cannot be obtained by reason of his ill health, 
absoneo or for any other reason the approval shall be given by the Chief Manager for the 
being of the Tagore Raj or failing him by the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, for 
the time being. 

8. Recipients of .stipends shall be selected from among adhyupaks or teschers of such 
candhlates as shall pass the undermentioned examinations, excluding those teachers who 
obtain any similar stipends granted by the Government, of Bengal for encouragement of 
teachers of Sanskrit. The examinations referred to are those set by the Sanskrit 
Association, Calcutta, and hehl or conducted by various Sanskrit Associations recognised 
under tho rules prescriln d by resolution of the Government of Bengal, No. 8.57, dated the 2l8t 
March 1802, and notification No. 42:56, dated tho 29tb December 1896, and notification 
No. 1409, dated the illst March 1898, or tho other rules for the time being in force in 
connection therewith. Preference shall bo given to teachers at those tols whose students 
are examined before the Calcutta Pandit Sabha. 

This Hohenio shaM be applicable to both tho first and the second examinations set by 
the Sanskrit A‘< 80 ciation yearly. 

The number of stipends to be awarded shall be as follows :— 

(а) On tho results of the first examination in each year— 

Four stipends of Rs. 4 each per mensem. 

One stipend of Rs. ,3 per mensem. 

(б) On tho results of the second examination in each year— 

Two stipends of Rs. 6 each per mensem. 

Four stipends of Rs. 5 each per mensem. 
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When the additional stipend of Rs. .5 per mensem referred to in clanse !i above 
becomes available, it shall be awardable as if there had been five stipends of Rs. 5 each 
per mensem provided tor on results of the second exiimination next followin". 

9. Stipends shall ordinarily be awarded as follows. The marks obtained by the 
passed candidates from (‘ach indigenous htlin the said ])r<>vince (preference being given 
to those tols whose candidates are examined bef«.re the Calcutta Pandit Habha) shall be 
added together. Stipends shall be awarded to those teaohi-rs whose tols show the highest 
aggregates of marks, and as between the successful teachers those with the higher 
aggregates shall ordinarily receive the more valuable stiptmds for the respective examina- 
tions. In the case of a “ tie ” or equality of marks for two teachers in respect of the last 
stipend such stipend shall bo divided between them. But the Maharaja Tagore, or his 
Chief Manager or failing them the Director of Public Instrucnon, Bengal (as the case 
may he) may nevertheless disapprove of any so selected and niaj’ finally api>rove any other 
teacher from any other tul at his discretion. If there be more thiin one teacher at any 
of the qtialifie.il tols, each one shall be eligible for a stipend. If there shall not be 
siiflioie.nt approved teachers at tuls whose candidates appear before the Calcutta Pandit 
Sabha, then teachers from other tols chosen by the administrator (sul)ject to the 
approval of the Maharaja Tagore for the time being as aforesaid or in default by the 
Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, as aforesaid) shall become eligible and be 8electe<l 
in like manner. 

10. A teacher may not hold more than one stipend at a time, but if he shall become 
eligible for two or more stipends he shall ordinarily bo given the higher stipend. If any 
teacher receiving a stipend under this scheme comes into receipt of a Government stipend 
ho shall cease to receive a stipend under this scheme as from the first month in which he 
receives a Governnumt stipend. 

11. If a recipient shall dio during the 12 rnonth.s in which ho is to r(*ceivo a .stipend 
the balance of his stipend (after the month in which his death occurs) shall be 
accumulated and applied as if it were accumulations of the annual surplus of Rs. 7-S 
hereinb(>fore provided for or at the discretion of the administrator and with the 
a]i{)roval of the Maharaja or his Chief .Manager or failing them the Director of Public 
Instruction (as the case tnay bo) in manner aforesaid may be awarded to any meritorious 
student as underrrieutioned. 

12. In the event of any stipend to teachers as aforesaid not being awarded wiieiher 
on account of abstmee of eligible teachers or for any other reason, the moneys so left 
unawarded may be apitlied in giving stipends to meritorious ptissed camlidates at the 
said examinations, preference being given in the first instance to candidates aj'poaring 
before the Calcutta Pandit Sabha, and in the ordinary course those who obtain most 
marks .shall bo coiisi<leied most moritoriou.s, but soleciion shall be in the di.scretion of 
the administrator, subj(>ct to such approv.al of the Maharaja or hi.s Chief Manager or 
failing them the Director of Public Instruction as aforesaid. 

13. In the event of any case arising regarding the administration of this Endowment 
which is not jjrovided for by this scheme, the administrator shall take action as may be 
decided in consultation by him with tho Maharaja Tagore for tlie time being or if he is 
not available then with the Director of Public Instruction for tlie time being.

1. Diilil further notice the Secretary of State for India in Council will, during each 
year, make a number of appointments of A3.sistant Executive Engineers in the Public 
Works Department in India. 

In making these appointintmts he will act with the ad vice of a Selection Committee, 
including at lea.st one eminent representative of the Engineering profession. 

In 1U!1<S it is intended that nine* appointments shall be made. 

The Select ion I'omniittee will probably sit in May. 

2. Applications must be ma<io on a printed form, which may be obtained from the 
Secretary, Services and Gem'ral Department, India Office, Whitehall, S. W. 1, and should 
reach the India Ollice not later than Ist April 1928. 

3. ( andidates must have attained the age of 21 and not attained the age of 24 years 
on the let .lanuary 192(8. 

4 Except as .stated in the note on paragraph 1 hereof every candidate must be a 
European British subject of non-.\siatic domicile, and if ht^ or his father or liis mother 
was not born within His ^lajesty’s Itominions and allegiance, the father must at the 
time of the candidate’s birth have been a British subject and still be (or have continued 
to be until his liealh) a British subject.

(The fdluwing rules apply only to officers of non-Asiatic dotnicHe.) 

1. Leave is calcnlat-ul in terms of “leave on average l)ay,“ anil the amount of “leave 
on average pay” which an tifficer earns is five-twenty-seoonds of the pi'riod spent on duty. 

3. Siibjeot to certain maxima and minima ami to the limitations ntded below, an 
officer may draw, at his option, leave salary equal to the average pay of the last 13 
mouths i>f completed duly or to half such average ptiy. All leave on average jiay 
and lialf the perio i on half average pay is counted against the leave earneti. An 
officer may take his leave, on average pay, on half average pay, or on a combination 
of the two, provided that his coutinnous absence from duty does not exceed 38 months, 
and tliat the amount of leave taken on average pay does not exceed eight months at any 
one time. The maximum amount of leave admissible during an officer’s career, expressed 
in terms of leave on average pay, is three years plus one-eleventh of the period spent on 
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• Inty, of which not more than one year plan ono-eleventh of the period apont on duty 
may actually consist of leave on avera^jo pay. Leave not due and carrying half 
average pay may ho granted on medical certificate, and, within ci-rtain limits, for other 
reasons, hut an officer will not again commence to earn leave until the expiration of a 
fresh perioil of duty sufficient to earn a cre<lit of leave ei^ual to the leave he has taken 
before it was due. After 28 months’ absence from duty an officer draws quarter average 
salary, subject to certain maxima ainl minima. 

3. Leave salary is ordinarily payable in rupees if the officer spends his leave in Asia, 
and in sterling if he spends it elsewhere. 

4. It should be noted that leave can never be claimed as of right, but is given or 
refused at the discretion of Government. 


PnNKlONS. 

5. The following is a summary of the pension rules applicable to Engineers 
appointed to the Indian Services by the Secretary of State from the United Kingdom. 

Ordinary Vensionx. 

t). Subject to the absolute right, which w’ill not ordinarily he exercised, of the 
Government of India to decline to jtermit any officer to retire before reaching the age for 
superannuation, shouUl it bo neC(!SS'iry in the public interest to retain his services, officers 
will be allowed to retire optionallj* after twenty or more years’ qualifying service. 

7. An officer is entitled to superannuation pension on attaining the age of fifty-five 
years, when retirement is ordinarily required, or on retirement thereafter, (An officer is 
sometimes, for special reasons, retained after tittainitig the age of fifty-five years.)

9, Government may retire any officer after lie has completetl 2.'> years' service 
without giving reasons, and without any claim for compensation in addition to pension, 
and in that event the pension admissible to him will ordinarily bo regulated on 
a scale not exceeding that laid down above. Government also reserves the general power 
to reduce the pension ordinarily admissible in all cases where an officer's service has been 
unsatisfactory. 

10. An officer who is compelled l<> retire through ill-liealth not occasioned by 
irre.gniar or intemperate habits will be eligibh* for invalid gratuity or pension tis follows : -- 

(«) .‘Xfi.er rpialifying service ot less than 7 year.s a gratuity not exceeding one 
moiith’s emoluments for each completed yetir of service (e.xcept in speeial 
cases and under the orders ot the Government of Imliti, who may sauciion 
a maximum of 12 months’ emolmnenlsl. If the em<duments of the oflieer 
have been reduced during the last three years of his service, otherwise tlian 
its a penalty, average emoitiinents may, at tlie discretion of the authority 
which has power to sanction the gratuity, he substituted for einolnmcuts.

11. The (lovorniueMt of India have classified certain high appointinonis into two 
grades, tho lower comprising those posts which involve high but intermediate responsi- 
bilit 5 ', the higher consisting of those which require a marked degree of independent 
administrative and p'-ofessional capacity. Officers who have held appointments listed in 
the lower grade may he granted an additional pension at the rate of Rs. .300 for each 
completed year of etfective service in any appointment included in that graile, provided 
that no officer may dr.iw an additional pension in excess of Rs. 1,.500 in respect of service 
classed in tho lower grade. Officers who have held appointments listed in the upper graile 
may be granted an addilional pension at the rate of Rs. .500 for each completed year of 
effective service rendered in any appointment included in that grade, provided that no 
officer ma 3 ’ draw an additional pension in excess of Rs. 2,.500 in respect of service rendered 
in the lower and upper grades combined or in tho upper grade alone. 

12. These ailditional pensions will be subject to the condition that the service in the 
appointment in question lias been approved by' Government, and that an officer must, in 
the event of voluntary retirement, have completed 2.S years’ qualifying service. 

The upper grade iucludos the Gonsulting Engineer to the Government of India and 
Chief Engineers of the Indian Service of Engineors. 

Tho lower grade includes Superintending Engineers, Indian Service of Engineers. 


Puovii>BNT Fund. 

13. A General Provident Fund, to which contribution is compnl.sory, has al.so been 
established on the following basis :— 

(1) Contribution is compulsory up to 61 percent, of jiay, with voluntary contri' 

butions of not more than a further 9f per cent. CJontributions ilnring leave 
of any kind are optional. 

(2) Compound interest on such payments is annually credited by Government to 

each officer Contributing. 

(.3) 'I’be aura which thus accumulates to tiie credit of an officer is his absolute 
property, subject to tho rules of the Fund, and is handed over to him, 
unconditionally, on his quitting the Service ; or, in the event of his death 
before retirement, to his legal representatives or such other person or 
persons as, under and subject to the rules of the Fund for the time being 
in force, may be entitled thereto.

Tht! recent rain has slightly benefited the 
late spring crops. Distress continues to prevail in parts of Dauktyra, Dinajpur, Birbhuin, Nadia, 
Murshidabad^and Malda. In the latter four districts the number of persons employed on test relief works 
was iS, 780, b.tioi) and 1,2(X), respectively. The average price of common rice for the province has fallen 
by about ()*3.'{ per cent, as compareil with that of the previous week.

to the public in Great Britain unless tlie film or the part 
thereof exhibited has been registered in accordance with this Part of this Act :

(a) a film in respect of which a provisional application for registration has been 
made may, before registration, be exhibited at a series of public exliihitions 
hold at one theatre only on consecutive days ; 

(A) the, prohibition contained in this section shall not apjilj- to a film which has 
been exhibited in Great Britain before the commencement of this Act. 


(2) If any person exhibits a film, or, in the case of a serial film or a series cf films, 
any part thereof, in contravention of this section, he shall ho guilty of an offence and 
liable on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding twenty pounds for each day on 
which the film or part has been so exhibited. 

6 . (1) The Board of Trade shall keep a register of films to which this Act applies, 

Ke(ri*tr»tion of filmi.. enter therein such particulars as may be pres¬ 

cribed ; and the register shsill specify whether the film is 
registered as a British film or a foreign film : 

Provided that a film which has been exhibited to exliibitors or to the public in Groat 
Britain before the first day of October, nineteen hundred and tweuty-soven, shall not he 
registered unless the Board of Trade, after consultation with the advisory committee 
hereinafter mentioned, determine that the registration of the film shall be allowed. 

(2) The Board of Trade shall publish weekly in the Board of Trade .lonrnal lists of 
the films registered in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

(3) An application to register a film shall be made by or on behalf of the maker or 
renter of the film, and shall be accompanied by the prescribed fee, and by such informa¬ 
tion as the Board of Trade may require, and in particular, where the application is for 
the registration of the film as a British film, such information as may bo neces.-'ary to 
(determine whether the film is a British film. 
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(4) An application shall not be a valhl application unless the film has been trade 
shown, nor if more than fourteen days have elapsed since it was trade shown :

(a) a provisional application may be made before a film has been trade shown, and 
in such case on tlio film being trade shown within six weeks after the 
lodging of the provisional application, the provisional application shall as 
from the date of tho trade show become a valid application ;

ProviKion, S. to r.-nierH’ qnotii twenty-eight and ending on the thirty-first .lay of March, 

ninteen hundred and twenty-nine, and in each of the nine 
succeeding years, any person engaged in the business of renting registered films to 
exhibitors for the purpose of public exhibition in Great Britain (hereinafter referred to as 
a renter) shall acquire for the purposes of such renting a total length of registered British 
films representing at least such proportion of the total length of all registered films so 
ac(]uired by him in the year as is specified as respects tho year in Part I of 
the First Schedule to this Act, and such proportion is hereinafter referred to as 
the renters’ quota, and if the films so acquired include both long films (that is to say, films 
the registered length of which is three thousand feet or upwards) and short films 
that is to say, films the, registered length of which is less than three thousand 
feet), the requirements of this section must be satisfied as respects the long films so 
acquired as well as respects all films so ac(|oired. 

(2) If in any such year a renter fails to comply with tho requirements of this Part of 
this Act as to tho renters’ quota, ho shall be guilty of an offence, unless such a certificate 
as is hereinafter mentioned has boon issued by the Board of Trade, or unless he proves 
to tho satisfaction of the Court thar the reasons for non-compliance were reasons beyond 
his control. 

(:i) In this section, “registered British film ” means a British film which either at 
the time of its acquisition by tho renter is, or later within the same year becomes, a regis¬ 
tered British film; and “ registered film” means a film which either at the date of its 
aequi.siiiou by the renter is, or later within tho same year becomes, a registered film, 

(4) If a film is not registered at the time of its acquisition by a renter, and is regis¬ 
tered after the expiration of the year in which it is so acquired, the film shall, for the

(;')) Where a renter has in any such year licquirod any registered films and subse¬ 
quently in the same year his business as a renter, by assignment or will, or on intestacy, 
or by operation of law, becomes vested in some other licensed renter, that other renter 
and not the first-mentioned renter shall for the purjiOBes of the provisions of this part of 
this Act as to the renters’ quota be deemed to have acquired the films. 

14 . Any number of renters, none of whom, or of whom not more than one, during 
PowrrofHmaiirenu.-,«tocombi.u.. «ny Buch year acquires for the purpose of renting to 

exhibitors more than six long registered films as herein¬ 
before defined, may, if the Board of Trade consent, combine for tho purposes of the 
provisions of this part of this .\ct relating to the renters’ (piota the total length of 
registered British films so acquired by them in that year and the total length of all 
registered films so acquired by them in that year, and in such case if the total ^length of 
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such registered British hlms bears the proper proporiion to the total length of nil snch 
registered films, and the total length of such long registered British films bears the proper 
proportion to the total length of all such long registered films, each renter shall as respects 
that year be deemed to have satisfied the provisions of this part of this Act as to the 
renters’ quota. 

15 . Any renter, whose business is limited to tlio renting of fiims for exhibition

Provisions nppUcablc' where same Britain, may for I he purposes of his rente.rs’ quota count 
different areas. regisfereil British film for the renting ol which in 

that area he has acquired the exclusive right and which 
has not been previously exhibited to the pulilic in tliat area, notwitiistanding tliat the film 
has been already counted for the purposes of tin* renters’ (piota liy some oilier renter, 
being a renter wlio has acquired the exclusive right to n-nt it for e-xhibition in some otlier 
limited area, or in Groat Britain exclusive of the tirst-mentioiied area. 


16 . No British film shall be counted more than once for tlie purposes of the 

provisions of tliis part of tliis Act willi resjiect to the 
Probibition of fountmg tilm more renters’quota, nor, save as hereinbefore e.^pressly provided 

shall any Brit'sh nlin be eounte.d for tlie purposes atoresani 


by more than one renter : 

Provided tliat, if a renter in any year acquires any old British films and also acquires

(3) If any person carries on such Inisiness a.s aforcsaiil or oxhiliits any film in con¬ 
travention of this section, he shall be guilty of an olfence and liable on summary 
conviction to a tine not exceeding twentj’ pounds for each day during whicli lie. so carries 
oil the business or exhibits the film, us the case may be. 


18 . (1) Every person who al any time during any \ear ending on tlie thirty-first day 

of March was a licensed renter sliall furnisli 10 the Board 
Return* and records. Trade before the first day of the following May, or such 

later date as in tiny particular case the Board of Trade may allow, a return giving such 
particulars as may bo prescribed with respect to the registered films acijuired by him 
during the year in question, in order to enable the Board of Trade to ascertain whether the 
requirements of thi.s Part of this Act with respect to the reiiti-rs’ ijuota have been satisfied 
by him iluring the year to which the return relates ; 

Provided that, if any licensed renter in the course of any sucli year ceases lo carry 
on business as a renter, the return shall bo made within one inontli from tlie time when 
he so ceases to carry on the business, unless previously and in the same year -liis business 
as a renter has bccomo vested in some other licensed renter. 

(2) Every person required to make a return under the last foregoing sub-section shall, 
before the first day of May in tlie year following the year in whic.li the return was made, 
famish to the Board of Trade a supplementary return relative to the year to which the 
original return related, giving such particulars as could not have been given in the original 
return owing to bookings for exhibitions not having boon completed. 
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(..*>) Aliy aiich rntaru an aforesaid may bn used for the pnrpoee of ascertaining 
whether the film’s entered in the return as having been acijuired by the renter making 
the return were in fact acquired by him for the purpose of renting them to exhibitors for 
exhibition to the public in Great Britain. 

(4) Every licensed renter shall also keep a book and shall as soon us practicable 
record tlierein the title, registered niiiubi;r, and registered length of every film acijuired 
by him (distinguishing between British and foreign films), the theatres at which each 
film has been hooked for exhibition and the dates for which such bookings are made, and 
shall when so required produce the book for inspection by any person authorised in that 
behalf by the Board of 'I’rade.

film to bo registered and so counted ; and 

(it) any film being a British film and a film or class (ft), (d), (e) or (/) of the cla.sses 
above mentioned siiall without being tr'sde shown be registrable as if it were 
a film to wliich this Act applies, ami, if so registered, shall be deemed to be 
a registered film for tiie purposes of the provisions of this Act other than 
those relating to the renters’ quota.

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(iv) Not lens than seventy*6ve per cent, of the salaries, wages and payments speci¬ 
fically paid for labour and services in the making of the film*(exclu8ive of 
payments in respect of copyright and of the salary or payments to one 
foreign actor or actress or producer, bnt inclusive of the puymenis to the 
author of the scenario) has been paifl to British subjects or persons domi¬ 
ciled in the British Empire, but it shall be lawful for the Board ofjTrade 
to relax this requirement in any case where they are satisfied that the maker 
had taken all reasonable steps to secure compliance with the requirement, 
and that his failure to comply therewith was occasioned by exceptional 
circumstances beyond his control, but so that such power of relaxation shall 
not permit of the percentage aforesaid being less than seventy per cent.

(a) any church, chapel, or other place of religious worship, or any hall or other

No. 140. —The following correapondonca on tlio subject of tho report of the Auxiliiiry 
and Territorial Forces Committee is published for general infoniintion :— 

Army Department despatch No. 8 , dated the 24tii .Tone 1926, to the 

Secretary of State kor India, 

My Loud, 

Referring to our Army Department telegram No. 420, dated the l.'Jth July 192.5, we 
have the honour to inform Your Lordship that we have completed our examination of 
the report of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee, and are now in a position 
to state our views upon the Committee’s recommendations. As regards the genesis of the 
Commitiee we need add nothing to the information contained in the first chapter of the 
report and the information previously coinniunicated to Your liordship in our Armv 
Secretary’s letter No, 26 >51-1 (A.D.), dated the l.Uh March 1924, addressed to the Under¬ 
secretary of State for India ; and wo may therefore i)roceed at once to discuss tho results 
of the (’ommittae’s inquiry. 

2. In our opinion, the report is on the whole a useful one and makes a valuable 
contribution towards the discussion of a very important subject. We agree in general 
with the majority of the Committee’s recommendations, and the enclosed correspondence 
will show that the Local Goverunients, all of whom were very fully consulted in con¬ 
junction with the local military authorities, have expressed opinions which reflect 
substantially the same conclusion. The Comiiiiltee, vide paragraph 6 of their report, have 
taken as their starling point the principle that the promise to India of self-government 
ifnplies the grant to her people of an opportunity of training themselves for her defence. 
This premiss is in harmony with authoritative pronouncements which have been made at 
various times since the inauguration of the Montagu-Chelmsford Reforms, for example, 
the statement contained in your predecessor's telegram No. 807, dated the 22nd February 
1922, that Ills Majesty’s Government are anxious to assist Indians to dofeiid their own 
country. * * 

The observations and the proposals which the,Committee have maile, following upon 
this premi8.s, impress us as being generally sound, reasonable and prudent. » * • 

'I’boy have framed no large and ambitious scheme for the expansion of the non- 
regular forces, to be carried out unconditionally or indiscriminatel}-. It is recognised that 
the success of each stage of the ilevelopments recommended should be tested by 
experience. The Committee appear to have appreciated duly the military point of view 
and they have recognised the necessity of proviihng ollective means to control the progress 
of their scheme ami the additions to our armed forces which the scheme is designed to 
create. The moderate character of nearly all the recommendations made is reflected 
generally in the criticisms received, and is expressly acknowledged in the favourable 
comments received from the Punjab Government. 

In these preliminary observations we desire to stress one other vitally important 
matter, namely, the causes assigned by the Committee for the relative failure up to (h-ite of 
the Territorial Force movement. In paragraph 10 of their report, the Committee say ;— 

“ The evidence produced before us has made it clear that tho existing provincial 
battalions are composed almost entirely of men belonging to classes from which 
the regular army is recruited, in f>ther words, of men who already have a natural 
inclination for military service. It is recognised that this is not the result of 
. deliberate policy on tho part of Government, or of misdirected ellorts on the 
part of the agents of Government. The fact seems to be clear that service in 
the Territorial Force, as at present constituted and organised, does not attract 
the non-military classes and in particular the educated middle class Indian. 
Government have therefore failed to secure one of tho principal objects for 
which the Force was created. The fault may lie with the educated middle- 
classes themselves and may be irremediable : but the evidence which we have 
heard does not suggest that this is tho correct inference to draw. Due account 
must be taken of lack of opportunities for military service in the past : and 
it must be recognised that a national military spirit cannot be created in a 
short space of time or without patient, intelligent and sympathetic encourage¬ 
ment. We ourselves adhere to the original conception of the Territorial Force 
as inter alia a means of providing national education in military service, and 
consider that the reforms most urgently called for are those which will enable 
the Force to fulfil this purpose.” ■ 
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Wo are satiafiod that Ihia uimlyaia of the oxiatiD<'situation ia auJj.staiitially correct. It 
must bo borne in mind Unit the Territorial Force was ii)aut;urate<l at a time when many 
battaliona of the ivj^ular army were being <leioobili8ed after the Great War, and there 
has also been a general tendency, commencing from about tho eaiiiH time, to contract the 
fielil of recruitment fur the regular army. With reduced eHtablishments it has been 
necessary to concentrate on thost; classes which, in the opinion of the military authorities, 
provide at the present day the best fighting material, and to eliminai.! classes the men of 
which were found, during tiie (iruat War and the subsequent frontier operations in India, 
to bo relatively leas etiicient as fighting soldiers. The natural consequence was that 
demobilised soldiers and members of the recently excluded classes, since sobliering had 
been their hereditary profession for many years, were the first to })ri"Sent thems'dvus for 
admission to many of tlic provincial battalions of the Territorial Force ; and they fore- 
sliilled other classes of the po])nlation to whom it was the purpose of the 'rerritorial F’orce, 
as originally created, to afford an opportunity of learning to share tlio bunlens of national 
defence. A« the Commiit.eo liave ported out, a national militiir_.v spirit cannot be created 
in a short spiioc of time, or without patient, intelligent and sympathetic eiiconrageinent ; 
and, as has been sliown, circumstances have been such as to render necessary a more 
carefully planned and sjiecific means of encouragement than the original constitution of 
the Force provided. 

With tliese general remarks we turn in the succeeding paragnijdis to examine 
individually the more important recommendations of the Goinmittee. 

K.cpanninn rind drvelofiinent of the Univerxitj/ Traininij (yo/'ps.—-The recom- 
mendatioiis of the t.'ommittee in this respect have received the iiiiaiiiinous snppcrt of all 
Local Governments, and we think it convenient to quote tlie o[)iniuiis of two—the 
Government of 1 ihar and Orissa and the Government of the United I’roviiices. The 
former state tliat “ they give their fullest support to tho two main lecoiimiendations of the 
Uoniiniiteo, namely, (1) that tlie University Training f'orps shoulil be. snijject tone 
arliitrary limitation of nuinliers liiit should be encouraged to expand ami to foster the 
growth of the national military spirit in India, and (2) that an opportunity to students to 
continue their military training after leaving the Universit}’ should he alVorded by the 
cousiitution of urban units of the Territoriiil Force.” 

'I'he Governinent of the United Provinces say that * the Governor in Couucil recog- 
nis‘s the value of tlie University Training Corps. Much good has been done by its 
agency alretidy and iiiucli more cun be accomplished.’' 

With these opinions, and with the recoinraendalions of the Committee, we are in 
entire iigreemeut. It hits been established that the intinenco of the University Training 
I'orpa is lor good, tluit it has improved tho discipline, the charact *r. and the physique of 
Univor.sity students ; and the inovemont has the full sup)>ort of the education authorities 
in India. We have, in fact, in tho recent past, reeeiveil several applicatinu.s from local 
Governments recommending Ihe creation of additional units of the L'nivi rsity Training 
t'orps • • * There is one further consideration which our political critics 

would undoubtedly urge in support of the. demand for the expansion of the University 
Triiining (hirps, namely, that so long as the military and University authorities in the 
Uniieil ICingdoin continm- to exclude Indian students from their Otlicms Training Corps, 
it would ill become the Indian Government to place anv unreasonable bar in the way of 
the growth of the Univor.sity Training Corps at Universities in India. The main recom- 
iiieudations of the Cinnmittee in regani to the University Training t.'orji.s, which in 
principle we support, may, for cunveuience sake, be recapitulated as follow.-< : — 

(i)Tlie fiinetion of the University Training (.'orps should he priinarih-educa¬ 
tional. 

(//■) The University Training Corps should have no liability for actual military 
sor viei'. 

{Hi) Tlie University Training Corps should be allowed to cxjiand up to t!.s natural 
limits, subject only to financial considerations permitting i>f this. The 
military authorities should place no obstacle in the way of any Uiii\ersity or 
thillege forming a contingent of tho University Training Corps, provided 
that the University or College authorities can guarantee a fixed ininiinuin 
number of members and can provide, suitable utlicers. 

Tlie subsidiary recoiniiiendalions of tlm (Committee in regard to the University 
Training Corps do not, in our opinion, require disen.ssion in detail. We agree in the 
arguments by which the (Joininittee have supported them, and we find nothing in tho 
recommendations themselves to which exception can reasonably bo taken on military nr 
other grounds. 

4. Liabililij of the Au.riliaiuj Force, India, for i/ini'ial nn'litarif scrrice. —The 
recommendation of the Committee that the Atixiliary Force, India, should have a 
liability for general military service has met with strong opposition from certain 
Local Govetnineuts, notably from tho Governments of IJombay and Bengal. These 
two Presidencies, it may be observed, are specially concerned with any departure 
likely to affect the popularity or the existence of the Auxiliary Force, since tin- consider¬ 
able European population of tho cities of Bombay and Calcutta provide units of the 
.Vuxiliary Force which are nnim^'rieally stronger and rehitivel 3 ' much more elfioient than 




the Auxiliary Force units of other parts of India, and in these two cities also th. 
Auxiliary Force uiiils constitute a specially valuable adjunct to the 

purpose of copintr with local iliatiirbaiices. We may say at oiice tha P p ^ 

of these two Local Governments, aiul reject the recommendation of th ^ .„ovni' 
However attractive in theory tho proposition of the Committee may be, am * ’ 
plaiisihle the arRuments bj' whioh-they have supported it, we are convinceil not on j \ 
what till'(Jovi-rmuonts of Bombaj’ami Bengal have said, but by other testiinonj also, 
that it wculd be impraelicahle to impose upon the Auxiliary Force a liability for general 
military service, and that any attempt to do so would be liable to cause so serious a 
diminution in strength of tho Auxiliary Force as to render it necessary to emjjloy 
additional regular British troops for internal security duties. 


!). Creation nnd iraininy of urban units of the Indian Territorial Force .—The 
Conimittoe have recommended that in selected large centres of population special 
companies or hattalious should be constituted which should bo recruited from the educated 
classes, and mainly from those engaged in the learned professions, and that these urban 
units should he trained on the system at present applied to the Auxiliary Force, namely, 
a system of training throughout the j'ear combined with a short period of annual training 
in camp. Tho Committee point out that the advantage of this system of training troni 
tho point of view of encouraging the educuteil classes to join the Territorial Force, is that 
it will not interfere with the civil avocations of the Territorial soldiers of this special 
categorj’; and the Committee contemplate that in the course of time the urban units 
should he open only to men who have previously undergone a period of training in the 
University Training Corps, an arrangement which should have the effect of increasing 
the efficiency of both formations and also of preserving the value of the training received 
in tho University Training Corps. With these recommendations and observations we agree 
in the hope that ex-University men will become.available. But in view of our conclu.sion 
regarding the militarj’ liability of the Auxiliary Force, we are unable lo accept the 
further recommendation of the Committee ihat the urban battalions should he liable for 


general military service. Here we find ourselves in sympathy with tho very em])hatic 
criticisms put forward by tlie Government of Bombay. We feel that it would not be 
equitable to impose liability for general military service upon the urban units of the 
Territorial Force and not upon tho Auxiliary Force, in view of the fact that it is definitely 
conlemi)lated that the former should be composed of individuals wiioso social eirourn- 
tancos and civil avocations may bo sai<i to place them in a position corresponding closely 
to the position of those from whom the Auxiliary Force is drawn ; and moreover it 
would he very unjustifiable to attach to the creation of urban units a condition 
known to he of such a character that it might from tho very start prevent tlie 
experifuent from materialising. The Committee have said that if only a limited military 
liability' is ituposod, it would he useless to create the urban units. This proposition, 
however, wo eauuot admit. The units, it is true, may have no immediate military 
value, hut they should bo regarded as belonging to that section of the Territorial 
Force which is intended to have an educative purpose. This asin-ct of the question is 
well put in (he following passage from a letter of the Bombay Government ;— 


“ Ajtart from this potential value, (his Government would strongly i»rcss the view 
that the educative value of these battalions justifies expenditure, though tho 
fruits of such expenditure may not be reaped even in this generation, and 
th;it to a wider vision it would appear (hat it would be of profit to incur 
expenditure even in merely teaching and edncatiiig the members of the 
urban battalions in military science." 


Finall}’, it may ho said definitely that without the urban battalions no real and 
practical opportunity would be given to tho educated middle classes of learning tho le.ssous 
of national military service and national defence. .But that they shouhi have such 
opportunities is the main object with which the Territorial Force was created. It is one 
of the primary obligations arising out of the policy mentioned at the commencement of 
the second paragraph of this despatch, upon wbieli the present discussion is founded. 

6 . Extended traininy of Indian Tert Urn ial Force Provincial units .—We agree in 
general principle with the recommendations of the Committee in regard to the provincial 
units. The military authorities are satisfied that the limited amount of training at present 
authorised is not sufficient to produce, even out of good material, a second line force of 
real military value. As we explain in a later passage of this despatch we propose to 
apply the extended system of training which the Committee advocate to four of the 
existing provincial battalions, selecting representatives of different typos. After a 
suitable interval it will be necessary to review, in tho light ol the success which attends 
the e.xperiment, tlie whole question of maintaining rural or provincial units as a second 
line to the regular army. In our conception of the matter, it will he necessary that all 
questions arising in future in regard to the provincial battalions should bo, judged mainly 
by the criterion of (hedirect military results obtained : and the battalions must be required 
to stand the test of comparison from this point of view with the regular army reserves. 
It will be observed that the Committee themselves have recognised tliat increase in tlie 
tiumber of provincial iiiiiis must be subject to financial considerations, and have laid it 
down that their number should not in any case be allowed to expand beyond the limits of 
the second lino force required on purely military grounds. 
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7. £he form of commisaiona in Die Auxiliary Force, India, and in Die Indian 
Territorial torcc. —We accept without reservation the proposals of the Committee under 
thifi head, and af?ree with the remarks made in paragraph 18, paragraph 24 (IV) (it), 
ainl piiragraph 25 (IV) (iiy of the report. The proceedings of the Committee show that 
the opinion of serving ollicers in the Indian Territorial Force is definitely and justifiably 
opposed to the present dual commissions. In fact the existing arrungeinents in regard to 
commissions in the Indian Territorial Force, constitute one of the most acute grievances 
of all that were repro.sented to the (Committee, and there is no doubt that, apart from the 
sentimental asjiect of the question, there can be no possibility of progress in a force in 
which no officer of that torce can hold a commission higher than that of .Jemadar, 
Kubadar, Honorary Lientmiant ami Honorary Captain. The proposal as regards the 
comniissions to b(! granted to officers of the Auxiliary Force settles in a satisfactory 
manner, from the military point of view, a question which has long been outstanding and 
which is of great importance. Tbo g/ant of commissions similar in form to officers both of 
the AiixMiary Force and tlie T.;rritorial Force is not only suitable in itself but will also 
meet to a considerable extent the political demand that the two forces should be treated 
alike in all e.ssontial matters. 

8 . Memhera of the. Auxiliary Force and of urban units of the Indian Territorial 

Force should not receive pay for periodiail parades. —This rccommemlaiion has given rise 
to some difforenco of opinion, but on careful consideration we are of opinion that the 
arguments set forth in paragraph 19 of the report are souml, and that the proposal should 
be accepted. • • 

9. Conditions of eligibility for enrolment in the Auxiliary Force, India. —There is 
only one matter here calling for comment, namely, whether the Auxiliary Force should 
now be confined to Britisli subjects ; and this may be conveniently disposed of by quoting 
the following opinion of tlio (Jovernment of Bengal :— 

“ In a largo centre such as Calcutta there may always be evpccteil to be a fair 
number of persona whose nationality as British subjects is doubtf\d for one 
rea.son or another, or who are definitely nationals of other ami friendly 
countries. If tliey feel dhspoged to enrol themselves in the Auxiliary Force, 
they might prove a useful accession of strength at times of ciisturbance ; 
while if not enrolled they would appear to be without any definite status for 
self- h feiice at a crisis. The Governor in Council does not wish to attach 
undue iiuporiance to the point but would suggest that there are grountls for 
consideration whether any occasion for deleting sub-.section (t/) of section 4 
of the .\ot will remain if the liability for service in the Auxiliary Force is 
not extended beyond India.” 

We agree in this view, and since we propose that the Auxiliary Force should not be 
made liable for general military service, we do not propose to alter the provision in the 
Auxiliary P’orco .Act which permits the enrolment of persons other than British subject.s. 

10. Fretmiinary military training in schools. —The Committee have expressed tl^e 
opinion that it is <Ie.siiable that physical training accompanied by some form of military 
discipline sitoubl be adopted as part of the routine of all schools. The opinion is, 
wo think, uneveeptionablo ; but the accomplishment must be left to t’ue ellorts of 
Local Governments and local Educational authorities, official and nou-ofiieial. We do 
not mirselvos read in the expression of the Committee’s opinion anything intended to be 
at variance with the somewhat fuller expo.sition of the same matter contained in 
l)aragraph 2 of the letter from the Government of Bengal, No. 1194-P.D., datetl the 21.st 
.July 1925, 

11. Penalisation of employers who impose disabililies on employees betonginy to the 
non-regular forces. — This proposal has been unanimously condemned and we have our¬ 
selves no hesitation in rejecting it as impracticable. 

L2. Custody of arms. —Wo endorse the observations of the Committee contained iti 
paragraph 2(i (.y) of their report. Agreeing with the Loc.il Goveriimimts, we attached the 
very greatest importance to the safe costotiy of arms and ammunition belonging to the 
non-regular forces, and regard it as essential that absolute control of arms and ammuni¬ 
tion should bo exercised by Government acting through the military authorities. 

LI. Fnrolmcnt of Government servants in the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces .— 
We. agree generally with the observations of the Committee on this subject contained in 
)iaragraph 26 (A) of their rcjmrt. It, may, however, be necessary to examine in some fiyther 
deiuil tli(! conditions on whicli the enrolment of Government servants may be permitted ; 
for (example, it may bo necessary to provide tliat the consent of the Local Government or 
other prescribed authority should be obtained not only before enrolment but also before 
a civil Geverument servant is withdrawn on embodiineut from his nortnal oOicial dutiesj. 
This, however, is a matter of domestic concern with the details of which it is muiecessary 
to trouble Your Lordship. 

14. Exemption from. ca]iitation tax of members of the Indian Territorial Force in 
Burma. —ll is only nccessiiry to mention this minor recomii.eudation, tor the reason that 
the Government of Burma have declined to grant the concession proposed. VVe feel that 
wo would not be justified in pressing the’siiggestion. 
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ir). Wo have for the present left on one side the various reuomiiiendHtiuu.s of the 
('oiiimiltoo ii\ regard to the enrolment of railway tniployees in the Auxiliary or Territorial 
Forces and the otinstitution of non-regular railway units of a special cliaraetor. We have 
found it nocossary to reserve these for separate eonsidoration. Otherwise we have 
surve\'ed all the reconiiiieiiditions of the Coiuinittee and it is to be. understood that we 
accept in general principle any which have not been specifically mentioned in this despatch. 
If the miiin propo.-als which we have' expressly recommended are approved by Your 
Lordship, we will put into practice the other minor and ancillary recommendations as the 
occasion arises and as circumstances permit. It will farther he necessary for us to 
consider, when we have received your Loniship’s decision, which of the accepted 
rccoinmeiidatious will involve legislation and to take action towards that end. 

1(). Turning to the financial aspect of the ca.se, we desire, in the first instance, to 
invite attetjtion, with special emphasis, to that passage in paragraph 27 of the re4)ort in 
which the Committee say— 

“ We wish It) make it clear that in our opinion, for the reasons stated in the 
debate in the Legislative Assembly as the result of which this Committee 
was formed, any increase in the e.xpenilitiire on the Territorial Ft>rco must 
not he allowed in any way tt) prejudice the strength aud efficiency of the 
regular urmj’. These reasons are summarised in paragraph 1 preceding.” 

We ontirelj’ agree in this view ; and it is particnhirlj' satisfactory to Qiid that the 
Caniiuittoe rejected unanimously the mistaken, and indecil dangerous, suggestions which 
were put forwani in the resolution originally moved in the la-gislative Assembly as 
regards the possibility of the non-r‘gular forces taking the place of a large anil increasing 
portion of the. relatively small regular army on wliich the defence of India at present 
depends. 

It follows therefore that new expenditure on the development of the non-regular 
forces must depend upon our general financial circumstances perinitting outlay in excess 
of the provision found necessary from tim.- to time for the prosier maintenance of the 
regular military services ; aud wo propose to deal with the financial issue generally on 
ihia basis. There is, however, little doubt that a considerable body of Indian public 
opinion would demand that a real eff'ort should he made to provide additional funds for 
the puri)ose in nuestion. To commence with, we desire to authorise the t!.xpendituri) of 
a .sum of 10 lakhs of rupees to bo spent, if possible, in the course, of this financial year, 
in giving effect to an instalment of those recoininemlutions of tiie Committee which we 
have, accepted, aud we have accordingly drawn up a prelimiuaiy scheme, of which details 
are given in an anuo.xure to this despiitch. The various measures making up the .scheme 
reijuire little comment, but we may e.xplHin that we have endeavoured to base the experi¬ 
ment iis widely as possible; aud it may interi*.st Your Lordship to have the following 
parnculars of the four provincial units selected for more extensive tridning. Two are 
relatively good utid keen units reornitecl mainly from the prufsssioual military classes. 
Of the remaining two, one, namely, the 11/19th Hyderabad lieginiont, is recruited from 
clas.ses which by recent tradition are entirely non-military. The local military .authori¬ 
ties had recoimneuded that this builalioii should be disbanded us being inefficient. But 
the Government of Bengal liave held that it would be jireinatiirc to create an urban unit 
ill Bengal at present : aud we do not think it would be right therefore to disband the only 
Bengal unit of tin; Territorial Force w'ithoiit giving it a further chance to improve itself 
under the extended system of training and the more effeetivo methods of instruction 
wliich military opinion acknowledges to be necessary. In the case of the 14th did .Madras 
Regiment the personnel are classiti'-d by tlie military authorities as non-military, but 
they include men of tlie classes wliich formerly enlisted in the Madias regiments of thi* 
regular army. It may be added tliul the scheme contemplates the conversion of the 
existing Parsi unit in Bombay into an urban unit with limited military liabilities. The 
other Parsi unit in Poona will l)o disbanded as it has been a complete failure. IJiidget 
provision has not been specifically made for the proposed expenditure ol Rs. 10 lakhs : 
and it will be incurred only to the extent to which it can be met by roappropriation from 
grants not otherwise required. The concurrence of the Local Governineuts concerned 
will be obtained before any new unit provided for in the scheme is actually raised. 

17. • * • Neitlier the Government of India nor His Majesty’s Government 

are asked to commit theiiisidvea to a large, indefinite or unconditional expansion of the 
Territorial Force. What is e.sseiitially desireil is approval to certain methods anrl 
principles of advance. The actual .scheme for immediate expansion will, if approved, 
bring the cstablislunenl over the {(resent authorised strength of the Territorial Force, 
including the University Training Corps, by 20t men only ; and under the financial rules 
which define the powers of the Government of India, Yonr Lordship’s separate sanction 
would be necessary to any further increase costing lakhs of rupees per annum. We arc 
ourselves fully alive to the dangers which might attend an indiscriminato expansion of 
the Territorial Force. We do not propose to recommend any increase which wo cannot 
effectively control Ihroiigh the regular military services, and wo trust that this assurance 
will help to remove any hesitation which Your Lordship might otherwise feel and which 
niiglit be inspired by previous discussions.

Letter from the Secretiiry to the Agent to the Governor-General and Chief Comniissioiier 
in Baluchistan, No. 1668 (it), dated the 1st June 1925. 

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. A.-81794-1 (A. G.), 
dated tlie '.Hh .\pril 1925. 

2. Tlie conditions in Jlalucliistan appear to he such as to in-dke the recoininendations 
of the Committee applicable in a very small degreo to the Province. Throughout the 
rural areas the people might be described a.s all belonging to the martial races : they are 
in general required to go armed for their own protection and are accustomed to bearing 
arms and are in general organised in a rough tribal way to meet tribal conditions. 
Presumably therefore the present recornmendatiuns would not apply to them. 

The only urban area of any size is the town of Quetta. That town is inhabited 
practically entirely bj- shopkeepers from the Punjab and Hind, Government ofliulala 
iind a tlcuiting iiopulatioii which comes chie.flj- from Afghanistan and out districts in 
search of labour. Tiiere is no University and excluding the floating population the male 
population between 20 and 50 does not amount to more than a few thousands. The 
.Vuxiliaiy Force consists of 40 meinhers of whom some half dozen are Chinese and Parsis. 
Most of the members fire Government officials who in case of emergency would probably 
be niucb more usefully employeil on their own duties.

3. Beyoml therefore saying that the recommendatinns of the Committee seem to him 
generally sound and tliat he can see no objection to these being acted on in their entirety 
so I ar as Baluchistan is concerned, the Agent to the Govornor-tieneral thinks that there 
is little he can usefully add. Hhould there l)e any movement, of which there is at present 
no sign, among tho citizens of Quetta to constitute a unit of the Indian Territorial Force, 
there would a])peai‘ to he no objection to such a Force being raised under careful super¬ 
vision on a scale which wtmld iiece8saril3' be small, but with the small amount of material 
availabh; and the large military garrison which must necessarily he retaine<l in Quetta, 
such a force would he of little value as reganls strengthening defence or giving added 
assistance in the luaiutenance of law and order. 

4. This letter has been shown to tho General Ojlicer Coinmandiiig-in-Chii*f, Western 
Coininand, who expresses himself as in general agreement with the view contained 
in it. 


Letter from tin* Secretary to the Chief Commissioner of Coorg, No. tiO-T.—129-20, 

dated the Gth June 192.'). 

I am directed to refer to your letter No. A.-.'U794—1 (A. G.), dated the 9th April 
1112;'), and to say that after careful consideration and in consultation with tho Central 
Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Southern Command, the Chief Commissioner de.sires to 
offer the following views on the recommendations of the Committee. 

(1) and <levelojj»ient of Univernity Traininy Corps. Pnragmjdi 28 (t) 
and {oiif —There is no University Training Corps in (Joorg, hut the Chief Commissioner 
generally agrees with the r(!Commeudations of the Committee. The Chief Commissioner 
e.onsiders it ilesirahle tliat the.e should be elementary military training in schoohs in 
order to instil the necessary sense of discipline. 

lie is of opinion howevei that ('adet Corps should in the first instance be confined to 
selected schools. 

(2) friability of Auxiliary Force and Indian Territorial Force (Provincial and 
Urban battalions) fur general military service. Paragraph 28 (i»).---'rhe Chief Commis¬ 
sioner agrees that the Auxiliary Force and the Indian Territorial Force .sliould he liable 
for general military service both within and without the borders of India, hut he 
considers that only men of military age should he made so liable. Men over military 
age would not ordinarily bo liable for gener.al service, and the Chief (’ommissioner 
suggests that in the case of such men the liability should be optional. 

(3) Creation and training of urban units. Paragraphs 28 (Hi) and 24 (y) (i) (b). — 
There is no scope for urban units in Coorg, the towns being merely large villages. The 
Chief Commissioner thinks the experiment of creating such units might be tried, but he 
doubts its succes.s. Sucii units should havt; the same liabilities for service as other Indian 
Territorial Force units. 

In reganl to the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore : in view of the fact that 
the bulk of the population cousiel.s of Anglo-Indians, outcastes and low clas.s Muhamma¬ 
dans the Chief ('oinmis.sioner does not consider that an urban unit couhi usefully be 
forineil. 

(4) K.rtended training of Indian Territorial Force (Provincial Ufiits). I’aragrapli 
28 (ir). —The extension of the training period is essential. It remains to he seen whethi'i- 
even if the training period is extended to two months it will make the force fit for. general 
service. The Chief Coinmissioncr thinks that tho {)eriod of training in t’oorg iniist 
necessarily he conlinoii to the <lales, 10th March to lOth May, so that agricultural work 
would not bo interfered with, yimilar arrangements will probably be necessary in most 
parts of India. 

(.5) Members of the .‘\uxiliary Force and of urban units of the Indian Territorial 
Force not to receive pay for periodical parades. Paragraph 2S (v). —Tlie Cliitd' t.'ominis- 
sioner agrees that soiiu* form of allowance in;iy be givoii instead of pay tiiiring periodical 
parades to ineiiiliers of tlie urban units of the Indian Territorial Force anil Auxiliary 
Force. 

(f)) Conslit at ion, duties and functions of Advisor y Commiltce. Paragraphs '28 (ix) 
and 2ft (d). — Owing to the smallness of tho Province one Committee will suffice for Coorg 
and should consist as proposed of members the (.'omiiii.ssioner being the Civil Official 
member. The ('liief Coinnii.'sioner agrees that advisory eonimiftees be given wider 
responsibility but is oj)})Osed to the .«uggestion that committees he “ made eiitirelj' respon¬ 
sible for recruiting ”. The activities of tliese committees should be coufin<‘d to exerting 
all 'possible moral inllueuce in stimulating recruiting. 'Phe (^liief ('ommissioner does not 
agree to the allotment of funds to ciuumittee.s which should bo considered as purely 
advisory and not executive bodie.s. 

(7) Kesponaibililies of Local Government. L aragraphs 28 (x) and 24 (i r) (i) (b).— 
'I'he question will not arise in (^u)^g, but the Chief t'oinmissio’ier cimsiders that responsi¬ 
bility for the creation of new units sliuiild rest with the Local Government concerned. 

(8) Condtlions of e.ligibilUy for enrolment iti the .An.ciliary Force. Paragraph 25 
(tv) (t).—The (fhief Commissioner concurs in the recommendations of the Committee. 
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I'l'iiatisti'ian of eniphnjern tvhu iin/itise di»abilities on employees belouijinil to the 
non-ri f/uttir Forres. Paragraph 26 (/).—The Chief CominiBsiouor affrees that employers 
who imi>ose ili.siibilities on employees wiio l>elong to the nou-regalar Forces rtlu)iihl. be 
penalize.1 in some form or other. The ilidiciilty is to devise a means of bringing them to 
book. t)ii the other hand it would appear, desirable to encourage lirms which promote 
recruitment by putting them on a special list with a view to their baing given priority in 
.Vrmy' contracts whenever possible. 

(Id) (Custody of arms. Paragraph 24 {g). —The Chief thimmissioner is not in favour 
of the formation of small and scattered arniourioa for Provincial units as he considers 
that the .system impose< unfair responsibililies on the police. Where central armouries 
are impossible he is of opinion that members of the .Vu.\iliary Force should keep their 
own arms.

(11) Employment of Government set vants in Auxiliary or Te.rriloi-ial Forces. 
Paragraph 26 (A).—The Chief Commissioner agrees that (lovernment servants should be 
rHcrtiiled but on the nnilerstauding that in tne event of niobilisation the Local Govern¬ 
ment should ho allowed to retain a minimum number of officials to carry on the adminis¬ 
tration and that its selection should not be subject to challenge. 

(12) Pijte Clubs. Annexurc Ji. /.—The Chief (’ommissioner agrees with the pioposul 
to raise Hiflo. Clubs. Members of the Auxiliary' Force and Territorial Force could perhaps 
comhiiio for this ohji'ct and the instructional staff of the former could bo utilised. It is 
sugge.sled that allowances for men coming from a long distance should bo granted to 
encourage attendance an<l adil to the popularity of these club.s. 


Letter from the Chief aocrolary to the (lOvernment of Burma, No. 18.S-K.—.24 (R. N. bHil). 

dated the 15th June 11125. 

In reply to your letter No. A.-.‘51749-l (A. G.), dated the 9th April 1925, I am directed 
to say’ that the General Officer Ooinmanding, Burma District, Lieutenant-Colonel Crosth- 
waite. Commanding Burma Railways Battalion, A. F. I., and Lieutenant-Colonel Heald, 
Commanding Rangoon Battalion, A. F. I., were consulteil regarding the fourteen recom¬ 
mendations of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Commilice wliieh are detailed in tho 
Annexurc to your letter, while the Burma Chamber of Commerce was consult»*d n*gard- 
iug the recomrnemlation that employers should b(> penalised for imposing disiibilities 
on employees belonging to non-regular forces. Their views and the vdew of the Local 
Government are summarised in the following paragraph. 

2 (1) Expansion and Developmetil <f University Training Cor/is, Paragraji/i 28 

(i) and (viii). —Colonel Ileald would give University Training Corps a si‘paran> constitu¬ 
tion with ollicers of their own, under i sefiarate Act. lie considi-rs that th(>y should he 
allowed to exjiand to the e.xtent to which fniids allow. Colonid Crosthwaite aLo fiivours 
exijaiisioM. The General OfHcer Commanding presses for sanction for tlu* uildition to ihe 
Headquarlor.s and three Companies alreaiiy sanctioneil of a Sappers and .Miners Company 
(alreaily formed) in consequence of the introiliictiou of Kngim'eriug ami Foi’esiry 
Courses at the Rangoon University. The Governor in (Council consider.s that the expan¬ 
sion of the UniviTsity Training Corps, so far as funds permit, is desirable and supiiorts 
the (rtiiieral Officer Commanding’s application for sanction for the extra Cmupany. lie 
also agrees with Colonel Heald that a separate Act is advisable. 

(2) Ltahilily of Anxiliary Force and of Indian J'crritorial Force {Provincial ami 
Urban lUdtnlions) for general military .service. Paragraph 28 (ii). —t)olonel Croths- 
waite holds that general military service is not feasibie so far as tlie Railway’ Corps is 
concerned. This viiiw finds support in the proposals made by the Committee in jiara- 
graph 24 (VI) (k) ami paragrajih 25 (V) (f») of their report for the organisation of 
Railway Coriis on a purely technical basis on the ground that in an einergency the 
personnel of these corps would not as a rule be able to do more than maintain communi¬ 
cations. Colonel Heald wonbl exempt members of either the “A” or the “B” reserve 
of the Auxiliary Force (India) and members of the corresponding Reserves of Urban Units 
when constituted, from li;ibility for service outsifle India. 

Tho General Officer Commanding concurs in the recommendations of the Committee, 
but sugge.sts that on necessity arising, members of the University Training Corps might 
be made liable for service by being posted to snitablo units for iiitiuisivo training, with 
a view to fitting th'-mselvo.s for general service. The Local Government accepts the 
coimlnsions of the Committee while recognising tliat liability for general service will tend 
to restrict recruiting. It docs not stipport the General Officer Commanding's jn-oposal. 
The reasons set out in paragraph 9 of the Report ajipear to His Exceliene.y in Council to 
he conclusive aj'ainst the imposition of any liability for general s -rvice on members of 
the University Training Corps, 

(5) Creation aial training of Urban Units. Paragraphs 28 {iii) and 24 {V) {i) 
{b \—Colonel Crosthwaite is opposed to the creation of Urban Units. Colonel Uealil sees 
no objection except that of expense. The General Otlicer Commanding recommends that 
us a tentatixe measure one Urban Company should be formed in Rangoon. He anticipates 
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difficulty in providing guards over the airinoury for all Urbiiii Unit anywhere else. The 
Governor in Council does not think tliut tiiis difficulty is insuperable : but he considers 
that for the present it will suffice to start with one Urban Company in Rangoon as 
proposed by Colonel tJoinmandant Hangster. 

(4) kj-rtunded training of Indian Territorial Force {Provincial Unite], Para¬ 
graph 28 {iv). —Colonel Crosthwaite asserts that railway einplojees could not be spared 
for more than 28 days. The remarks against proposal (2) apply here also. Colonel 
Heald favours e.xtended training, though he iloitlils whether provincial units will he worth 
the cost. He would prefer a reserve of ex-regulars. Tlie General Officer Coinmanding 
would lix tlie jieriod of training at three months for recruit.s and two months for 
trained siddier.s. He reports that the (hniimandant <»f the Provincial Catialion (ll-7Uth 
Burma RiHes) consiilers that ttiere would bo no difficulty in getting thi- neces.sary 
personnel. The Local Covurnment aceej^.is the conclusion of the Comniiltee that the 
extended por-iod of training which they recommend is essential to ensure an efficient 
second line of defence. If the Provincial I attalious are confined to agricultural and other 
classes whose occupation is seasonal, it shouhl not prove inipo.ssihlc to recruit an adequate 
force. This restriction will he facilitated by the recriiitnieut of urhan units, for which, 
as the Coininiltei! recognises, so long a period of intensive training is out of the que.stion, 
anil by the organisation of Railway Corps on a purely technical basis as sugge-ted by the 
Committee. 

(.5) Menihcrs of the Au.riliarg Force and Urban Units of the Indian I'crritorial 
Force not to receive pag for periodical parades. Paragraph 28 (/•;.—Colonel Crosthwaite 
agrees with the Committee’s f'-commendations. He suggests that liberal travelling 
idlowance siiouM be ,granted to cover t In* expenses of a man attending a distant parade. 
Colonel Heald sees difficulties in H.xing a snllicioiit scale of allowances and lie would retain 
“ pay." He write.s :—“ Pay is a simple and not [larticiilarly exjieiisive method ot preven¬ 
ting tiio individinil iiietiiher from losing pecuniarily. It atneuuts to oiilj’ one rupee for 
a two hours’ parade. The projio.sals iti Aimexure All iiitroiiuce alterations wliieh 1 con¬ 
sider open to olijoelion. I see tio r.- ison why the training for Infantry whicli is necessary 
to earn liutius (or 1)011111x1 should be iiicreused when that for other branches of the Force 
is not to be increased. The present training is in my ojiinioti excessive for the conditions 
in Rangoon at any rate, and 1 liave recommende 1 to the military authorities that the 
training prescrih d for efficiency be reduced by half, bonus (or bounty) being paid only 
for completion of the whole present training. Members of the " A’’and " B " Reserves 
who do the training of il.c iictive class and members of the '* 1! ’’ Reserve w''o do the 
training of the •' .\ ’’ Ke-,er\«! slionhl receive the allowances ol the class or res/rve whose 
training th>‘y do and should earn capitation grant. 80 far its the Rangoon Battalion is 
concerned the special capiUitioii grant will be usele^8 if given subject to tlie contlitions 
propo.-ed, since few it any uiemliers of th«' unit will do the necess:iry 16 hours’ additiouiil 
training. I would allow p:iy anil ortiinary capitation grant to be earned for b.di llic 
present training, and bounty to tie earned for the tiill present training, tin' special capita¬ 
tion grant being earned onlj- by first class shots who complete the full present training for 
the active class.” 

The Governor in Council coucurs with the General Officer Commanding in accepting 
the Committee's recoininondations. 

(6) ConslUatioh, dalics and functions of Advisory (hnn/niltees. Parayrnphs 28 (/>) 
and 26 (ri).— Colonel Cro.sthwaite ami Colonel Heald believe that Advisory Coiniiiittees 
are valncless and that the Committee’s recoinmembitions for their iinprovi'ineni, will 
produce no ell'ect. The General Officer Commanding is in favour of Advisory Com nut tees ; 
In* HUggest.s that Very careful selectiou of the iiieinber.s will be necessary tiinl ttdiisi's iliat 
the Chairman should be nominated by the Local Government. He deprecates interference 
by the Advisory Committees in fecruitmoiit for the Universitj Training ('orps. 

The Local Government cousidtMS that if Advisory (hunmittees were lecuiisiituto i on 
the lines approved by the Committee they would prove of greater utility than tin* present 
Committees in popubirising the linliaii Territorial Force and in educating jjiihlic opinion. 
In Burma very little interest is at present displayed in the Force. 

(7) Responsibilities of Local Uovernments. Paragraphs 28 {i.r)and 21 (/U) (tl ((>)•— 
The (himmittoe’s recominoudatioiis call for no remarks. 

(8) Conditions of eligibility for enrolment in Au.riliary Force. Paragraph 25 {IV) 
(t).—The Committee's recommendations regarding the future composition of the Auxiliary 
Force are accepted by all as suitable. The General Officer Coinmanding suggest.^ that 
verified proof of parentage should lie. provided before, enrolment. In cases ot doubt it is 
believed that some proof is required but generally in the smaller centres of population 
too strict an examintilion of credeiiti:ils would involve a disappearance ol the unit. 

(9) Preliminary Military Training in Schools. Paragraph 26 {a).- Colonel Heald 
and Colonel Crosthwaite agree that School Cadet Companies (not Corps) are euiiiiently 
desirable provided that the training is given by reliable military pensioners. The General 
Officer Commanding considers tliat the cost and lack of suitable staff at jireseiU stand in 
the way of the foriiiattoii of cadet corps in Burma. The Governor in (^ounoil concurs in 
the Committee’s recommendationfl but is not in a position to state how far Provincial 
Funds will bo available to give effoct to them. 
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(10) Petiulisalion of smjtloyera who im/wse disabilities on employees belonging to the, 
Xo))-llegular Forr.rs. Paragraph HO (/).—Tho Burma Chamber of Commerce oppoae the 
proposal on the jirouml that it would merelj’ serve to put men who joined up at a 

vantage with those who did not, so far as the employment is concerned, as many 
employers would probably prefer to employ men who had not this contingent liability on 
them to those wlio had. They hoid'that the suggested provision “ would not attain the 
object the Auxiliary and Territorial Eitrcoa Committee have in view ; but, on tho contrary, 
wouhi to Some extent militate against men joining np”. Colonel Commandant Hiingster 
sees dilliculties in the proposal anil Colonel Heabi romarks that the penalties could bo 
avoided by employers refusing to employ members of the Auxiliary Force (India) and 
Indian Territorial Force unless service in these forces was mudo compulsory. The 
(Jovornor in Council considers that this objection is insuperable, 

(11) Castody of Arms. Paragraph 26 (»/).—The otticers consulted agrye generally 
with the recommendations of tho Committee. Colonel (Vosthwaite f'iiggests that 
armouries for Indian Territoriiil Force urban units, if cretited, might be on the lines of 
British units. 'I'he General Ollicer Commanding mentions tho undesirability of having 
armouries guarded by civil police. 

The Governor in ('ouncil while recognising tho importance of safe custody of arms 
anil the ad vantages of a uniform system, is of opinion that, owing to the diniculty of 
providing guards for armouries, the most convenient system is that which hitherto htis 
been followed of making the beat local arrangements possible in the case of each unit. In 
this I’rovince no case of serious loss or danger to life has arisen through tho adoption of 
this system. 

12) Knrolment nf Governmenl s^i rants in .inxiliury or Territorial Porr^s. Para¬ 
graph 26 (A)-—The General OtHcer Commanding points out that the inclusioti of 
Governinout servants is almost essential to the Auxiliary Force (India), as 'hey are 
generally the keenest and most influential members of the force. He considers that, not 
being deL.irred from joining the Indian Army Ibsorve of Otlieers, they might be 
placed under the same conditions as are laid down in India Army Order No. of 
lyj-J, paragraph il, in the event of a crisis uecessitutiug the embodiment of the force for 
•service. It is in the view of the Governor in Council most desirable that Government 
servants should be encouraged to enrol and that Government sbould give a leal in this 
respect .vnd he aocepus tlio recommendations of the Committee umler this huii 1 en bloc. 

(.1.1) Itijle (Uabs {Annexare B I).—Colonel lleald approves of liille Clubs so long as 
there is a permanent instructional staff and Colonel Crosthwaite sees no objiiciion to them. 
The General Ollicer Commanding on tho other hanil considers that in Burma ritio clubs 
are both “ unnece.ssary atid inadvisable ho doo.s not .say why. There are throe rifle 
clubs in iho Rangoon Battalion A. F. I. The Local Governmimt considers that rille clubs 
should be encouraged in the manner and on the conditions proposi ti. 

(14) Exemption Jrom Capitation Tax of Members of Indian Territorial Force 
(^Annexare, A. f.-lt). —^Ihe General Ollicer ('omiuitniling recommends I'xemiition from 
Capitation tax on the grouxnl that it “ would b.} very popular and an incenlivo (o enlist¬ 
ment.” Colonel Crosdiwaito .supports the proposal. Colonel Hoald on the other hand 
does not think that the exeinjition is necessary. 

The Governor in Council is not prepared to act on the reooinmeiulation. It is ojiposcd 
to the present policy ol t'nis Government of reducing the number of (*.xemptinns frotn the 
tax. The following additional recouimondations have been made by the General Ollicer 
Commanding ;—■ 

(*) Advisory Committees .should be consuliod in regard to the conversion of tlie 

Burma Railways Battalion as Huggesteil in paragraph (V'] [b) and ahso as 
regards the formation of an Indian Territorial Force Light Railway 
Coinjiany on the lines laid down in Appendix Ill-B. 

(it) riio Indian Instructional Btafl should bo seconded from their active unit and 
attached to the Training Battalion as extra personnel under arrangements 
similar to that obtaining at present for British otlieers soeondod as Conipany 
Conmianders with tho Indian Territorial Force. [Paragraph 21 (U) (i) (a) ] 

(Hi) With the exception of the Light Railway Company no other specialist unit 
should be formed in Burma at present. [Paragraph 24 (VI) (c) to (t).] 

The Local Govormnont concurs in these recorumendations. 


Letter from the Ofliciating Chief Secretary to Government of Bihar and Orissa, 

No. 884-E\R., dated the liSth .June 192.'). 

I am directed to reply to your letter No. A.-;il794-l (A. G.), dated the 9th April 1925, 
in which you ask for the views of the Local Government on the principal recommenda¬ 
tions of the Auxiliary and Territorial Force." Committee. 
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2. With most of thu recoinmendatiuna of tho Committee the Local Government are in 
af^reemeiit. They ijive their fullest support to the two main recommendations of the 
Committee, namely :— 

(1) that the University Crops should he subject to no arbitrary limitation of 

numbers l)ut should be encouraged to expand and to foster the growth of a 
national military spirit in India, and 

(2) that an opiiortunity to students to continue their military training after leaving 

the iinixersity should be ailorded bj’ tlie constitution of urban units of the 
Territorial Force. 

^ * « 4t • • 

d. 'I'lie. Ijt)cal Governinenl .tgrce that the <|uestion of compulsion of students to Join 
the University 'rraining Crops should be left t(> the University authorities. In ibis 
province resolutions advocating compulsory service have b(*eii adoiited both in the Legisla¬ 
tive Council and ihe Senate. Should the principle be introduced scirionsly, presumably 
onlj’ those students who could produce the necessary certilicates of elliciency or eximiptiou 
would be permitted to aj))iear at the University ctxamination, but thi*re are practical 
ditliculties which have nut jierhaps been sul1ii:iently considered by local enthnsiasts and it 
is at least doubtful if the propos<il will materialise. Assuming that compulsion is not 
iiitri.ducod, til!* Local Govcinimeiit support the recimitnendation of tlie t'oinmitlee that 
days spent iu camp hy the members of the University Trairdng Corps should count to- 
war<ls University or (.lollego attendances, with a view to making the training more, popu¬ 
lar. They aho agree tliat there should be no liability on the stinieiits joining the Univer¬ 
sity Training t’orps for general military service. The question i>f the liability of meinbers 
of the urban units for general military service is ih-alt with later in tliis letter. 

4 'L'he Local (.loveniinent agree with the ('onuniltee’s views on tin* extension of the 
tr.iiiiing in tli * ease of the iirovincial units of the Indian Ti*rriiorial Force. Experience in 
Uihar lias shown that a period t>f liftj'-six days gives far too short a training for tlie 
material composing tlie force, and that a period of three months in the lirsi year ami two 
months iu each siibs<^(juent year is dosiralde. 

;"). On tlie ((iiestion of the constitution and functions of the Ailvisory (.’omiuiitee ami 
the res()onsibilities iif tin* Local Government iu regard to the provincial units of the 
Territorial Forci*, the Local Government see no objection to c'Xpamling tlie jirovincial 
Atlvisory Coiiimitti'c to li\e members instead of three anti to constituting local unit 
coinmiltees wiiere necessary, and probably a separate committee for the I'liiversity 
Training Crops. At the same time it is feared that if the wlnde responsibility of collect¬ 
ing the niaienal is left to t lie Advisory Oomrnittee anil unless Government continue to 
nurse the inovi'iiieiit for at least a few years to come, it is nut likely that the Territorial 
Force will fu* suree.ssfully organiseil, 

6 . On two important points the Local Government are not wholly in agreement 
with tin* Committe!*. These jmiiits eoncern tin* liability of the Auxiliary Force and tlie 
urban units of tlie Ti-ri'itorial Force for general inilitarj'sei vici* anil tin* conditions of 
eiirolinent id' Govermueiit .servants in the Auxiliary and Territorial Forei's. His 
Exc<*llenc>’.s Gox'erninent ;iri* ibnibtful of the wisdom of imposing the liability to general 
military service on the Auxiliary Force without much fuller investigation of its probable 
elfoct oil the sireiigtli of the F»>ree than appears so far lo b ixa- been undertaken. They 
share till* apprehensions of the General Officer (.'om inamling, Uresidoucj' District, that 
the unlimited iinjiositioii of tnis liability might destroy tlie Auxiliary Force and deprive 
Govermueiit of the. iinduiibted advantages which it derives from its existnice. They 
would suggest that tin* military liability of the Auxiliary Force remain limited as at 
present, subject only to this addition that the Force sliould be liable for general niilitaij' 
service within or without India on the occurrence of :i grave emergency, tu be eertilied 
by a Hjiecial orde.r of the Governor-General in ('ouncil. To meet tiny objection i n the 
gronii'l of differentiation, tlu* Local Goveriiiiieiit consider that the niilittiry liability of 
the urban units of the Territoriel Force should he similarly limited, that is, their normal 
liability shuiild be cmifined to the province, and their liability for general service should 
only arise ou sjieeitil certiticatioii by the Goveruor-General in ('ouncil. 

.\s regards Governinont .servants, whether enrollecl in the .Viixiliary horc* or in the 
urban units of th*; Territorial Force, their liability for military service sliould be tin* 
same, as that of other inombers of these forces, excejil that the I,ocal Government should 
be empowered to exemiit from enforceiuent of the general service liability, when it 
arises, such Government oflicers as they certifj* to be re-iuircd to carry on the essential 
Work of the civil administration. Unless this latitude is allowed it will be very difficult, 
for Government to encourage their servants to enrol. 

7. On one other point the IjOcal Governinenl are doubtful of the expediency of the 
Committee’s recommendation. While they would welcome any measure designed to 
create a healthy recognition of the duty of a citizen in the matter of natiomil military 
service they fear that any attempt to penalise employers would defeat its own object jind 
give the latter either an exciuse to prohibit their employees from enrolling in ihe 
Auxiliary Force or the urban units of the Terriiori il Force, or an incentive to get rid of 
those employees who hav’e. enrolled in either Horce. It is a matter which the Governor 
in Council considers must be loft to the growing strongth of public opinion. 
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.'N (Jii the remaining pointa uf reference it is not neceasary to reply at length. The 
pruixi.aeil oonilitronB of eligibility for euroluiout in the Auxiliary Force, the propoaul for 
the cuatoily of anna and the proposal for rifle clubs are acceptable to the Local 
Government. The question of preliminary military training in schools will be consideted 
in consultation with, the educational authorities. 

0. Lastly I am to say that there is a strong local feeling that ilie Bihar and Orissa 
I'ompanii's of the ll-HHh Hyderabad ReKiiiieiit .shoiihl be sitpiirateil from the Bengal 
('oinpanies of thtil liegiment and should be styleil “tho Bihtir and Orissa 'I’orritorial 
Battalion ’ in ailditiun Ni its arinj' designation. 

lU. I am to say that tho above recommendations have been made by His Exccllenc}’ 
in (’oniicil after consultation with tho Hou’ble Ministers, particularly witn referenco t(t 
the recommendations relating to the University draining Corps, and that both sides of 
His E.vcellcncy’g Government agri'o in tho opinions e.xpressed in this letter. •

1 am tlir.'Cted to refer to Army Departii;eiit letter No. A.-d 17;U-1 ( \.G.), dated the 
IHh Ai>ril l'.*2.'), asking for the views of this Government on the principal recomineiida- 
lious of the Auxiliarj’ and Territorial Forces ('ominitt<u*. In reply, I am to say that on 
a number «if the recommeiidutioiis of the Commiiiee, in particular Djose concerning the 
University Training ('orps, provincial and urban units of the Territorial Force, ami 
physical irtiining in schools, this Government would prefer to did'er its opinion until it 
has had an opjiorinuity of consulting non-official opinion. This is the more neces.sary as 
no Universit}’'draining ('orps, nor yet any unit of tlio 'I'erritorial Force, at i)resent e.\ist.s 
iu this province, whilst tin? province is also without .Miuisteis who woiihl lake responsi¬ 
bility for !inj' change in the ordinary curricula of the schools :iiid the iiniversil y. The 
situation in this respect will become clearer iu Augu.st iie.xt. In thi“ meantime I am to 
submit the views of this Goveniinenf on the recotnmeni:atit)ns of the Committee which 
concern the Auxilitiry Force. 

2 The tirst (uoposal of importance .dVecting the .\uxiliiiry Force is that the present 

restricted liability for mililtiry service should be i*xt<*ndeil to ii liability for general 
militiiry sertice both within iiiid without the borders of Inditi, iiiul that tlie Force should 
he regarded as it second line to the regular British troops in India. The pit'seiU concep¬ 
tion of the Auxiliary Force is th.it »>f a defensive orgiiniy.ation formed from a special class 
of the population, di.'signetl to aiil the regular troops in times of internal trouble by faking 
over certain military duli.-s, such as the manning of the heavy gun arjuamont iu the 
local military centres, tho provision of rapid moveable jiatfol.s with light guns, anil 
tht? safeguiir iing of important strategic jioinis, such as bridges and lines of commiini- 
c.ition. Other duties of the Iforce would be to protect (ioverumeiit treasuries tind bring 
in refugees. Iu intriiducitig the idea of the force as a second line to the British regular 
army the Cominittee dt) not appear lu have taken sufficient account of the fact that the 
paper strength of the Auxiliary Force is greatly in e.vcess of the strength wliich would he 
availiible for military service, i.c., the aciivt* class. While the totjil strength of the Nagpur 
Rifles is .">‘52, only 284 arc in the “active'’ class, and if the same [)rni>ortion prevails else¬ 
where it nicuiis that, out of the total uf 83,000 for the whole of luilitt, not mc>ru than l.'>,0t)(l 
lieloug to the “ active ’’ cbisa. It is also a matter for surprise that while iiuposiug far greater 
obligations on the present force the Committee has not made any proposal.-, for increasing 
its training and efficiency. This Government does not, liowever, tlesire to lay too much stress 
on these practical dilliculties. It recognizes tlie importance tif thi- considei-iitions whieh 
wore in the mind of tho Committee when making the proposal, and would be quite 
prepared to accept the new conception of tho Indian Anxiliiirj' Force, provideil the 
Committee’s suggestions for the revision of its paj' are dropped. ptiragraph 4 

below.j This Government is advised that the effect <d’ the changes in tin- pay of tht> 
Force, combined with the extension of liability for service, will he it reduction in the 
whole strength in this province by 80 f»r 40 per cent.; in other words the practical 
destriieiion of the Force. If the, present conditions of pay are retained, the hulk of the 
Force will, this Goverriiiient is confident, cheerfully undertake any respoiusihilitj' which 
it. is thought necessary to impose uiiou it. 

8. In connection with the question of liability for general militiiry service, this 
Government desires to refer to another matter of pi'iicticiil importance. 'J'he position 
uniler the Auxiliary Force Act at present is that, as soon as an enrolled member [Sec¬ 
tion 5 (<)] attains the age of 18 yeiirs (Section 7), he is liable to be called out for militiiry 
service in the military areii in which he is enrolled. Kxcept for purely local omergeiicies 
he ciiii only be called out by > special order of the Civil Goveriimeiil [Section 18 (&)]. 
Under the Committee’s jiroposals it is presumed from paragriip'n 14 of the hcjiort that the 
culling out of the men for service will be in tho hands of the iiiilitar}’ .uitliririties without 
the . safcguaid provided at jjresent by section 18 (/>) of tlm uviliary I'orce Aci. lam 
to point out that in this province the A. F. I. is almost entir.^ly composed of the civil 
servants of Government. It is only natural that in an emergency the military authorities 
slioiibl suhordir.iite till other c insiderations to military requirements. I’he point of view 
of the Civil Government is, however, of equal importance, and this Government regards 
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it us essuutial that, in any umHndniHiit of (lie Act wliicli rnay be uadertaken, the power 
to order the general embodiiii'.nt of the F. I. shoul l remain as at priiseiit with the 
Civil tiovernn'ient. When embodiment has taken place the control would, of course, pass 
to the military authorities. 

4. The (piestion of the p ly of the Auxiliary Force has beim referred to in paragraph 
2 above. The Commitioe propose to abolish the statr pay of officers, an<l to give no pay 
for any work done by officers or men except at camp (paragraph 19). This (roverninent 
can see no juatiiication for this distinction, which will have most unfortunate conse¬ 
quences. It will, for instance, entirely rniii the training of big gun teams, which has to 
be done largely at headquarters. For the reasons given in paragraph 2 above, this 
(lovcrnment jiresses for the retention of the present 83 'Hlem of pa,v and allow’ances. 

5. This (Joverninent has no comment to make on the recommendations of the 
Committee regarding the conditions of eligibilitj-for enrolment in the .Vuxiliary Force. 
The amer»^meiits suggested are (he inevitable result of the change in the liabilitj’ for 
service. 

6. In paragra]ih 14 of the Report the Committee recommends that an enijiloj’er, who 
places any hindrance in the waj' of one of his employees, who is a member of the Force, 
earrj-iug out his training, should be made by l.iw liable to punishment. This Covernmerit 
regards this propo.sal as both useless and dangeious. It is useless because— 

(m) a n employer who ilesires to penalise an employee for attmicling a course of 
training in the Indian Territorial Force need not explicitly give his real 
reason, blit will give any other trivial excuse, knowing that the oinjiloyee 
will know the nuil reason of the pnnisbment. 

(/>) An employer need not directly [lenalise his employee for attending such a course 
of training, but when tliat employee commits any other an.all fault the 
employer will deiil witli him more severely thiin he otherwise would. 

(6‘) An employer may refuse iiermission, or withhold the grant of a bonus from an 
liinployee who insists upon attending a course < f tiuining against ftie wishes 
of the employer. He need not give tiny reastm for doing so, hut the employee 
will k'Uiw, and, as these matters are and must he piindy within the discretion 
of the eiiiployei, the employee will have no redress. 

(d) There are many employers who will simply refuse to employ tiny man who is a 
tnemher of tlie Indian Territorial Force ; and it will he iinjmssible to comiiel 
them. 

The proposal is dangerous because—- 

(m) An employee who has been refused permission, or penalised in some other 
way, will have it within his power to allege that he has been penaliseil 
because lie attended a course of training; and he may nso his power of 
hritigiiig a criminal complaint against his emploj’er as a kind of htuckinail. 

(/y) The proposal is likely to hinder recriiitineut rather tlian to promote it, for 
employees tnay get the impression that membership of the Indian Territorial 
Force is a disqualification in the ejes of many employers. 


7. In paragiapli 26 (//) of the Report the Committee refer to what is one of the must 
serious matters connected wiih tin; problem of expanding tbe non-regular forces, namely 
the custody of arms and ainmuiiitioii. Unless the military authoriiies are prepared to 
undertake expenditure on a large scale, the provision of armouries for the cusiod\ of all 
arms is impracticable. Fending a more compieie examination of this question this Gov¬ 
ernment merelj" desires to affirm its adhesion to two general principles, tirst, that no arms 
should be entrusted to persons who are ntit liable to be called up for embodiment under a 
military Act, and secondly that no arms should be kept, save under conditions approved hj’ 
the military authorities. 

8. This Government accepts the Committee’s conclusions regarding the enrolment of 
Government servants in the ..\nxiliary Force. It is prepared lo give evi-r.v reasonable 
facility and encouragement to its servants to join the force. 

9. In Aunexnre M (/) ni'-ntioii is made of the formation of rille clubs. This 
Government would oppose the formation of such clubs exc,-pt in coiiiiectioii wiih a 
definite military organi.sation. It regards it as illogical and dangerous lo give ann.s to an 
organization which is not subject to a inilitarj’ Act, and the iin'inbevs of which are 
not qnalilied individually for licences under the Anns Aet. 

10. Lastly this Governinent desires to refer to one other matter connected with 
the Au.xiliary Force. Annexnre A-II of the Report ajipears to contemplate a ri“vi\al ol 
the old capitation grant system. This is a system, which, in the opinion of the Local 
Government lends itself readily to abii.so and is founded on entirely wrong premises. 
It was rightly abamloned when the old Volunteer Force gave place to the Indian Defence 
Force and this Govorninent would deprecate any proposal Cor its revival. 

11. A copy of this letter has been sent to the General Officer Goimnanding-iu-Ghief, 
Hoathern Command.

I am (lirccteil to refer to your letter No A.-.‘il79t (A. G.), dated the April 
iy2f», in which the Government of India have asked for the views of this Government on 
certain recominemlatioiis t>f the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee, 

2. In reply, I am to say that the Governor in Council would have heiMi glad 
if the (Toverniuoiit of India hail been able to allow more time for the examination 
of the important questions involved in these recommendations. The local branches 
of the Indian Tea Association, which are closely affected by some of the propo.sals, 
have I ot yet replied to the request for their advice. .Moreover, the Governor in 
Council has not been able to obtain the opinion of the General Otlicer Commanding, Eastern 
Command, as desired in paragraph 3 of your letter. A copy of the' hdter will be 
sent to the Geni'riil Otlicer Commamling with the reipicst thiit he will send I'’., comments 
on it tlirect to the Government of India. In all these circtimstances the views expressed 
in this letter must he regarded as provisional. 

The Committee in their Report have as tlieir ideal the creation of a national army 
against the time when India attains full responsible goveruintiit and takes on herself the 
whoh' burden of her defence, but while attaching perhaps the greatest imporlancd 
to national etincalioii in this direction they are not iiiimindfiil of the miliiary considera¬ 
tion of providing a second line of <iefence to support the regular forces in lime of 
war. With the natural and laudable desire of thoughtful miinls in India to foster 
steadily the military spirit by the careful inculcation of ideas of patriotism and 
the responsiltilitics of citizenaliip the Governor in Council is in the fullest sympathy. It 
would he idle to disguise the fact that the giving of practical elTect to many of the 
(Committee’s recommendations would, in Assam |)articiilarly, he atteiideii by many 
difficulties, but tliis Goverumeiit are prepareil clieerfully to carry t)ut to tlie best of 
their powers any measures of encouragement accepted for the rest of ludiu, 

4. I am now to iliscuss the particular recommemlations on whicli this Government 
have b»*en asked to advise. 'I’he recommendation regarding preliminary military training 
in soho(ds will be taken first, and thereafter the subjects will I'e dewlt with on general 
Hues ill ti.e order followed in the auue.xure to your letter. 


(I) The Committee apparently want for schoolboys physical tiaiiiing accompanied 
„ . ... ... Ijy some form of military discipline to he adoinoil as nart 

.sciioou. nf the routine ot all schools. Tlie (lovernor in ('ouiicil i.s 

of opinion that the objects of the Committee can liest be 
attained in the first instance by the development of the Boy Scout movement which has 
maile a promising lx ginning in many of the high schools of this province. Tlie Scout 
trainins' with its high ideals must give the necessary sense of discipline and patriotism, 
and iliere could be no better preliminary training for any military duties which a boy 
may he constraiiieil to uiid'Ttake in later life. It is true tliat the Siioiit movement was 
in its early days viewed with some suspicion because it was believed lo be eonueeted with 
inilitarv training uud this suspicion may recur, but clearly there can be no liojio of attain¬ 
ing ilie objects 01 the (,’oiiiniiltoe unless a cliange in poimlur feeling can be liroiight about. 
In the opinion of the Governor in Council, the best results will follow from a development 
of tills movement, and a readier response may be expected from ihe various sections of the 
coiiiiniinity than a more strictly military form of training would evoke.

(2) The Committee propose that the fuiictious of the University Tr.iining Corps 

should be primarily educational. Tlie intention is tliat 
young men should be trained in military ideals and have 
the spirit of patriotism and the sense of discipline eii- 
eeiiraged ami tliat these Corps should ultimately become tlie recognized recruiting ground 
first for the Indian Territorial Force and then for officers for the regular army. With 
these general principles the Governor in Council is in complete agreemeni, but he is 
advised that for the present more will be gaineil by the development of the “ Rover 
8cout ■’ movement in the Colleges of A.ssain than by the forniaiiori of contingents of the. 
University Training Corps. Assam has no recent military trailitions and it would bo wiser 
to be Content with small beginnings. The chief difficulty would be the supply of officers 
on whose suitability the succo.ss of a University Training Corps must depend. In the 
.^ssam Colleges it will for many years to coma he extremely difficult to obtain suitable 
officers. Mori'over, apart from the actual training in the use of lethal weapons there is no 
virtue claimed for military training which cannot be as well attained by the Scout move¬ 
ment, while the latter goes beyond a purely military training in .seeking to develop the 
idea of service to mankind in general and the development of the idea of human brother¬ 
hood. Should it be decided that fresh attempts should be made to form contingents of a 
University Training Corps in the Assam CollegeH this Government will do all they can to 
co-operate, though the figures of enrolment in Calcutta itself are not encouraging. 
They must, liowever, stipulate that efl’ective arraugements be made beforehand by the 
military authorities for the safe custody of the arms. 
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(3) With the recommendations of the Committee about the liability of the Indian

Council has been favoured with a copy of tlie letter 
addressed by the General Otiicsr Cominamling, l•’reHidency and Assam District, to the 
Government of Bengal, and endorses absolutely what is said in the following extracts :— 


“ The provision of a trained reserve in India for regular unitK both British and 
Indian is obviously desirable in the national interest.” 

“ It ia for the Bengal Government to decide whether they have a margin which would 
enable them to make such a siicrifice as the liabiliiy of the whole Anxiliiiry Force to 
general service implies. Oiie-tbird of the Auxiliary Force in India is in this District ; 
the Bcheme of the Committee for flic whole of Indi.i thus is largely dependent on the 
ilecision of S'le Presidency and the asaociateil provinces of Bihar and Orissa, and A.saam.” 

It is an axiom tlnit the primary duty of the Auxiliarj' Force is the maintenance of 
law and order. If they are also to be made liable for gener;il military service, oth^-r 
troops will have lo be founil for the first tluty, when the Auxiliary Force is rerjuired 
elsewhere. These aie not likely t<» he forthcoming. The proteciion of tlie plunfers of 
Bihar, Northern Bengal and Assaiii is a difticiilt problem which aflects Bengal in a 
minor degree. At present tliese Corps are oormally adequate for theii serious responsibi¬ 
lities of protecting British lives and cajiiial over wddely scattered areas. A liability 
imposed on them of general military service—apart from the wastefulness of using such 
material in the ratiks as reinforcements—would appear likely to have one of two 
results :— 


(«) they would all resign at once, 

or 

(A) we slumld have no means of protecting their homes, families and factories 
wlieii llie memlKirs were called away for general service.” 


“1 have, 1 admit, only si.v monttis’experience of local comlitions. I have, liowever, 
forineii tlie opinion that at tliis moment an nnlimiled liability of the Auxiliary Force to 
general military sorvie.e is not feasible in Bengal, As-iam and Biliar ; tliero is no margin 
to justify it. On the other tiHiul I oonsitler a very valuable contribution to the Army in 
India Reserve of Ollicers could lie made : a point which will be referred to later. The 
elVect on enlistments of this recommendation of a liability of tlie Auxiliary Force for 
general military service must be a matter of surmise. I may add, however, tlnit the mere 
rtiiggestioo in the report has already been a<lvanceil to me as a reason for poor recruiting 
results in a (.'iilciUta unit.” 

“In conclusion • • • i suggest that wdth a strong lead from the Government of 

Bengal the I’lanter Class of Corps in which a high percentage of the Government oilicers 
umler 3.') yours of age sliould serve, would provide a large percentage of ollicers for the 
.Army in India Re.serve of Ollitters in peace time ; and in war would expand at once into 
Ollicers Training Corps, in addition to their tliilies of inaiiiiaining law and oriler loeally. 
None of tlie.se men slioiild be wtisted in the ranks as was so often done—in Ute Jlouonrablu 
Artillery Coini>any and Bondon-Scottish, for instance—in the early (lays of tlie late war. 
In ilie Industrial Corps a tair percentage slioubl belong to the Army in India Re.serve ol 
Utticers and in favourable cases, such as the Cossipore Artillery, a service unit battery or 
company shoiiltl bo raised and maintained on a basis of limited liability lor tlie individual, 
for two years, out of say U» years’ service the man volunteering for this iinirslionld 
be liable for general service on mobilization. As regards tlie Railways, strsitegic lines, 
1 as tlie East Indian Railwax, can release ollicers more slowly and sparingly titan 
jfs, still theie would 1)0 a percentage available for engineer service oveuseas. There

1 ersoiially 
I am unable to .see any reservoir frtmi wuicli to draw ; the .Jute iratle alone can a.s I liave 
HUggesteil provide a few, but the white mail who works with liis bands in India never has 
been nunerons and docs not appear to be increasing. _ c . , 

With the tlesire of tlie Committee to remove all ilistiiictions and cause of jealousy 
between the Indian Territorial Force and the Auxiliary Force the Governor in Council 
has every sympathy, but the safety of the piovince must, overrule such considerations. 
There is at present no Territorial Force in A<sam and it must be many years before such 
a force of any military value can be brought into l.eing. Plie only military I..rces in 
Assam besides the Auxiliary Force is one battalion of tl.e regular army and hve batta ions 
of Assam Rillos, all stationed in tlie hill districts and I routler areas. If the Auxiliary 
Force were called out for general military service there would be no margin for the

An exception to this genfr.il 
rule must, however, he made in the case of those members of the xYnxiliary Force who 
live at a distance from their headquariers. The majority of the inemberB of this Force 
in Assam are scattered over the province in isolated places, and if in the event of any 
internal trouble they are reijuired to rally at any centre they must be in a position to 
arrive at the rallying point arino<l. The delay involved in their having to go to the 
headquarters armoury to obtain their armswouhl l>»! fatal. Moreover, individuals or small 
parties making long journeys without arms to the rallying point would be in grave danger. 
The subject of the effective guarding of arinonries is one on which much correspondence 
has passed between this Government and the military authorities, and the present 
arrangements cannot be said to be altogether satisfactory. 

(12) The Governor in Council is unable to agree to the rocommeadatiou that once the 

Local Government has given pertnission to an officer to 
join either the Au-viliaiy or the Indian Territorial Force 
the orders of the military authorities wilt be paramount in the event of emhodim uit of the 
Force. The Government of Assam have liithuico, so far as the Au-Kiliary Forcj is 
concerned, endeavoured to induce all their odicers to join, acknowledging the weight of 
the reason given in paragraph 2t» (/t) of the Conunittee’s Repori. l?nt it would clearly be 
impossible to allow <dlicer.s like Deputy CoiiimiBsioners and Superiiitclulents of Police 
to iibandon their regular posts at a time when exceptional duties would fall on them. 
If Government servants are to join tliese Forces the (Jovernment of Assam must insist on 
their consent being obtained before any officer is called out for military service. 

5. I am to annex extracts from notes recorded by the Hon’ble Ministers on this 
reply. The Governor in Council doo.s not desire to. comment on those notes, beyond 
recalling the fact that the Assam armies of a liiindr.ei years ago had to face, invaders from 
Burma r.ither than Bengal. The p.trt played iti the Great War by the R.ibhas, Kacliaris 
anti other raco.s who enlisted and were traint*il in tlf local battalions will always be a 
matter of priile to Assam. It may he, as the Hon’ble Ministtsr for Education tloolare.a, 
that their i:xiimple will inspire the le.ss martial races, but of this there have .so far l>een 
no indications.

1 agree with the recommendations of the Oomtnittoe entirely. I w'ould in addition 
insist that the Universities should by their regulations make it obligatory on every 
undergraduate, subject to medical advice, to join the University Training Corps. 

Given 
proper facilities and encouragement, the proper spirit will be forthcoming. 

Eagerness for military training will be the acid test of our fitness for self-

worthy of the goal promised to us. 

Incidentally this might moderate the zeal of thoso who cry for iminodiate full self- 
government in season and out of season.

askiufj for volunteers for military traiuiu}' was successfully convened. I cannot forget 
the enthusiasm ol our college, lioys in that meeting. 

I am coiilidont that il University Training Corps are started in our two colleges, very 
strong contingents could he formed. 

For tho schools, I will content myself with military drill without weapons, supple¬ 
menting the boy scout movement. 

I have iiS,uarrel with the phrase and Hon’ble .Minister (L. S.-G.) that Assam has no 
recent military traditions. Assam came last under British possession of the Provinces of 
India. lilla hundred years ago, they had their own army, an army that slioweil its 
mettle against invasions from Bengal. Even now, in the last war, contingents of Jharuas, 
liavas, Kacliaris, woro under fire both in the Western Frontier and Meso[)otamia. If the 
Bhridraluj classes of .Vssam were not liurred from military service, they too would have 
followed their illiterate brothe.rs. 

Tho ultimate aim of the Committee’s recommendations being the creation of a 
national army, it is my ileliborato opinion that our graduates and undergraduates—who 
are now lighting for a clerkship with a paltry pittance—will be atlracte.l in large 
numbers and they will form a more efficient army.

X'K A.-31794-1 {.A.G.) Organization, dated 9th April 1925. 

TIic Government of India have drawn attention to those proj) 06 als in which it appear.^ 
to them that the Local Governments will have a special interest, lint have also invited the 
Tjocal Government to express an opinion on any other matter arising out of the report if 
they desire to <lo so. 

2. I am now to convey to you the final conclusions of the Madras Govrninent after 
the General Officer Coniinainling-in-Cbiof, Southern Command, had been consulted with 
reference to ilioir provisional conclusions. 

;{. E.rpansion and devrlopnienl of the University Training Corps. —Tho Local 
Government see no (d)jection other than financial to the unlimited u.\i)au.sion of the 
University Training Corp.s provided that any members of tho (.'ori)s, who are inetlicieiit or 
show :• lack of siiHicient interest in it, are roinovod from this Corps without delay. There 
should, howev«!r, bo no cotnpulsion as il is necessary to test the williu.gness to undergo 
training and to undertake the eventual obligations involved in joining thi> eorps. While 
tho Locil Government recognise the desirability of ileveloping tho toebnieal units in view 
of the fact that reinforcements for such units in the regular army will be alnio.st certainly 
rofiuired at an early stage in the evont of an outbreak of war, they consider that the real 
issue will be the extent to which the classes who have demanded these extcuiled opiior 
tiinities will evince a readiness to enter tho combatant ranks and not only miscellaneous 
and non-combatant services. 

4. Liahility for general military service. —Tho Local Government agree that there 
should be a common liability for the Indian 'IVrritorial Force and the Auxiliary lorce 
as proposed by the Committee; the University Training Corps should not be subject to 
any liability for actual military service or be called upon to deal with internal distur¬ 
bances. If, howover, semi-trained troops are not to be used in tho case of internal 
disturbances, it is essential that the Madras Presiilency should not be denuded of its 
jiroper complement of regular troops. 

5. Creation and training of Urhan Units. —The Local Government accept the 
Committee’s proposals and seo no objection to an attempt to form urban uuiie. The 
formation of urban units should be iindortakon by di^grees; tho Government suggest 
that a beginning should be made in Madras and, if tho movement is succe.ssfiil there, it 
may be extended to other towns later. 

Technical units may be formed but, as stated above, the Local Goverumont consider 
that what has to bo tested is willingness to join the combatant ranks. 

6. Extended training of the Indian Territorial Force {Provincial) Unils. —Tlie 
Local Government fear that the proposal to expand tho training i f provincial units on the 
linos suggested by the Committee may sUriously affect recruitment; hut notwithstanding 
the diEhculties pointed out the Local Government are prepared to give a trial to the 
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Ccmiiniiie(*’ti reoomineiuIatioiiH as th«y ri«(:of;niso that the Territorial Force should receive 
more intensive training than at prehont. Propa^amia will htt nocessary to encouraj,'^ th(' 
riylit class of persona to join it. Tlie old military families shouhl be indnca'd to take an 
interest in it, and every liiri'e laiidhoMer should he induced by an apfieal to his putnotisin 
and to his sense of public iluty to recruit for the force. Platoons formed by such laud- 
hohlcrs should be commanded by officers of the innd-holilini{ class carefully selected with 
reference to their character and status. 

7. l^uy for perirdical parades. —The Local (lOvernment agree with the c'ouitnittee 
that the members of the Auxiliary Force and of urban units of the Indian Teintorial Force 
should not receive pay for periodical puradt’S, but only allowances on.a siiiricient scale 
to prevent any individual meinb(*r losing pecuniarily by attendance at such parados. 

(J'instituliiiH, duties and functions of Advisury Cummittetss. —Tin* Local (joverii- 
ment accept the Committee’s recominciidatioiis tin this heatl. Military opinion and 
experience must be birgoly represented on the committees if they are to function at all. 

y. liespunsibUities of Local Government. —'I'he Local Government accept the Com¬ 
mittee’s pritposals tliat, before any new unit is raised, their concurrence should be 
obtained and its composition shoubl be determined on their advice given after consultation 
with the local advisory committe<> and the loctil inilitarj’ authorities. 

111. Conditions of elitjihility for emolmeni in the Auxiliary Force. —The Local 
(Jovernment consider that respectable and selected subjects of friendly European and 
■Vinerican nations should be permitted, if they so desire, to undertake obligations towards 
the country in which they live.. In other respects the ]>ocal Government accept the 
recommendations of the Committee. 

11 . Preiiininary niilitai'y Irmniny in schools. — 'rhe i.ocal Goveriiuient will give 
the suggestions made by the Committee their careful consideration. While physical 
training in schoids is an excellent thing if intelligently conducted, the Government doubt 
whether it fosters military instincts ; they also doubt whether it is necessary or desirable 
directly to tester militarism in schools aa<l woukl prefer to develop ))h\sical training 
and to encourage the scont movement which is already very popular in miifassal schools 
in tl is Presidency. They consider that the establishment of cailet corps should wait, until 
some e.icperiencc is gained of the progress ma<le by the main movement for the I'stab- 
lishment of the Indian Territorial Force. 

12. Penalisation of employers. —The Government are notin favour of the proposals 
made by the Committee for the penalisation of employers who iiupo.sti disabilities on 
euijdoyecs belonging to the non-regular forces. Tluy would prefer so far as the 
.\nxiliary Force is concerned to rely on the intlue.nce of the Chambers of Commerce and 
of tlie more public-spirited employers. .\8 regards Indian employers the Tiocal Govern¬ 
ment would, at any rate at first, teat their profes-sions of patriotism by h aving them 
Hiitirtdy untraiiimelled. Any attempt to penalise employers, as sugge.'-ted bylaw, would 
probiibly lu- found to be of little use owing to difficulties in its administration and it 
might hy arousing resentment prejudice employers against the movumeui. 


Id. Custody of Arms. —The Local Goveruuieut accept the recommendations of the 
Committee. 

It. Enrolment of Onuernment servants. —The Local Government can allow Govern¬ 
ment servants to enter only the Auxiliary Force ami the urban niiits of thi‘ Territorial 
Force. They cannot, without incurring considerabb* public expenditure and administra¬ 
tive ilislooation, permit their officers to be absent for the long periods of training proposed 
for provincial units. The loyally and patriotism of Oovenunent servants ought not to 
bo open to question, but the fact remains that, as few Government servants could be 
spared for mobilization, the obligations undertaken by tliem would not be real ; they 
would be aware of this and their presence in provincial units would give a false 
impression of the results obtaineil. 

15. Itijle ctuhs. —The Government agree with the Cnmriiittee that it is ilesirahle to 
establish rifle clubs where proper arrangements for the elfoctive protection of arms and 
ammunition exist. Whore this cannot be assured the establishment of miniature rifle 
clubs may be considered.

As regards the second, CTOvernnu*iit ac<5epts the recoiiinuuidatioiis of the LtOiumitLee 
hilt anticipates administrative and financial dilliciillies in making Govoriiiinmt servants 
available for enrolment more fcedy than the past, lu the Punjab at all events these 
difliciilties are likely to impose a stritd limit on enrolment. The Governor in Council 
appreciates the advantages of inculcating in pupils while at school the principles of 
patriotic military service but, for reasons coiinocted with the corporate unity of schools, 
considers it unlikely that for the present anything can he done to give inilitary training to 
school pupils or to introduce military instructors there. As school stalfs gradually become 
composed ot old members of ITnivcrsity ’rraining Corps, conditions may, it is hoped, appro¬ 
ximate to those obtaining in England. 

• 4. More important than any of these considerations is the ipiestiou of the custody of 
arms. From the point of view of this Government, this will bo the chief ditficiilty, and it 
is a matter which already gives rise to some anxietj’. The Governor in Council accepts the 
recommendations of the Comiuittei* in this regard contained in paragraph 26 (j/) of their 
report, and lays great stress on their uniform observation in practice.

1 am directed to reply to the Government of India, Army Department, letter 
No. -31794—1 (A. G,), dated .April 9th, 192.5. In this letter the Government of India, 
besides asking for the views of this Government on certain definite proposals, invito an 
opinion on any other matter arising out of the report, and 1 am therefore to di.scuss first 
the Comiiiittee’s general conclusions on the. functions and constitution of the Territorial 
and Auxiliary Forces. 

2. In paragraph 24(i) (ly) of their report the Committee, for reasons stated in para¬ 
graph 6, say that the active .section of the Indian Territorial Force should bo regarded 
as— 


(i) a means of imparting military and patriotic ideals to the non-martial classes and 
of familiarising them with military training and service ; 

(«) a second line to the regular army, its functions as such being to relievo regular 
units of garrison duties, to reinforce the first lino in time of war and to be 
used in aid of the civil power. •

value. From tin* military point of view it is indisputubli* tliat any addition to strengtri 
should be of the highest (juality obtainable and that no recourse should bo iiad to inferior 
material so long as the superior can meet the demand caused by expansion ami wastage. 
During tlie Croat War the Indian army attained a strength in the neighbourhood of 75(1,OOtl 
men. New experiinenLs in recntCing v bled little results. It needed no demonstration^ 
to prove that those classes whose ri< ruitment ha 1 been ri*strlcted or stopped before the war 


owing to-H‘*j'psteiaatic policy aimed at securiug improvement iii quality could stiJJ product* 
troops of Ifiiowu, if not the liighest, value. Manj* of those cla.s8es were hardly touched : at 
any rate, the number enlisted was but a minute fraction of the numlier oI)taiuabl>*. It is 


clear that in case of need a number at least as great as that obtained recently could be 
secured without recourse to classes of unknown and untried value. It is idle to urgt* that 
untapped sources might prove as valuable as those whose worth is known for so risky an 
experiment could not l»e attempted in time of war. Apart from this, it is clearly au 
advantage to have an army as homogeneous as possible. Tliis is a matter of practical con¬ 
sideration and enters largely into the question of drafts, supplies and many other matters 
which are of vital importance, to a commander in the field. It would Ije a fatal mistake to 
maintain a second line differing widely in coinpo.sition from ihi^ regular army, and the 
logical result is that if m \v classes are to be admitted to the second line, they .should have 
their coiiutorparta already existing in the peace establishments of ilie regular forces. It 
will be impossible in war to evade the vexed question of drafting. A .second lino must 
fulfil its proper functions and, if it is not to be used to make goo<I wastage, it becomes 
necessary at once to create another for th*At purpose. The logical conclusion is that the 
provincial battalions cannot be used as a training ground for the so-called non-military 
classes. The present composition of the. units supports thi.s conclusion. .Many of tlie non- 
military classes came forward at the beginning but they rapidly drifted away. Recruits 
from educati'd classes, i)articularly those who had lieen brouglit ti|) in town-!, found the 
routine, iliscipHue and hard work of the training distasteful. 'I'he e.spausioii of tlie period 
of training will make matters worse. The work is liarder and more iirolonged and young 
men of the educated classes will find it difficult to abandon their profe.ssimis for so long a 
period as eight weeks. The Committee themselves admit that the provincial hatlalious 
iiave faileil to achieve their educational purpose. It is better to reci'giiize facts and to 
coniine the active battalions of the Indian Territorial Force to th<*ir ))ropi*r fuiiciioes of 
providing a second line to the regular army. 

3. It follows that the University Training Corps cannot be vieweil as a foundation ot 
the national army, nor us the principal training ground for olficers and other ranks. Thi* 
(Governor in Council recognizes the value of the University 'fraining Corps. Much good, 
has been done by its agency already and much more can be accoinplislu’d. i>ut. lie has no 
belief in its military value so far as the immediate problem of Indian tlefence i.s concerned. 
In this country the number of young men who go to the Universitie.s willi an idea of 
subsequent military service is negligible. For the va.st majority the university is simply 
a road to employment. A young man is expected to earn his Jiving as soon as In* lias 
obtained his do.{ree. Competition in the public service ami in the profc-'-sions is already 
so severo that few, if any, can risk their chance of success by following a secondary calling 
until they are established in life. The young man of education, nioreoM*r, is not in the 
least likely to rake keenly to the life of a .sepoy. lie may aspire to a commission, but it 
is highly improbable that he would be able to aiTord the greater length of time required 
to fit him for that responsible position. If, as is po.ssible, the re.]nisile numbers conhl be 
found from those of independent means, another difficulty arises. The yuniig man of 
j)osition 18 very unwilling to face the hard work, both on the parade-ground and in the 
lectnre-rooin, necessarily demanded of those who wouhl qiuilify for appointment as otlicers. 
It is not likely that the University Training Corps can ever produce in ilieir thou.sand.s 
the ini>n who would be needed in the ranks either of the Indian Territoiial Force or of 


the regular “ national ” army, 

4. The urban units for similar reasons are unlikely to be of much military value. The 

period of tniining is too short for that. But if it is accepted that their object Is primarily 
educational and not military, they will be of great utility, and from ibis point of view the 
expenditure on them will be justified. They will enable the cadets of the University 
Training Corps to carry on their military training after tlioy have loti the univer,*.ity and 
adopted a profession. The (Tovernor in Council agrees with the view (aki*n by the(}enc*ral 
Officer Cominanding-in-Chief, Eastern Command, that these units shoiilcl generally lie 
technical units as suggested by the Committee in paragraph 111. .\.s tlic*ir appeal will lie 

to the educated classes, some definite cdnCHtional standard, such as ilie high school 
(formerly school-leaving) examination, slimild be a oonditioii for onrolment in the force. 

5. But, if the urban units are tt* be tiefinitely educational, it will not be desirable to 
impose on them a liability for general s''rvice. It may be possible t.o imfio.'.’o it Liter, but 
to insist on it at once would be to handicap the scheme from tlie start. Tiie object in view 
is to familiarise the educated classes with military training and service and to impart 
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militiiry au<l patriotic ideuld to the noa-martial classes. The liability to general service 
would frighton many who would otherwise join, and defeat the object aimed at. More¬ 
over this liability would have no real value from the military point of view. The Com¬ 
mittee (paragraph 10) recognize that these units could bo used for re-inforcements only 
us individuals and sub-units and not as complete units, and their military efficiency would 
probably be so low that it would take as long to make them fit fur service in the field as 
to train a unit of new recruits. Their liability should therefore be confined to local 
service. 

G. For these reasons the Governor in Council, while admitting the dual purpose of the 
Indian Territorial Force, considers that to attempt to achieve this purpose in the same 
units would be inconsistent and impracticable. He recommends therefore that the 
second line to the regutar army should be provideil by the provincial units which should 
be composed of tlie same classes as the regular army and siiould have a liability for 
general service within and without India. The urban units on the otlier hanJL should be 
regarded as mainly educational : they will provide scope for the patriotism orthe oUncated 
classes, who for professional and other reasons are unable to undergo the more rigorous 
training of the provincial units. They should be liable for local service only. 

7. In regard to the Auxiliary Force thi.s Government are unable to conenr in the 
more important proposals made by the Committee. Tlieje are— 

(t) to abolish the pay and allowances now given to members of the force, and 
(ti) to impose a liability for general service. 

In the opinion of many well qualified judges these proposals, if adopted, would entail 
the virtual abolition of the force. Both wouUl be uapopular and would occasion so many 
resignations that the force would cease to be of any military value at all. Taking the 
proposals together, the justice of extending the liability anil taking away the compeusa- 
tions is at least debatable. Taking them separately, the first is mainly a matter of finance. 
Whether the value of the force is worth the expenditure involved is a matter for the 
militar 5 ’ authorities to decide. But even assuming that those whoso membership is 
conditional on the grant of pay art* not the best material, they at least swell the numbers 
of the oflicieut. Genuine enthusiasm can do little unless backed by nitmbers. Even 
among those who agree to serve without pay there wilt prol ably be less inclination to 
attend parades regularly and a consequent loss of etticiency. The second proposal has 
other tlisadvantages. Much the same can be said of it as has already been said above in 
connexion with urban units. In addition the Auxiliary Force is often regarded as a very 
fine potential reserve for the Indian Army Hi*siT\e oi Officers, and the presence of its 
uiemlteis in the ranks in a time of emergency would be wasteful. Again many of its 
members are officials ajul, if they are liable in times of emergency to be removed from 
their administrative duties without the constmt of the Government, the latter might have 
no option but to refuse to allow them to join the force at all. The force has always been 
regarded as intended for internal security onij', and the Governor in Council protests 
against any extension of this liability. If this view is accepted, membership of the 
Auxiliary Force need not be confined to British subjects and the proposal of the Commit¬ 
tee in paragraph 25 (I) (IV) to excise sub-section (d) is uiinece.ssary. 

8 . In discussing the general conditions of service of the four branches of the non- 
regular force, this Government have alreaily expressed an opinion on several of the points 
specifically referred by the Government of luilia. The remaining points will he discussed 
in the order given in the anuoxnre to the Government of India letter. 

(i) Expamtinn and development of the University Training Corps. 

As stated above, the Governor in Council recognizes the good work already done and 
the great possibilities of the University Training Corps and he entirely endorses the 
proposal of the Committee that it should he allowed to expand up to its natural limits 
without any restrictions save that of financ He considers that it should he officered on 
the lines of the British Army. As the object of the force is admittedly educational, there 
is no point in a.ssiinilating its constitution to that of tlie provincial battalions and 
introducing the Indian commissioned ranks of Subedar anil .lamadar. All commissions 
in this force should be Viceroy’s commissions with European titles as in the old Volunteer 
Force. In this it would ditler from the provincial hattalioii.s, which must bo assimilated 
to the regular Indian Army for the reasons given previously, 

(ii) Urban Units. 

For the same reason these units also should be officered on the lines of the British 
Army. A difficulty arises in connexion with the question of payment. As stated above, 
the Governor in Council would prefer to maintain the present system of payment in the 
Auxiliary Force. It is not so easy to justify a similar system in the case of the urban 
units, but it would be politically unde.sirable to differentiate betw<*en these two branches, 
which are to have exactly the same training and the same liabilities. For this reason 
only this Government consider that urban units also should receive pay for their 
periodical parades, and the time spent by them in camp. As these units should, as 
proposed by the Committee, be confined to really large towns where military authorities 
can arrange for the safe custody of arms, the cost may not be very great. 
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(iii) Annual training of the Indian Territorial Force {provincial units'). 

The Qovernor ia Council agreee that the training of the provincial unita should be 
increased to three months in the first year and two months subsequently. 

(iv) Advisory Committees. 

These committees have in practice been of little use. A committee of three to serve 
a whole province cannot be expected to achieve anything and no increase of numbers 
within reasonable limits wouhl enable the provincial committee to take over 
responsibility for recruiting or porforni any other useful function. If there are to be 
advisory committees at all, tliev should be constituted at and for the hoa<lquartors of 
each provincial and urban battalion, as proposMl by the Committee on page. ;■};> of their 
report. It ’’has been suggested that these local committees should consist of seven 
members and not five, with a non-official majority, so as to emphasize the fact that the 
responsibility for the movement must rest with the public and not with officials. The 
(lovernor in Council considers this suggestion to be worth consideration. In any case he 
would prefer to abolish the provincial committee. 


(v) Responsibilities of Local Governments. 

The Governor in Council agrees with the proposal to make Local Governments 
responsible for determining the composition of new units. 


(vi) Preliminary Training in Schools. 

In accordance with a resolution passed in the local Legislative Council theOovein- 
ment have already constituted a committee to consider whether military drill cati he 
introduced in schools in conjunction with the present system of physical exercises. This 
Government’s opinion must necessarily depend to a great extent on the report of that 
committee, and the Governor in Council prefers not to anticipate it. 


(vii) Penalisation of* employers who impose disabilities on employees belonging to the 

non-regular forces. 

The Governor in Council considers this ])ropo8al impracticable. The introduction of 
such a measure would do more harm than good and the position of an employee on 
account of whom an employer had been penalised would bo impossible. The Cpper India 
Chamber of (,'ommerce opposes the proposal very strongly. 

(viii) Custody of Arms. 

The Governor in Council agn-e with the recommendations of the Committee and 
considers it essential that arin.s should be k«-pt in .safe custody and not by the members of 
the forc<*. He is not. however, prepared to cancel the rule existing in this province 
forbiilding the deposit of volunteer arms in police, armouries. Consequently where 
military armouries are not available it will be necessary to biiilil special armouries and to 
lunploy extra police to guard them, and the cost of these will tjaturally fall, as contem¬ 
plated hy the Cominittee (paragraph 10), on the inililary budget. 

(ix) Enrolment of Government servants in .Auriliary or Territorial Foi're. 

This is a difficult qiu>stiou and the Governor in Council iloes not feel that the 
Committee have found a satisfactory solution of it. lie is anxious to encourage Govern¬ 
ment servants to join tire non-regular forces, for their own saki's as well as for the .sake of 
the example ; ami he also recognizes that when a Government servant ha.s been allowed 
to join, th<* military authority must beparaimmnt in order to mainiaiii the ofBciency of the 
unit. But the provincial administration must be carried on even in times of grave 
emergency, tind it may bo that on such occasions the Government will liave most need of 
the services of its officers. It i.s partly for fliis reason that the Governor in (.’ouncil 
deprecates the imposition of a liability for general military service on the Auxiliary 
Force, and, to a lesser degree, on the urban units of the Territorial Force. It is 
also difficult without great expense and administrative inconvenience to allow 
prolonged absences from duty during the periods of annual training. It ia, at best, a 
partial solution to lay down that Government .servant before joining the fcrci; 
must obtain the wTitton permission of the Local Government : it ia iinpossiblu 
to forecast what the duties or position of a Government servant will bo when an emer- 
giMicy arise.s at some Inture time. The Govi*riiinent, however, are prepared to accept this 
solution in the case of the Auxiliary Force and the urban units, especially if these units 
have no liability for general service and (with certain exceptions, as for example the 
Police service) will do its utmost to encourage its servants to join. The conditions of the 
pt(qviucial units are different, and the Governor in Council regrets that he will be unable 
to allow Government servants to join these units. 
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(xi) Rifle Clubs. 

Till! CovHriior iu Council concurs with the recommendation of the Committee on this 
point.

Letter from the Secretary to the Gov(!rninent of Bombay, Home Department, No. 

dated the 6th July 1925. 

1 am directed to reply to (lovernment of India letter No. A./;Ur94/l (A. G.), dated the 
9th April 1925, dealing with the recommendations of tho Cominitlee on tho Territorial 
and Auxiliary Forces. In my telegram No. .5655-11, dated the 2nd July 1925, I have 
already imlicatcd those points of detail referred to in the annexure to your letter under 
reply on which this Govirnmont is in agreement with the recommendations of the 
Committee. 

These are (1) the expansion and developments of the University Training Corps, (2) 
the creation and training of urban units, (2) the extended training of the Indian 
Territorial Force (Provincial units), (4) members of the Auxiliary Force aiul of urban 
units of the Indian Territorial Force not to receive pay for periodical parades, (5) 
constitution, functions and duties of Advisory Cominitioes, (6) responsibilities of Local 
Governments, (7) preliminary military training in schools, ^8) custody of arms, (9) 
enrolment of Government servants in Auxiliary and Territorial Forces, (1(1) Rifle clubs. 
Regarding the j)roposed legislation for the penalisation of employers, I am to say that this 
Government consider such a moasure inexpedient and impracticable. These, 1 am to say, 
are regardeil by this Government us points of detail, some, no doubt important, but none 
touching on tho major (piestions of policy such as are raised by tho remaining terms of 
reference in the annexure, viz, the question of the liability of the Auxiliary and 
Territorial Forces for general service. 1 am to treat of the Territorial and Atixiliary 
Forces separately. 

The suggestion of tho Committee, so far as it concerns the Territorial Force, appears 
to bo based on a view of tho function of that Force with which this Government is unable 
to agree. .\t the outset the Committee very properly lay stress on the dual function of 
the Territorial Foice in India—oilucative an<l military—but their concrete proposals, save 
in so far as these alVect the University Training Corps, are based exclusively on military 
considerations. This Government is prepared to concede that so far as concerns the 
provision of a practical second lino to the Indian Army, of immediate potential use, the 
proposals of the Committee are unexceptionable and that if the military budget of India 
is not to bo burdenetl with training units which are not likely to prove in the early future 
of any practical use in enn'rgency, then no units should be embodied which are not liable 
for general service. At the same time it must record its opinion that t.o adopt this policy 
would, BO far as this Presidency at least is concerned, result in one important respect in a 
fiasco which will react most unfavourably on tho credit of Government in India. Tho 
imposition of liability for general service on those units which arc recruited from the 
Indian races and classes wliich have for centuries constituted the warlike forces of India 
would probably have little efi'ect on recruitment and I am to say that with regard to the 
Provincial Units this Government accepts the views of the Committee. Bnt those other 
races described by the Coinmitteo us non-martial in their paragraph 24-1 (1) would, in tho 
opinion of this Governmont, refuse to accept any such liability. The new urban batta¬ 
lions would never materialise and in Bombay at least the existing battalions would be 
seriously depleted if they were not absolutely extinguished. The Committee state their 
belief that “ Public opinion if properly informed ” would be in favour of tho proposals, 
It is possible that it may be sii—but this Government gravely doubts that the “Public 
opinion " will be thac of porsoiis who will not expect to be called on to serve and will not 
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find any rofiection in tlio figures uf recruitment. The realisation by the Parai Battalions 
in Bombay of the actual nature of their liabiliticH iiiidei the Territorial Forces Act has had 
a considerable olVect on their keenness and etiiciency and has raised a clamour iti the 
public j)resa which has only been stilled pending the report of the Committee. If that bo 
the case with the only urban community in the Presidency which has shown any aptitude 
for military training and which has by its position in the society of the Presidency been 
practically forced into fitting itself for self-defence, there is in the opinion of this Govern¬ 
ment iKJ likelihood whatever of other comninuities being found willing to take on them- 
selvoa at present any liability which involves a prospect of actual warfare, save in tlu» 
immediate defence of their homes. The political elfoct would bo disastrous. The blame 
for failure would not bo put on the lack of martial ardour among those affected. Ii 
woxild bo laid on the shoulders of Government, who would bo told that they have once 
more produced a scheme which while professing to satisfy popular claims postpones inde¬ 
finitely the demand of the educated classes of India for military training. 

The aguments of the (‘ommitloo in their paragraph 11 are based on an a priori psy¬ 
chology which ignores facts and which forgets the importance of what they call “ make- 
believe ”. The Parsi Company of the Auxiliary Force in Bombay with a limited local 
liability are keener and more etTicient than the territorial battalions drawn from the same 
community. It is probable that few of the Territorial Forces in England ever envisaged 
the prospect of seeing active service, hut the spirit i>f emulation in a manly art kept them 
keen and etlicient. The first thing to be done is to amuse this spirit. The Committee 
appear to forget that they are tiealing—in their proposals regarcling urban battalions— 
with youths in whom the instinct even for manly games and physical exercises is in its 
infancy. The considerations which they apply, to the University Training Corps in their 
paragrauli S apply with practically equal force to the propose.d urban battalions. 
Neither of them need be expected for many years to come to be of great or imleed 
of any military value, but this fact does not, in the view of this Government, give 
any ground for the conclusion of the Committee that “ it would be useless to cn-ate 
the urban units if owing to their limited liability they were not available for service 
in time of emergency at the discretion of the military authorities”. 'I’he argument 
has, in view of the nature of the problem, as little validity as if it were applied 
to School Cadet Corps and is a direct negation of the view already enunciated by them 
that the educative value of these forces is the first of their purposes (paragraph 6). Nor 
is it certain that even on the basis of limited liability such units would be entirely useless. 
It would be possible to secure an adequate number of recruits for such urban units if their 
liability was limited to the duties of relieving the regular army of the garrison, to the 
maintenance of internal security and to other loss e.vacting duties. 

Apart from this potential value, this Government would strongly press the view that 
the executive value of these battalions justifies expenditure though thi» fruits of such 
e.xpenditure may not be reaped even in this generation ami that to a wider vision it would 
appear that it would be of profit to incur expenditure even'in jnerely teaching and educat¬ 
ing the members of the urban battalions in military science. The budget (‘xpenditure of 
the regular army in 1924-25 was .58 crores. The expenditure on the Territorial Force 
in the same year was .33 lakhs and on the Auxiliary Force was 77 lakhs. In the 
opinion of lliis Government, the considerations which I have already sot out indicate that 
in so far as tlie Territorial F'orce is concerned there is room for a considerable expansion 
of expenditure. If that cannot be provided from within the present limits of the army 
budget it is im\)orative that it should be found from some other source. 

It appears to the Governor of Bombay in Council essentiul to attract, in the first 
instance, as many recruits as possible to the second lino Forces. When such recruits have 
realised from their military training, the necessity of a secontl line of defejice accej)tiug 
a liability to Serve overseas, more and more will be pre.paretl to voluntarily accept the 
liability to such service ; but until they have been trained to a full appreciation of the 
necessity of such a liability as set forth so clearly in the report, the Governor of Bombay 
in Council would view with grave concern the acceptance of the recommendation by the 
Committee for the imposition of any such liability. 

The Governor of Bombay in Council would therefore suggest that the conditions of 
service for the urban units of the Indian Territorial Force should be made the same as 
those for the Auxiliary Force under the Auxiliary Forces Act of 1920, and that the 
conditions for the provincial battalions should remain as at i)resent laid down in the 
Indian Territorial Forces Act of 1920, 

Turning to the Auxiliary Force, I am to say that the information of this Government 
is to the effect that the imposition of liability to general service would be attended by a 
grave risk of the depletion of the existing nnits. It cannot accept the view that it should 
be looked on as ‘’ii second line to the British Troops in India ” to be used presumably in 
the same way a.s secoitd lino troops raised in Great Britain. As pointed out by the 
Committee it is an organisation of peculiar nature with a definite function. It is in no 
way analogous to the territorial battalions of the Indian Army. Many of its members in 
Bombay are men engaged in civil activities which in war would bo of vital importance— 
.such as shipping and export, and to attempt to mobilise the local forces as units for 
employment on general service would be impossible. Experience has shown that in an 
emergency as many of the members of the Auxiliary Forces as can bo spared from their 
civil activities will come forward and this Government is of opinion that it would bo well 
to leave the present position undisturbed. No cry has ever been raised to assimilate the 
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condiliona of aervice to thoao of the provincial unite of Iho Territorial Eorce, The cry of 
racial diacriinination haa been raiaed by those who if they join at all will join the urban 
battalions and haa indeed been raised by those more often than not aa an explanation 
or oxcuae of their own failure to join the Territorial Force. If the propo.sala of this 
Government with repard to the urban battalions are accepted the liai)ilities of the two 
forces will be the same and the proposal which ajipears to be based mainly on political 
grounds will ho unnocl;s^ary. 

With regard to the proposals of the Coinniittco regarding conditions of eligibility for 
enrolment in the Auxiliary Force [2.5 (iv) (1)] this Government agreo.s with the proposals 
of the Committee, and if its proposals regarding the urban units are accepted would be 
willing to delete the reservation proposed and to see the present mcmb. r.s of the Auxiliary 
Force transferred to the Territorial Battalions. 

With, rpferenco to paragraph (iv) (c), 1 am to say that this Government is of opinion 
that the conditions of aervice (rations, uniform, etc.), should, for urban battalions, be such 
as to be suitable to the onlinary habits of the members of the force.

On larger 
question Local Government not yet been able to obtain advice of community concerned 
and any of the views now formed are liable to reconsideration. University L'orj.s proposal 
generally acceptable but must tlepend on the success of the efforts to make the Territorial 
Force an eSicient reality. Great difficulty a]iparent in tin- Committee’s attempt to fulfil 
both objects of Territorial Force, paragraph 6 and proposal to fulfil second, likely to ilostroy 
first. Attempts to convert Au.x;iliary Force into second line for P.ritish troops likely to 
ilestroy force and deprive Local Government of its as-sistance in internal commotion. 
Httems hotter to reganl it aa Officers’ Training Corps rather than .second line. 


Letter from the Chief Secretary to the Government of Bengal, No. ll'.U-P.D., date<l the 

2l8t July 192.5. 

1 am directed to refer to Army Department letter No. A.-31794-1 (A. G.), tinted the 
9th of April 1925, calling for an opinion on the recommendations of the Auxiliary and 
Territorial Forces Couimittee, anti to submit the opinion of tbt‘ Government oi Bengal on. 
the recornuientlatituis all'eoting military training in schools auil tlie expansittn and 
tlevelojiiuenL of University Training Corps. 

2. These recomnieiulatittns may be summarised as follows: — 

(i) Military training should commence wlicrever possible in .schools [paragraph 28 

(i) anti p.-iragraph 8] ; 

(ii) The University Training Corps shtiuld be regariietl as the fotuniation-stone of the 

national army and no artificial limit shouM be set to the expansion t>f the 
Corps. [Paragraphs 8, 9 and 28 (i), (ii) and (v).] Dc tailoti recommeiitla- 
tions ftir the constitntion of the Universitj Training Corps are matie in 
(’liaptt r III of tho Report. 

Military irainiiiy in Schonls .—On the important iiuestion of the intrtiduction of 
military training in schools the Governor in Council fintls himself wiibdy ai \ariance witli 
the recommentlationa of the Committee. He is of opinion that (he Ct>mmittee liaAe not 
sufficiently taken count of the essential difference between tlie jjrinciples of .-chool drill 
and military training, which is now well recognised alike by educatiiuial and military 
authorities. 'I'he normal leaving ago for boys in schoids in Bengal may bo taken to be 
16 or 17 ; and for boys of this ago to substitute military tii.scipliiie and training for 
properly organised school drill would, in his opinion, he a completely mistaken policy. 
Military drill and discipline have a specific purpose, to train young men of good pliyaique 
to better physiriui^ and endurance, and to teach them to e.arry out movements nece.ssary in 
war. Adviinced military work is interesting but elementary military drill must inevitably 
be the reverse to school boys. School ilrill has its own specific purpo.ses, to give till childten 
of varying physique better health, strength and mental and bodily alertness. It is the 
lieclarod policy of the Government of Bengal to promote physical drill in Government tind 
aided schools and tho Governor in Council would be most r<'luctant to depart from this in 
favour of military training, nor does he believe for a moment that public opinion would 
support such a measure. The patriotic and educ^ttional aims which underlie the proposal 
to introiiuce military drill and discipline into schools can in liia opinion lie equally well 
met with less expense, and with more general advantage to tin: boys, by the Boy Scout 
movement, which has the support of the Governor in Council.

University *J’raining Corps. —The Governor in Council ia in general agreement with 
the views of the Committee as to the position which should be held by the University 
Training Corps. Ho has not obtained the opinion of the Calcutta University in fhe 
matter, anti it is possible that the views of that body may be found to differ as to some Af 
the details, though he feels some confidence that they would concur in the general concep¬ 
tion of the function of the Corps. With this general qualification 1 am to submit the 
following views seriatim on the proposals formulated in Chapter III, paragraph 23, of the 
Report. 

(I) Functions and Objects. —Some diflBculty is found in understanding tho exact 
intention of the recommendation that the University Corps should in time (iovelop into a 
potential source fur thu supply of candidates fur commissions in the rx^giilar Indian 
Arinj'. If the proposal is that a commission in the University Corps should iyso facto, or 
under certain definite restrictions, qualify for a commission in tho Indian Army, there is 
no doubt that the popularity of the University Corps would bo greatly enhanced. It 
appears essential, however, in order to avoi<i exaggcratoil expectations, that the Government 
of India should define exactly what status membership of this Corps will give vis-a-vis 
the regular army anil what process of .infiltration from the Corps to tho commissioned 
ranks of the regular army will be accepted. 

(II) Liability of service. —The Governor in Council agrees that the University 
Training Corps should have no liability for actual military service. 

fill) 'organization. —The Governor iu Council considers that this is a iiiatter for the 
decision of thu military authorities. 

(IV) Composition, (t) Men. —The Governor in Council would accept this recommenda¬ 
tion that all members of a l.’niversity, whether Indian or Anglo-Indian, should be 
eligible for enrolment ; but ho presumes that this would not debar a member of tho 
University eligible for enrolment iu the Auxiliary Force from enrolment in that force, 
rather than in tho University Training Corps, should he prefer that alternative. 

(IV) (if) Oyicers. —(a) The Governor in Council views with some doubt tho suggestion 
that students should in any circumstances be appointed otlicers in the corp.s. He is 
inclined to think that commissioned rank should bo reserved for teachers, who by their 
age and position arc most suited to the task and are alone likely to r.unain as ollicers of 
the Corps long enough to justify the grant of commissions to them. 

(IV) (ii).—(6) The observations made against paragraph IV (i) would apply. 

(V) Training. —The proposals seem appropriate, but the matter is primarily one for 
the decision of tho military authorities. 

(V) (ii) Training of Officers. — This matter again is one primarily for the consideia- 
tiou of the military authorities, but the Governor in Council would observe that the scale 
of training proposed is one which could only bo undertaken by a member of the teaching 
stair already settled in the university and which no student could be expected to 
undertake compatibly with the interests of his studies. 

(VI) Expansion. —The Governor in Council is in entire agreement with the recom¬ 
mendation that the University Training Corps should bo allowed to expand up to its 
natural limits. At the same time ho feels boaiid to point out that unle.ss far more liberal 
provision is made in the Army Budget for the Territorial Force than lias been mailo in 
the past, ihe financial limits of expansion will be reached long before tho natural limits. 
He fears that the principle however laudable is likely to remain in practice little more 
than an expression of an unattainable ideal. 

(VII) Racial distinction. —The Governor in Council woulil accept the recommenda¬ 
tion that all members of a University or College who are British subjects should be 
eligible for enrolment iu tho University Training Corps, subject to tho proviso already 
mentioned that tliis should not debar any member of the University from enrolment in 
the Auxiliary Force should ho bo eligible for this as the Act now stand.s. 

(VIII) (a) and{b). General. —The Governor in Council would be prepared to invite 
tho co-operation of the University authorities in carrying out these recommendations. 

Paragraphs IV (ii) (c) and VIII (c) and (</) of Chapter III raise questions of technical 
details on which no expression of opinion by the Government of Bengal would appear 
to be necessary. 

Letter from the Chief Secretary to the Government of Bengal, No. 7235-P., dated tho 

27th July 192.5. 

I am directed to refer to Army Department letter No. A.-317‘J4-I (A.G.), dated the 
9th of April 192fj, calling for the opinion of the Government of Bengal on tho recom¬ 
mendations of tho Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee, and to commnnicate the 
views of this Government on the recommendations allecting the custody of arms and the 
promotion of rifle clubs. I am to observe at the outset that in both these matters thp 
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Committeo have avoiiled any diiTurentiation between the Auxiliary and the Territorial 
horce, in accordance with their declared policy of treating the two on similar lines. It 
is difhciill, however, to consider recommendations on these two matters, which involve 
the security of fire-arms and ammunition, without hearing in mind the diirerent condi¬ 
tions and environment in which members of the two Forces habitually live. 

2. Custody of urtus, parngtajth 26 (jj) of the Report .—(lenerally speaking, the 
Governor in Council agrei s that it is a sound principle that arms should he keiit in the 
armoury of the unit, hut there is need for cnnsid(>rahle elasticity' in following this 
principle in the ca.so of units such as those of the Auxiliary Force in Calcutta which 
parade before oflice hour.H. Members of such units must almo.st necessarily keep their 
rides at their own houae.s during the training season, bemauae they have to appear on 
parade with them at a very early hour, and cannot be ex))ectod to put up with the waste 
of time which would he caused hy their attending daily at the armoury to <lraw their 
arms hefote proceeding to the parade ground. Tin re are no similar units in the Terri¬ 
torial Force at present, hut should the proposed urban units come into existence, it docs 
not follow that they can be allowed to keep their rifles in their own housi's for similar 
reasons. In most cases, members of such units would live in ijuarters which afford less 
security for the custody of their rilles ; and it is possible, therefore, that they would have 
to be required to draw tht'ir rilhis daily from the armoury. Such con.-ideratioiis, how(^ver, 
clearly involve a knowledge of local detail, and I am to sugg'-'St that the ciistorly of 
arms is rather a matter for the orders of the General Officer Commanding ilie district, who 
is aware of local conditions, than for any hard and fast rule i.^sued hy army 
headquarters. 

11. Jiijle rJiths. Aiine-riire ]i I of the Report .— The Commilti'e recommciul that every 
facility should be given for the permanent retention of a certain number i>f arms and 
rounds of ammunition hy units wherewith to raise riflo clubs during the niin-t''aining 
period. It is by no means clear whethor these, rifle clubs would be ojicn iiniier certain 
conditions to itersons other than members of tlio .\u.\iliary and Territorial Forces; and 
it is diflicult, then-fore, to determine their exact scope. The Covernment of India arc 
aware of the ,>:])ecial caret which has to he exercised among the mixed )) 0 ])ulation of a 
large town such as <'alciitta both as to the custixly of firearms and as to the class of 
persons who should ho encouraged to loaru their usi*. It may he said furt'ier, without 
any nnne'ces.sary <liscriinination between the two forces, that the.-e considerations apply 
especially t<» the section of tho public from which the Territorial Fore - wuuld find most 
of its recruits. The Goveruor in Covtncil would deprecate, therefore, the promotion of 
rille clnbs, even in close association with the units of this force, without some meastire of 
control hy tin* civil antlioritios. He would suggest that this could h.- piovidi'd automati¬ 
cally if the formation of such ritle clubs, (hongh using service arms and ammunition, 
required a licence from the Lotuil Government in U'rms uiutatis similar to those 

of Form XV under Rule 82 of tlie Indian Arms Ruh's, I92t. Xo fec^s .should, iiowever, he 
payable for the s|)ocial form of licence suggested, in the case of rille clubs attached to 
units of the Territorial or Auxiliary Force. 


Letter from the Chief Secretary (o the Government of Bengal, No. 7.(()9-I’., dated the 

29th July 1920. 

With reference to the Army Department letter No. A. 31791-1 (A. (!.), dated the 9th 
April 192;"), I am directed to refer to tlie recommendation in paragraph 2S (ii) of the 
Report of the .‘luxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee, dealing with the liability for 
service <)r tho Auxiliary ami Territorial Forces. Tlie propo.sal is to make the liability for 
siTvice. of the Auxilitiry Force identical with that of tlie Indian Territorial Force, thus 
extending this liability beyond India. The Auxiliary Force vonld be regarded as a 
second lino to the regular British trops in India, and its units would be ergauised on the 
same lines as the regular British units. .The Governor in Council coii.-idi r.s it essential 
to examine this propo.sal independently on its merits as affecting either of the two 
forces; and I am to submit the following observations on the proposeil extension of 
liability beyond India as affecting tlie Auxiliary Force. 

2. The main object of the extended liability appears (o he to place the Auxiliaries 
on tho same basis as the 'rorritorials, as the second line of the British Army in the same 
way as the Territorials are the second line of the Indian Army. Tin* consideration at once 
arises whether there, is any supply of unm in India wliicli can he tapped by the Auxiliary 
F’orce in sufficient numbers to make tho slightest impression as a secoiui line of British 
troops. It may bo admittted that in an extreme emergency ntitioual needs must override 
private necsls, but there is in India no sullicient margin of this material to tlraw upon as 
a second lino for other than local defence. In such an einergimcy some troops would 
still be required for internal se.curity anil Anxiliarj’ Force is best adajited tor this purjiosc. 
With a large portion of tho force it would be a waste of material to use llieiii as lighting 
units rather than as training corps of reserve officers. 

If tho idea of their being a second line of British troops is abandoned, the only object 
of an extended liability to service would be the increase of their value as military units 
if they could he sent to other Provinces for the purposes of internal defence. The Com¬ 
mittee in paragraph 14 of their Report admit that the primary basis of the Auxiliary 
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Force ia tho right to protect indivi<liial life and property from poasible attack ; the removal 
of the Auxiliary Force from its local urea would strike at the root of this basis and the 
individual would have to face the possibility of his family and property being left 
unprotected while ho was being used for military reasons elsewhere. This must inevitalily 
aflVct rocruitinent to a force which accepts this liability. It is not only tho iiioml«er of 
the force that is affected, tho employer cannot be neglected ; it is right that ho should 
encourage his employees (o train for solf-defonco, and, even in the last resort, for defence 
of the empire ; but be cannot face the possibility of having his own work riiino<l because 
of possible disturbances in other parts of India and he, therefore, cannot be expected to 
encourage the undertaking of this extended liability. 

It is true that the Committee apparently do not coiitemi)lato calling out the Auxiliary 
Forct> for internal disturbances until the fully disciplined military force has been usetl 
up ; but in fact the Auxiliary Force is relied upon as part of the military force to deal 
with internal commotion ; and if it were in»t so, ami tho idea of its being u secoiid line for 
British troops is abandoned, tiiere remiiins no reason for the extended liability. In the 
opinion of tliis (loverumeiit tho military advantage of the additional mobility' of the 
Auxiliary Force in dealing with disturbances in any part of India would be entirely 
neutralised liy tho very largo doorcase in the force if the extended liability is imposed. 


I.etter from the Chief Hecretary to the Covernment of Bengal, No. 7430-P,, dated tho .‘iOth 

.Inly 192.’i. 


I am directed to refer to the recommondations of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces 
Committee on the following three suhjects;— 

(1) eligibility for enrolment in the Auxiliary Force [paragraph 25 [iv) (i)] ; 

(2j luiymeiit for periodical p.irado.s [paragraph 28 (v)] ; and 
(d) penalisation of employers [paragraph 26 (f)]. 

2. The first of these (jiiestions affects only the Auxiliary Force ; and the two latter, 
though uoiuiiially common to the Territorial and Auxiliary Forces, are of practical 
importance only in relation to the .\nxiliary Force, Until the urban units come into 
existence tliore is no section of tho Territorial Force to which the question of payment for 
periodical parades would apply, for it is presumed that they would not bo made to 
members of the University 'I’raining I’orps. Similarly, in the absence of any large class 
of employees in the Territorial Force, as it exists at present, penalisation of employers is 
not an issue atfectliig that Force. 

d. KligihiUty for enrolmc-nt in the Auxiliary Force, —The Committee recommeml 
that sub-section (b) and snb-aeclion (d) of section 4 in the Auxiliary Force Act shoiihi 
be excised, thus exchnling from eligibilitj’ for tho Auxiliary Force persons, not otherwise 
•jualilitsl, who were members of ihe Indian Defence Force in September 11120, and persons 
xvho not b^^ing British subjects satisfy the conditions prescribed for oiirolment of persons 
of that class. This recommemlation has been generally accepted by tho Auxiliary Force, 
Advisory Committees in Beng.il ; and the General Oflicor Commanding, Presidency and 
Assam District, is of opinion that the conditions for enroliueut should be strictly enforced 
even if a si-rious drop in numbers ensues in some railway battalions. The Governor in 
Council observes, how<'vt!r, that the excision of sub-section (d) of section 4 of tbo .\et 
baa been recommoiidetl by tlie Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee on the ground 
that it is “an almost necessary corollary” to their proposal that the liability of the Force 
should be extended to service beyond the limits of India. In a separate letter the 
Governor in Council has advanced his reasons for not accepting the recommendation that 
the lialjilit)' to servieo of the .\uxiliitry Force shoulil be extended in the manner 2 jroposod. 
If this is not done, the question will then arise whether there remains any reason for the 
excision of sub-section (d) of section 4 of the Act, as it now stands, and thereby excluding 
from .nembership of the Auxiliary Force persons who are not British subjects. In a 
largo Centre sneb as Calcutta there may always be expected to he a fair number of persons 
whose nationality as British subjects is doubtful for one reason or another, or who are 
dellnitely nationals of other and friendly countries. If they feel disposed to enrol 
themselves in the Auxiliary Force, they might prove a useful accession of strength 
at tim'’s of disturbance ; while if not enrolled they would appear to be without any 
definite status for self-defence at a crisis. The Governor in Conncil does not wish to 
attach undue importance to the point, hut would suggest that there are grounds for 
consideration whether any occasion for (leleting sub-section (d) of sootion 4 of tho Act will 
remain if the liability for service in the Auxiliary Force is not extended beyond India. 

4. Payment for jieriodicul parades. —Tho Auxiliary Force Advisory Commitieo for the 
Calcutta military area are of opinion that the recommendation that payment for paratles 
should be <liscontinueil will not Horiou.sly affect the numbers of the richer units, hut that it 
will have a deterrent I'ffoct on recruiting and parades in the poorer battalions in that 
district; and they recommend tliat pay and allowances remain as at present, with the 
additional camp allowance as proposal in Annexure A. II. There would be no objection, 
however, on the part of tho Governor in Council, should the military authorities decide to 
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diecontinuu payment for daily parades. He believes that a large proportion of the 
Auxiliary Force in Calcutta would be nnaffecttid but that the charge might operate as a 
slight discourageuioni lor units recruited from sources which are perhaps of less military 
value. 

b. The Auxiliary Force Advisory Coinmitlue for the Calcutta military area further 
point out that the rocomineiidation for a capitation grant of Ks. ft for every eiHcieut man, 
and Rs. 10 for every extra-efficient man is n«it fully intelligible. If the intention is that 
this grant should take the place of the training grant, contingent grant and other grants 
by Government, they are of oi>inion that it is insufficient atnl would recommend that the 
present system should continue. They are in favour of the proposed grant of Ks. 7-8-0 to 
each man who fires his annual course, which they believe will induce a large number of 
men to complete their course. The Governor in (Jouncil agree with these views. 

t). I’enaHsation I'miiUnjera .—The gcmeral consensiis of opinion in Bengal would 
appear to be against the |>enalisation of employi-rs who do not permit their employees to 
join the Auxiliary Force. The .\uxiliary F'orce Advisory Committee for the Calcutta 
military area and the General Officer Conimanding the Fresiihuicy ami Assam District 
alike advise against tin* introduction of such a provision : and tin* G-overnor in ttoiuicil is 
of opinion that it would lie an undesirable measure. The pusiiion at present is that 
employers as a whole are well disjiosed towards the Anxilisiry Force, it li.dng stated in fsct 
Home tirms in Calcutta have gone to the length of making it a coiulition of contract that 
their employees should become efficient members of the .Auxiliary Force. The peualisii- 
tion of employers who pliice obstacles in the way of the enrolment of their men would 
therefore have little practical resiilr ; and there would at the same time be an air of 
conscription about any such provision, which the Governor iti Council believes would act 
disadvantageonsly on the recrititmeiit for tiie Auxiliary Force. It is, moreover, a 
lirovision of law which it would he exceedingly difficult to frame in terms not open to 
c\asion by any employer ilisincliiied to allow lii.-s men to join the Auxiliary Force.

1 am directed to refer to Army Department letter No. A.-.’51794-1 (A.G.), dated the 
9th clay of April 192.'i, asking for the opinion of the Local Government on the recom¬ 
mendations of the Auxiliary and T<*rritorial Forces Committee and to make the fcdlowing 
observations on the recoiniiiendatiuns affecting the Indian Territorial Force. The 
recommendations regarding the University Training Corps have been dealt with in a 
separate letter. 

2. Liii/dlify /or .‘irmicr. Paragraph SS (tt).—In his letter No. 7309-P., dated the 

29th July the Governor in Council has already advanced the view that the rpiestion 

of liability for service should he considered quite separately for the Auxiliary Force and 
for the Indian Territorial Force. Once this position is admitted he does not feel that he. 
has any very decided opinion to express on imposing a liability for service beyond India 
on the Indian Territorial Force. The po.sitioii at present is ihai under seetion It) of the 
Indian Territorial Force Act no person embodied in that force shall he reipiired to perform 
military service beyond the limits of India exc‘*pt under a general or special order of the 
Governor-General in Council. The Governor-General in Council atipreciates the Coin- 
inittee’s ideal of making the Territorial Force a means of creating a iialioiial desire 
for patriotic military service, and laying the foundation of a national army, though 
it may be difficult to apply this ideal without qualific ition to actual conditions 
in Bengal. He. can appreciate that in order to make the Territorial Force in the 
full sense a second Hue of ilefence, and to justify the expenditure which must be 
incurred on their training up to the standard laid tlowii, there is much to be said for 
imposing on them a liability for service oiit.side India. .At the same time he does not 
see any reason for modifying the liability for service as laid down in sectiou 10 of the Act 
at present, and he is inclined to believe that the ell'ect of giving greater prominence to 
the ultimate liability for service oiitsiile India which already e.\isl.s would be to discourage 
such enthusiasm as there may be for the Force at present. 

3. Urban units. Paragraphs 2S (Hi) and 24 (n) (0 (/i)-—approaching the recom- 
raendations for the constitution of urban units, the Governor in t.'ouncil finds some 
difficnlty in understanding what the precise object of these units is. It would seem to he 
the intention of the Committee to tap a soui’ce ot recruits who do not at ^present come 
forward, and to spread the military idea in a class of men who are untouched by the 
present territorial battalion. The urban units are to consist of educated men, not appa¬ 
rently because it is intended to turn them into udmini.strative or technical iiiiit.s, but 
merely because the educated classes, it is assumed, do not join the territorials. It is 
admitted that intensive training of these urban units is impossible and that they, therefore, 
will jarima /"mcib be. not so efficient as the territorial unit, but it is apparently hopeii to 
make up for that, firstly, by the fact that they ai-e educated and therefore easier to teach, 
and secondly, by eventually confining the urban unit to men who have been througli the 
University Corps and, therefore, have a solid grounding before they join the nnit. 
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1. The Governor in Council would bo inclined to teko tho view that this goes 
<-onrti<lorably in advance of the present necessity of the case. He believes that it is doubt¬ 
ful in the present uircuinstances whether any money spent on urban units would in fact 
have the effect of spreading the military idea to new class's, while it is admitted that the 
urban unit will be even leas eflicieMt than the territorial. The (|iiesti<m of the development 
of urban units might, therefore, suitably wait in Mengal until ttie triilitary idea is some¬ 
what more widely spread in the classes that provide for the territorial force, and until 
there is a reasonable demand among the educated classes who are unable to spare time for 
tho intensive training, to bo furnished with facilities to make themselves partially eflicient 
for military defence i)y tneans of special units which are not subject to intensiv(t training. 
•Vi present there is no sign of any demand of this kind in Bengal, and to provide facilities 
would not, in tho opinion of this Government, create the demand, but would merely bo a 
waste of money in tbo present circumstances. 

,^i. Pinvincial units. Paragraph 28 (in ).—The Committee have based, their recom¬ 
mendations affecting the pr<ivincial units largely on the assumption that this ])ortion of the 
Territorial Force is drawn or should be tlrawn from the agricultural classes. The Gov- 
ernor,in Council would point out that thisassninption <liffers widely from the actual position 
in Bengal where recruits for the Territorial Force, oven when drawn from the interior, 
come from certain sections of tho educated classes rather than from the bana fior. agricul¬ 
turists. This point would not in itself, however, have much bearing on tbo increase 
recommended in the period of training, ni^., that this period should be extended from 56 
<iay8 in the first year and 28 days in the subsequent years to three months and two months, 
respectively. Tho Governor in Council can readily undorstanil that the results of tho 
training received at present are unsatisfactory, and that an extension of this period is 
intrinsically desirable in tho interest of a second line of defence ; but be fears that in 
Ilengal any siicli extension would probably have tho effect of making the provincial units 
so unpo]iular that they would before long cease to exist. 


6 . Tflrritoridl Force Advisory Ccmmittecs. Paragraph 28 (i.r ),—In recommending 
in general tonus an OKpansion in the system of tho Indian Territorial Force .Vilvisory 
Committees and an increase in tlieir responsibilities the Committee have hardly given 
Hullicieut prominence to tlie essential difforence between tbo Auxiliary Force Ailvisory 
Committee and the Territorial Force Advisory Committee. It is not merely that 
the latter Committee is limited to two members in adilition to the military moniber, 
but that under Rule 11 of the Auxiliary Force Rales, 1921, the Auxiliary Force 
Advisory Committee possess certain definite ^MO.vt-exocutivc functions which the Terri¬ 
torial Force Advisory Committee do not possess. This rule, provides that on several 
matters such as variations of training, the discharge of enrolled persons, etc., the. 
recommendations of tho Auxiliary Force Ailvisory Committee shall be carried into 
effect by tho commanding military authority, piovided that, if ho disagrees, ho may refer 
the matter to tho Local Government. As no such reference appears to have been made in 
Bengal, it may be taken that the Auxiliary Force .Advisory Committee do in fact exercise 
material jiowers under this rule. This is not the case with the Indian Territorial 
Force ('omndttee, as Rule 5(1 of the Indian Territorial Force Rules contains no similar 
provision requiring the General Officer Commanding the I^islrict normally to follow the 
advise of the Advisory Committee on any class of recommendation. The first qiiestion 
to be facLul then in practical consideration of the recommendations alfecting the Terri¬ 
torial Force Advisory Committee, is whether they should be given parallel jiowcrs to the 
Auxiliary Force Advisory Committee in this resjiect. On this question tho Government 
of India will jire.siimably be guided largely by the ailviee of the military authorities ami the 
Governor in ('niiiicil has uo dogmatic opinion to express. He is adviseil, however, by tho 
General Officer Commanding, Presidency and Assam District, that from tho military point 
of view the Ailvisory Committee have in the past, proved of very little value indeed. 

7. He is ill agreement with the recommendation for an increase in inember.ship of 
the Indian Territorial Force Advisorj' Committee and I am to mention a difliculty which 
baa oconrri‘d through the exclusion of officials, as tho Act now stands. In a certain ease 
it became impo.ssiblo to reappoint the President of the Territorial Force Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, who was doing useful work in that capacity as a change in the status of om- of tho 
Railways had resulted in his becoming technically a Go\orniiiont officer. Should the 
membership of the Atixiliary Force Advisory Committee be enlarged there would apjiear 
to be uo reason for the total exclusion of officials otlier than the military member, and in 
any case the" Governor in Council would suggest that such exclusion should not apply to 
Government servants in branches of Government service which are not directly respon¬ 
sible for the civil adiniiii.str&tion. 1 It would curbiiiily be an excellent thing if the 
Advi.sory t’ominittee would take a more active interest in recruiting, but the Governor 
in Council cannot but feel doubtful whether they can bo induced to do so, and sees, there¬ 
fore, some danger of stagnation if tbo Advisory Committees are given the sole responsibility 
for thi.s task. He is in agreement with the proposal that new units should be formed 
only with the eoiicurrenoe of the Local Government, who wottld rely largely on the advice 
of the Territorial Force Advisory Committee. 
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Better from the Chief Gommiflsioner, Delhi, No. 4521, dated the 21at July 1925. 

In cuntinnaticQ of my letter No. 4103, dated tlie lat'jiily 1925, I have the honour to 
say that Superintendent of Education, Dtdhi, sifter consulting the schools in Delhi, 
reports that the routine of the schools already includes games, clrill sind indigenous 
physical e.'cercises under certificated instructors, the instruction being of a non-mililary 
typo. Hcoiiting, though it is g.iining ground, is coufined to a very limited number 
of boys. 

2. While agreeing that some advance on the lines suggested by the Auxiliary and 
Territorial Forces Committee is possible, provided (Toverninent is prepared to meet the 
cost by substantial grants, the Superintendent of Kdiicjition is averse on educational 
grounds to military discipline in schools and to the appointment of military pensioners as 
instructors. •

With reference to the Army Department letter No. .\.-31794-l (.A. G.), dated the 9th 
Ajiril 1925, I am <lirocted to refer to the recommendation in paragraph 2t> (/<) of tlie 
Il(*port of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee dealing with ihc tpieslion of 
the enrolment of Government servants in the Auxiliary ami Ttirritorial Forces, and to 
state, for the information of the Government of India, that the several Departments of 
this Government have been consulted, and that the general consensus of opinion is that 
in the uncertainty as to the period and conditions of training which are to he adopteil, 
it is impossible to make any definite commitments about the eurolmmit of Govt>rniuent 
servants. The Governor in Council is howovor of the opinion that if the scale of training 
suggested by the Committoo is accepted, so far from then* being any increase in the 
enrolment of Government servants in this Presiilency, it will he necessary to curtail tin* 
permission in the case of certain officers, such as police sergeants, whoso enrolment at 
jiresent in the Auxiliary Force it would he difficult to justify on a strict iiitorpretatiou of * 
the liability incurred even under the present system. 

I am to add that this opinion should only be taken as applying to times of normal 
{loace conditions ; and in the event of a great national emergency arising, the (luestiou 
Would have to he reviewed again on its merits in the iiarticular eirciunstances, as was 
done more than once during the recent war. It is impossible however for the Local 
Goverriinent to forecast a policy for the enrolment of Governineiit servants to which it 
could count on adhering in almorinal conditions.

No. 1. 

A Measure passed by the National Assembly of the Church of the England to provide 

for the dissolution of the legal union between the Church of England and tho 

Church of England in India, and to make provisions consequential thereon. 

[2.'ird November, 1927.] 

Whereas it is expedient that the legal nuion between the (Jhure.h of England and tho 
Church of England in India shall he dissolved, and that provision should at tho same time 
be made for tho last-mentioned Church as proposed to be consfitutoil after tho dissolution 
of tho said union : 

And whereas a petition to that effect has been presented to the Church Assembly by 
tho Ceiieral Council of tho Church of England in India : 

And whereas tho S'^crotarj' of State in Council of India and the Governor General 
of India in ('ouncil, and the Archbishop of Canterbury, and the bishops and duly 
appointed representatives of tho clergy and laity of the. Church of England in India 
in Council assembled, have approved tho dissolution of such union : 

liiffrprt'iuUon 1. Ill this Measure— 

tho (i.vpression “ date of severaiico ” means such day not le.ss than two years or more 
than three years after the coming into operation of this Measure jis the 
Governor General of India in Council at the request of the General Council 
shall fix for the dissolution of such uuioii as aforesaid ; 

the exjjression “ Indian Church ” means, in re-.pect of tho perio<l before the date 
of se.veratice, the Church of England in India, and in respect of tho period 
commencing on the date of severance, (he Church of Englainl in India as 
severed from the Church of England, notwithstanding the adoption by tho 
said Church of any other name c)r names ;

3 . (1) From and after the coining into operation of this Measure nothing in any 

Act of Parliament, law or custom, shall prevent the

The Heiig^al Villafje Self-Government Art, UJiy, as it stands at present, does 
not authorise Union lloards to c.ombine in order jointly to open dispensaries i'oi 
human beinp's oi- infirmaries for cattle, nor does it authm’ise Union Hoards to spend 
money on A’elerinary treatmeiit at all. These a7-e defects which should be remedied 
without delay in A’iew of the lack of proper facilities for medical and veterinary 
treatment in rural tratd.s and of the fa<'t that certain Union Hoards are willing to 
combine in order to provide such facilities. A fjeneral i)ower of combining- in order 
to establish and maintaiTi village institutions should be pdven to Union Hoards. 

It is thej-efore projiosed— 

(a) to empower Union Boards to sjiend money lrt)m the Union fund on 
veterinary work; 

(h) to empowei- them to combine with other local authorities to maintain joint 
dispensai'ies for men or infirmaries for cattle, and primary schools; 

(c) to empower them to delefjate all ot» i)art of their autlnvrity to manage 
particular institutions to committees, which need not be composed 
exclusively of members of Union Hoards, but may inclinh* outsiders, 
private subscribers; and 

((f) to confei- on the Jlistrict Board the same* authority o\er the acts of such 
committees as it possesses over the work of Union Hoards. 

So far as the provisions of the Hill affect Union Hoards, they are j)eimissive and not 
mandatory; and the Hill may therefore fairly be rejrarded as nori-cont;entious.

India and constitute a licscrna Bank of India. 

Whereas it is fxpeilioiit. lo proviilo for the esinblishmeiit 
of a gold standard currency for Hritisli India ; to consti¬ 
tute a Reserve Rank, of India to control the \vorkii\g t.f 
that standard and regulate the issue of hank notes anil the 
keeping of reserves with a view to securing stability in 
the monetary system of British India ; and generally to 
make provisions for matters incidental thereto ; it is here¬ 
by enacted as follows :— 


CHAPTKR I. 

Preliminary, 

1, (i) This Act may bo called the (lold Standard and 
Reserve Bank of India Act, 

(i') It extends to the whole of British India, including 
British Baluchistan and the Sonthal Parganas. 

(.3^ This section shall come into force at once, and the 
remaining provisions of this Act shall come into force on 
aueh date or dates, not later than th.- Ist day of July 1929, 
as the Governor General in Council may, b\’ notification 
in the Gazette of India, appoint :

Provided that no person shall be entitled to demand an 
amount of gold bullion containing less than two hundred 
and fifty tolas of tine gold. 

(•9) The price of gold bullion for delivery in Bombay 
shall bo twenty-one rupees, three annas and ten pies per 
tola of fine goi<l with an addition representing twice the 
normal cost per tola of transferring gold bullion in bulk 
from Bombay to such place in a gold standard country as 
may be specified iu this behalf by the Governor General 
in (Council by notification in the Gazette of India, includ¬ 
ing interest on its value during transit ; 


Provi<led that no such addition shall be made when the 
rate at which the currency of the country in which the 
place so specified is situate can be purchased in Bombay for 
immediate delivery at that place is such that the equivalent 
of the price at which the principal curnmoy authority of 
that country is bound by law to give gold in exchange for 
currency is less than twenty-one rupees, three annas and 
ten pies per tola of fine gold by an amount equal to or 
greater than the normal cost per tola of transferring gold 
bullion in bulk from the specified place to Bombay, includ¬ 
ing interest on its value during transit. 

(4) The Governor General in Council shall, from time 
to time, determine in accordance with the provisions of 
sub-seotion (-3) the price at which the Bank shall sell gold 
bullion for delivery in Bombay and shall notify the price 
so determined in the Gazette of India. Such notification 
shall be conclusive as between the Bank and any other 
person as to the price which the Bank shall be entitled to 
charge in respect of any sale of gold bullion.

THE SECOND SCHEDULE. 

{S*e section 45.) 

Provisions to he contained in the agreement between the Reserve Bank of India and the 

Imperial Bank of India. 

1. The Imperial Bank of India shall be the sole agent of the Reserve Bank of India 
at all places in British India where there is a branch of Imperial Bank of India and no 
branch of tin; Banking Department of the Reserve Bank of India. 

2. In consideration of the performance by the Imperial Bank of India on behalf of 
the Reserve Bank of India of the functions which the Imperial Bank of India was per¬ 
forming on behalf of th<* Governor General in Council at tiie places referred to in clause 1 
before the coming into force of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1928, the Reserve Bank 
of India shall pay to the Imperial Bank of India a coinmissicm calculated on the total of 
the receipts and disbursements dealt with annually on account of Government by the 
Imperial Bank of India on Ijchalf of the Reserve Bank of India. Such commission shall 
be ono-sixteeiith of one per cent, on the first 2.’)0 crores of such total and one-thirty- 
second of one i)er cent, on the remainder. 

3. Subject to the condition that the Imperial Bank of India shall keep open branches 
not less in number than those existing at the time of the coming into force of the Reserve 
Bank of India Act, 1928, the Reserve Bunk of India shall allow the following balances 
to the Imperial Bank of India at the interest rates hereinafter specified, namely : 

ff/) during the first five years from that time—3 croros free of interest; 

(A) during the next five years—2 crores free of interest and, at the option of the 
Imperial Bank of India, an amount not tjxceeding 1 crore at 2 per cent, 
per annnra ; 

(O during the next five years—1 crorc free of intere.st and, at the option of the 
Imperial Bank of India, an amount not exceeding 2 crores at 2 per cent, per 
annum ; and 

(rf) during the next five years—at the option of the Imperial Bank of India, an 
amount not exceeding 3 crores at 2 per cent, per annum. 

4. 'I’he Imperial Bank of India shall not without the approval of the Reserve Bank 
of India open any branch in substitution for a branch existing at the time this agreement 
comes into force. 
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THE THIRD SCHEDULE.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Paht I. 

A Hill to <»ivo offoct to the recommondiitions of the Royal Commission on liidiuu 
Currency and Finance, proposing the eatablishincnt of a Gold Standard for India 

anil the constitution of a Reserve Bank of Iiulia to control the operation of the Gold 
Standard was introduced in the Legislative Assemhly on the *."»th January, 1927. The 
initiation of this nieusnre h}’ the Government of India and the discnssioiis which followeil 
both inside aiul outside the Legislature revealeil a general consensus of opinion that the 
establishment of a Central Hank is desirable in order to secur.) for India iudepeiidont 
coiitrid, eonilncted with refertmeo only to correct banking and commercial principles, of 
her lii'unciiil and monetarj’ policy, and revealed at the same time wille divergence of 
views as to the best means by which, in removing the present governmental control, the 
risk of domiinition by sectional interests of one kind or another may be avtiided. 

The consideration o" the aforesaid Hill clause by clanst! was entered upon during the 
last session of the L gislative Assembly in Simla. After the House had considered the 
first few clauses, the Government of India di'cided, for the reason.- given by the Finance 
Member on the fSch September, 1927, not to proceed with the further consideration of the 
Hill during that .session. 'I'lie Finance Member stated that the Government Inid from tho 
first liehl tlie opinion tliat the soundest arrangement would be that the constitution of tlio 
Hank should be fonndeil upon the subscription of capital by sharelnddnrs and the eonse- 
(jnent interest of gbaiehohlers to seo that the alfairs of the Hank are conductiul in 
accordance witli strict business prinaiph^ and not otherwise. This is the one plan which 
lias been found to b<> wholly satisfactory by practical e.vperieiice of central hanking in other 
countries : ami the Finance, Member further indicated tlnit tho alternative methods of 
constituting the Resorvo Hank of India and forming its directorate which had hneii pro¬ 
posed .luring tlie cliscussions on the Bill hud raised dilTicult and contriiversal questions 
which required time for fnrtlier careful e.vaininatiou c)f the whole issue. 

During the interval that has since elapsed the Government of India, in consultation 
with tho iSecrotary of State, have carried out the fnrthor review for which postponement 
of the discussion of the Hill w:»h found to be necessary ; ami in iloing so, they h:ive given 
full weight to the practiinil considerations wliieh had been urged against the adoption of 
their own initial plan and to tiie idteriiative snggestit ns which had been imnle. In tin* 
ond while they htive come to tho conclusion that share capital affords the only .satisfactory 
basis for the constitution ot a Reserve I'ank for India, at the same time tliey have found 
it possible to embody in the fabric of a shareholders bank the (issence of tho arrange¬ 
ments which opinion in the Legislative Assembly had claimed to he necessary in order 
to make it c rtaiti, so far as this is possible, that tho R-serve Hank should ensure the 
interests of liulia as a whole and not the interests of one or oth(‘r section of the com¬ 
munity. 'I'lie manner in which these requirements have been provided ftir is e.vplaim'd 
in tlie No(! s on (.'hinse.s gi\en in the second part of this statement. 

Apart from the new dispositions referred to in the preceding recital, the reviseil Hill 
follows gcuior,'illy the provisions of the previous Hill as amended by the .Joint fJoriimittoe 
of the Legislature. 

The now proiios.'ds are inconsistent with clause 4 of the pn-vions Hill which was 
actually passed by the Legislative Assembly, and it is therefore necessary to iiroiiound an 
entirely new Hill insteail of jiroeeeding with the previous Hill. 

In view of the great importance attaching to the constitution of a central banking 
system in India—a point on which the Secretary of State, the Government of India ami 
public opinion tire agremi — and in view of the history of the legislation hitherto attempted, 
the Government of 1 nditi consider it ilesirable to eosnro that ample ojiportnnity is given 
for study of their jiresent [iroposals with a view-to their being ptnssed into law in the 
p.pprotiching .se.ssion of the Legishiture. For those reasons the Government of Iiulia have 
flecided to pnlilish the revised Hill liofore the commencement of the session, and they will, 
take the first opportunity of bringing it formally before the Legislative Assembly. 


Paut II. 

Clause 1 .—It is proposed to give the Itank the sole right of note issue for a period of 
twenty-five years in the first instance and to piovido for renewal as recommended in 
paragraph 141 of the Royal Commission’s report. The provision that tlie .-Vet shall come 
into force not later than 1st January, 1929. in the Bill oirenhited in .January, 1927. was 
ba.sed upon tlie time-table recommended by the Commission in ])aragraph 165 of the 
report. The Bill as amended by tho .Toiiit Committee advaiiceil tlie date for starting the 
Hank by six months. It has now for various reasons hecomo impracticable to prescribe 
a fixed date, aiul a proviso has been added to the elJect that it should he open to the 
Governor General in Council, for reasons to be stated, t'l postpone the operation of tliis 
danse for a year at a time, subject to a maximum postponement of throe years. 

Clause 2 .—The definition of Provincial Co-operative Hank in the Bill as amended by 
the Joint Committee included companies registered under the Indian Companies Act, 
191.'!, under a misapprehension that the Punjab Co-ojierativo Bunk registered under that 
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Act was conflectcd with the co-operative credit system. In the new definition such 
coiiipauies have been excluded ami additional provision has been made to incln<le 
provincial banks registered under Provincial Co-operative Acts. 

Clause 3 .—The name, the Reserve Bank of India, is that suggested in paragraph 92 
of the Royal Commission’s report. 

Clause 4. —The Royal Commisaion recommended that the capital of the Bunk should 
be rupees live crores fully paid up, and that the Imperial Bank’s shareholders should be 
gi ven the first opportunity of subscribing f<ir ihc! cajiital stock of the Bank as considera¬ 
tion for foregoing imjxaMaut privileges which the Imijerial Bank now enjoys. A clear-cut 
ilivision of functions between the Reserve Bunk <)f India an<l the Imperial hank of India 
is the 1 ‘ssenco of the i)ropoBal creating a Rc'serve Bank, and it is undesirable to give the 
shareholders of the Imperial Bank of India a |)reponderunt voice in d(!ciding the cerrency 
[udicy of the Reserve Bank. It is, thtrefor<“, proposed, for this reason and in view also 
of the agreement contemplated by the Second Sch<‘dnle, ntit to give the Impeiial Bank of 
Inclia the option of subscribing thirty jier cent, of the capital. Sub-clauses (2), (,'5), (0), 
(~) and (8) provitle for a hroailbaseil distribution of tlie share capital both at the time of 
original allotiiient and subsequently, and is iutendetl to he a .safegnanl against the control 
of ilie Bank by stctional interests of any kind. Siib-ciause (4j is intemled to meet tlie 
objection that the utility to India of a share capital bank might be endangered by a 
possible conflict, of intcn at, within the iminageiiient of ihe Bank, between Indian and 
external capital. Provision has also been made for the transfer of portions of the share 
capital from one area to another in the event of the shares assigned to any area not being 
fiiily taken up at the time of original ullutiiienl. 

It is necessary that tlie (lovernmcnt should l»e pre]>ared to take up any iinalioUed 
sliares, but it is not desirable tliat these should continue to he held permanently by 
tloverument. It is, therefore, propose<l tliat the thivernor General in Council should 
dispose of such sliares as soon as possible. 

Clause ,5 —'I'liiH is liase<l on iiaragrapli 10.' of the Royal Commission’s report. It is 
neee.ssary to make provision for the contingent ni'ce.ssily of reducing tlie share capital and 
for the regional (li.^trihlltiou of any increase in sliare capital, in regard to which the 
Commission have ina<le no reconuneudation. 

('lanse fi. -The Iloml Ollic.* of ilio Bank will he located in Bombay as n-commeiuled 
by the Uoinmission in paragraph 97 of the report. Delhi has been added to Ihe li.st of 
places where the Bank may establish itranelns in view of the proposed creation of the 
l.felhi register under clause 4. 

(Jlaitse 8 .—This gives ell'ect to the recommendations in paragraphs 95 and 9d of the 
Unyal ('ommission’s T'^port. The .Joint Committee omitted the original provision prohibi¬ 
ting members of the Iinlian or local L.*gislaturus from being nominated or elected as 
directors of the Bank. 'I’liis provision has heeix reintroduced i)y suh-elause f2) of this 
clau.se for reasons which ha\e been fully explained in previous discussions. Sub-clause 
ii(i) which was ailded to the previous Bill by the .Joint Commiiti-e on the precedent of 
clauses contained in certain otlier enactrnenis ostalilishing central hanks, provides tliat no 
])er.son may be a director who is not or has not at some time Ijeen actively engaged in 
agriculture, commerce, finance or industry. 

Clause i ).—Tliis is derived from paragraph 91 of the Hoyal Commission’s report. 
The Conimi.ssion recommended tlierein that the Ueserve Bank sliould have Local Boards 
in Bomliay, Madras and Calcutta, and that representatives from these Bnarils should 
constitute a majority o i the Central Board. The laical Boarils have now been replaced 
liy the five bodies of delegates one for each of the live areas rnenrioned in clause 4. 
J’rovisioti has been made for the representation of uommeicial ami agriculinral interests 
and tlie term of ollieo of all directur.s lias been fi.x.-vl at five years. As it would be un¬ 
desirable that all tlio directors should vacate office at the sam^ lime, varying periods of 
tenure liave been fixed in clau.se 16 for lUrectors nominated or elected at the outset. 

Clause 10 .—This clause provides for the election of directors by the shareholders 
through a body of delegates elected for this purpose. Qualifications for election as dele¬ 
gates and directors are .also prescribed and the provision that no shareliolder shall have 
more than one vote is intended to ensure protection for the small shareholder. 

Clause 11 .—It is provided in this danse that the Governor, a Deputy Governor or 
any noinitiated or elected director may lie removed by the Governor General in Council 
if a resolution to that elTect is passed by a majority of the Board consisting of not less 
tbiin 15 directors. 

The additional provision for tlie removal of elected directors follows the lines of a 
similar provision in the Imperial Bank of India .^ct. It seems undesirable that elected 
directors sliould be removable by a bare majority at a general meeting. It is propose.l 
that directors other than the Governor, Deputy (iovernors and the nominated ollicial shall 
cease to hold offico if they do not obtain within a montli of appointment or if subse¬ 
quently thej' cease to possess the required number of shares. This restriction does not 
liowever come into force immediately as it is necessary to give sulKcient time to directors 
to qualify themselves by purchase of shares in the open market. 
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(Jluitac 12. —'I’ho Hxutioti of a period of fivo yours for the tenare of the directors 
iiiakos it iifCossury to provide for casual vacaacies. 

Olans'i 13 .—This cluiiso introduces a necessary provision for the holdin^j and conduct 
of elections and the tinal decision of doubts or disputes. 

Clnnse 14. —The Joint Coininittee • propose<l in the previous Bill that the luiuimoui 
nuinijer of meetings t.> Ije hold by the Board in each year should bo twelve. This has 
now been reduced to six in viow of the new proposal that the Board must include diroo* 
tors from every pure of India. It is also proposed to prescribe that as a minimum two 
meetings of the B^)a^•d siiouM he held each year in Calcutta, in viow of the commercial 
importance of that city. 

Il >.—This is an obviously neccssarj'provision aud is based on paragraph 98 
of the Royal (,’ommission’s report. Thi! power of voting by pro.>cy has been 
rigorously limited in ord'ir to ensure that the policy of the Bank,, shall not 
be easily suscejitible of control by any combinations of special interests. 

lUftnHf! 13. —'L’hc temporary provisions iutro.luced by this clause are necessary as the 
Board has to be constit'itod in ailvauce of the raising of the share capital. The varying 
})eriods of tenure preseribeil in this clause are intonded to retain continuously in rhe 
Board a number of directors witli previous expt^rience. 

(Unutie 17. —This embodies generally the projmsuls in Bclicdule II of the Royal 
(.’ommission’s rejjort ilctining tiie functions and [lowers of the Bank. It is. however, 
[imposed to modify the Cominissioii’s rocoinineudutions in certain respects. 

Suh-dausH 1. —The C(>mniiasion did not propo.se to allow power to the Reserve Bank 
to receive uon-interest-liearing de|(Osits from [irivate persons. It is considered by the 
Government of India that like other eeniral banks in the world the Reserve Bunk ol 
India should also be allowed to receiv.! deposits from private [lersons providuil no intei't‘st 
is paid. 

IS'iUi-claiise 2 (a).—The restriction to scheduled banks of tho facilities provideil in this 
section anti elsewhere is iiitendt'd to give to the scheduled banks somo compensating 
advantage fur the oliligation which the tdll imposes upon them to maintain compulsory 
de[)osits free of interest in the Reserve Bank. 

Suh clause 2 ^h).—As India is pretiominantly an agricultural country, it is thoiiglit 
ilosirablo to raise tho limit of bills and notes wliich may bo purchased or rediscountetl 
under this provision to oiie-quurter of tho total value of all bills and notes piircluised or 
rediscountetl by the Bank. 

Siib-rluuse S .—Schedule 11 of the C'oiiinussioii’s report proposetl that the Bank slionlil 
have fiiil di.scretion to [uirchase aiitl sell the currencies of any foreign country having u 
golil stauilard. So wide a iliscretion is considerotl luidesirahle, and it is proposetl that 
operations of this nature should be contiued to such countries having a Gobi Standanl as 
the GoYeriior Geueral in Council may designate for tho purpose. 

Sub-clause 4. —The tiiiancing of intlustry ami the movement of crops in India is at 
preseiii effected by cash credits iiiitl us the provision recommeutleil by tho t'oinmissiou 
stands, it woultl lie tlillicnlt for the Reserve Bunk to assise other banks in proviiliiig 
necessary creilit facilities without considerable changes in banking methods. It is, 
therefore, [iroposeil in sub-clause (4) (e) that for a period of five years the Bank should be 
HiUhoriscd to advance money against [iromi.ssory uetos of scheduled banks under certain 
conditions, 

Snb-claitse S, — It is considcreil undesiralile to limit the amount of securities held at 
anytime in the Banking Uepartiiient to so low a figure as 2.') per cent, of the liabilities 
as recomini nde-d by tho Woyal Commission in clause (rf) of Schedule II to their report, 
since in viow of tho tlnctualing character of deposits the limitation might on occasion 
force the sale of securities merely to bring the Bank within the [irovisions of its charter 
for a few days. 

The Commission rocornmontled in clause 7 (r() of .Scheilule II to their report that the 
paid-up ca[iital ami reserve may be invested in securities of tho Government of India 
having not more than five years to run. In view of tho fact that the Government of India 
are now funding their short-ierin loans into loug-ioriu loans the limitation suggested might 
in tho near future unduly restrict the power of the Bank to invest in Government secu¬ 
rities. It is, therefore, jiroposed to modify the provision so as to permit of investment in 
Government of India securities of any maturity. 

Sub-clause 13. —The power of tho Reserve Bank to open accounts and act as agents of 
other hanks is restricted hy this provision. Such relations may bo entered into only with 
central banks which are the principal currency authorities in their respective countries 
and among which the Federal Reserve Banks in the United States of America are included. 
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Suh-cldUHv. 14. —It is esaantial tliat the Bank should have power to borrow in London 
in view of tiie obligation imposed upon it to keep the Secretary of State in funds, and it 
is necessary also that tlie Hank should be able to borrow in India so as to facilitate the 
control of credit. The limitation which this clause proviilos will jjrevent the Hank from 
using its power of ‘norrowing in tirder to compete with other banks for fixed deposits. 

Clause 18. —This giviss (‘(Toot to the recoinmmiilatinn in j^-iragraph 102 of the Uoyal 
Commission’s report regarding ojien market operations. The .Joint Committee considered 
it necessary to pri'scribe definitely that the Reserve Hank should not bo entitled to enter 
into iiuliscriininate competition with commercial banks, and for tiiis reason it has been 
provided that action under tiiis clause must be approved by the Hoard of the Hank ; an<l 
the purposes for which aloiu! they should approve the un<lortaking of such operations have 
also been in<licat(.‘d. 

C/ritwe 7.0.—This is based upon Kchedule II of the Commission’s re[)ort defining the 
business which the Hank should not be authorised to carry on or to transact. 

Ct'au.He.s SO and 21. — These give effect to the r.'<!oinmendation in paragraph 140 of the 
report regarding the ridations ot the Hank with tlie (jovernment. As recuiiirnended by the 
Joint Committee it has been proviiled that the I’ank should have control of all 

Government balances not excluding those of such of the Loc.al flovernments as may have 
the custody and management of their own provincial revmnies. 

Clause S3. —This giv(>s effect to the reconiinomlation in paragrai)h I 11 of the rejjort. 
The Commission recoinmeiul tliat the riglit of note issue should hi? transferred to the 
Hank as soon as the Hank is in a position to issue its own notes. It is, however, thought 
to he undesirable to delay the, exercise of this function of the Hank until it is able to 
arrange for the maunfacture and issue of its own note.s, and it is therefore proposed to 
allow the Rank to issue notes of the Oovernineiit of India for a year from the date on 
which the Hank rak -s ov -r the control of the currency. 

Clause 33. —This gives effect to the rocominondatioti in paragraph llff of the Com¬ 
mission's report regunling the separation of the Hanking and Issue Departments of the 
Hank. 

Clause 34, —This gives effect to the recommendation in paragraph 142 of the 
Commission’s rei)ort. Krei'doui is re.faitied to postpone for a time the issue of one rupee 
notes if sucli postponement appi'ars di'sirable with reference to the size of the liolding of 
silver rupees in the Iteserve. Hrovisions relating to a gold inohiir introduced by the Joint 
Committee have Ijeoii removed for reasons which have been fully explained in previous 
discussions. 

Clause. ,2.5.—Tills gives etfeci to the recommendation in paragraph 1;')5 of the 
Commission’s report regarding the form and material of bank notes. 

Clause 20. —This is based upon the recommendation in paragrajdi 140 of the Commis¬ 
sion’s report that the notes of the. Hank shall be legal tender for the payment of any 
amount and shall be guaranteed by the Governineiit of India. Tlie guarantee ensures 
the confidence of the public in the bank notes. 

The Commission re.commeuded in paragraph III of their report that, not later than 
five years from the date of the Hank Charter becoming operative, the (luverniueiu of 
India notes still outstanding should cease to bo legal tender exce|)t at (Soverninent 
treasuries. It may bo presumed tl.at by the (‘ml of fiv'e year.s very li?\v' Government of 
India notes will remain outstanding : but it woul-l be undesirable to take away the 
legal tender character of sueh note in the absence of any very dedinito advantage, to bo 
gained by so doing. No provi^iou to the effect suggested is therefore made. It is, 
however, proposed to take power for the Governor General in Council to call in notes ol 
particular series if necessity arises. 

Clause 27 .— This is based on paragrajih loo of the ('omuiis.sioirs report reg.artliiig 
the re-issne of hank notes. 

Clause 38 .—This is based upon a similar jiruvisiou in the Indian Paper Currency Act, 

and is necessary protect the Hank against a civil action in respect of notes lost, 

stolen, mutilated or im])erfect. The pre.sent practice by which a note may' bi* divided 
into two halves and the halves when joined together are aceepted a.s legal tender remains 
unaffected. 

Clauses 29 ami 30. —These are. based upon similar provisions in the Indian Paper 
Currency Act. 192:t. The proviso in danse 29 has been altered from the form in which 
it stood for many years in order to make it dear that ehoijues upon a banking account 
are not prohibited'by that danse. (?veu though the account may be overdrawn. 

Clause 31, —This gives effect to the recommendations in paragrapii 14.') of the 
Commission’s report regarding the constitution of tlie Reserve. 

Suh-clause 2.—The Joint Committee introduced in the previous Bill a provision 
reiiuiring that after the end of ten years the amount of gold seenvities in the Reserve 
must never exceed one-half of the total gold assets. Ihis has been omitted, as such a 
provision is likely to provo iindnly hampering to the executive of the Hank in the 
management of the Reserve. 

Suh-clause 5..—The amount of silver co.iu and bullion now held in the Paper Currency 
Keserve is 110 crores, or 2r> crores more than the amount held at the time at which the 
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Koyal (./ominissrion made their reonmmeudatiouH. It ia open to grave doubt whether it. 
would be poaaible without a aerioiis disturbance of the silver markets of the world to 
dispose of this surplus silver within a period of ton years. Partly for this reason anti 
juirtly becatiso of the obligation imposed on the Bank by clause 117 to supply rupees freely 
to th(‘public in such quantities as may be required for circulation, the limits of the amount 
of rupee coin which may be held at various periods in the Keserve have boon increased 
by 20 crores each. 

Huh- riausa 5. —The ijroportion of the gold coin and gold bullion hobl in t he lleserve 
which must be kept in British India has boon raisoil to S.') per cont. The raising of tho 
proportion to this extent has been rendered possible largely by the elimiiiation of the 
provision for tlie sale of gobl for delivery outside India which was recommended .by the 
Commission. 

Sub-clanan 6 .—The Joint Committee wished to prohibit the holding in the* Reserve of 
l)ills of exchange drawn on foreign gold standard countries as an unnecessary and undesi¬ 
rable feature of a gold reserve. But tho provision to which the Joint Committee objected 
appears ill Statutes regulating the conduct of other central banks, and the Covornment of 
India are satisfied that the same liberty should be given to the Roservo Bank of India. 

Clfiiise •Vi'.—This gives efiVet to the recommendation in paragraph 14tj to the Com¬ 
mission’s report defining the liabilities of the Issue Department. The initial amount of 
.'iO crores of rupees for the purpose of providing for rupee redemption recommended by 
tho Commission has howev(*r now been alterotl to 40 crores. The original figure was 
based on an estimate indicating the total umouut of rupees that might be spared from 
circulation as about 250 crores. In view of the changes now proposed as regards the 
permissible silver holding in the Reserve and of the return of rupees from circulation 
since the Royal t’ommission reported, it is considered safe to reduce the figure for rupee 
redemption to 40 crores of rupees. 

The provision in sub-clause (2) of this clause is similar to that in the proviso to sub¬ 
section (fi) of section IS of the Indian Bapi*r Currency .\ct, 1023, although it differs in 
ilotail. Under (he Indian Paper Currency Aet, 102.3, notes of denominational value 
exceeding Rs. 100 cannot be deemed to bo not in circulation until 100 years after the date 
of issuo whereas notes of lower denominations are so deemed after 40 yeais. This distinc¬ 
tion between the higher and the lower donomination.s of notes is undesirable. In practice 
notes of higher denomination are much loss likely to beoiitstan ling for a very long perio<l 
than uot<‘8 of lower denomination and the practice at the Bank of England is to treat all 
notes a.s not in circulation after 40 years. It is considorod that tho Reserve liank might 
with advantage follow tho practice of the Bank of England. 

CtdUHf ,V-V. —This is based upon paragra])h 144 of the report. The t.'ommi.ssion recom¬ 
mended that coiu and bullion and securities to bo transferred to the Issue Department 
shouhl be specilieil in a Schedule. The amount of notes in circulation at tho time of 
inauguration of the Bank will not be known when the Bill is inlrofliicod and passed and 
also between the dates of introduction of the Bill and its passing into law and the 
inauguration of the Hank, there will bo changes in the constitution of the Reserve ludd 
against note issue. It is, therefore, proposed to provitle for the transfer to the Bank of 
assets of such a nature as to (*uable the Bank to constitute tho Reserve in accordance with 
the requirements laid down in the Act. In oivler to give the now Bank the nectjasary 
margin over minimum requiroinonts, it is proposed to include in tho as.sets transferred, 
gold and g<dd securities equal to oiio-half of the liabilities of the Issue Department as 
suggested in clause .» (a) of Schodule III to the report. 

ClauHt 34 .— This gives elTect to tho recommendation in paragraph 147 of the report 
regarding the disposal of surplus rupees by the Bank. 

Clause 35.“- This gives etlisct to the recommendations of the Comnii.ssion in paragraph 
147 of the rejiort. As it would be uneconomical to coin new rupees until the stock of 
silver rupees in the Reserve is reduced to a limit of 25 crores or one-tenth of tho total 
amount of the Reservo whichever is gr«5at«>r, it is proposed to limit flie right of the Bank 
to demand the delivt>ry of rupee coins from Government. 

Clause 3(1 .— This gives elfect to tho recommendation in paragraph 14S of the report 
regarding tho mutual obligations of tho Government .and the Bank in roganl to rupee 
coin. 

Clause 37. —This gives elTtict to the recommendation in paragraph 152 of the x-eport. 
The provisions regarding mohurs introduced by tho Joint Committee in this clause have 
been omitted. 

Clauses ,38 and 39. —This gives effect to tho recommoridations in paragraphs 1.50 and 
16(> of (ho Commi.ssion’8 report regarding the sale of gold and gold exchange by the Bank. 
Certain modifications are however proposed. The obligation to soli gold for delivery at 
foreign centres has boon replaced by a permanent obligation to sell gold exchange from 
the outset in any gold standard country notified in this behalf by tho Government of 
India. It is considered that the obligation imposed on the Reserve Bank to keep stable 
tho value of the ciirrenoy will be made capable of fulfilment by this ])roviaion, while at 
the same time it will make it possible for a greater proportion of gold to be held in India. 
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The latest <late reoominwndoil hy the Currency Corumisaion on which the oblif^ation 
to 8t*ll ffolil Bliouhl have elToct is let January, 1931. The; Joint Ooinmitteo advanced it by 
six mnntlis and for the reaaona Kiveii under clauae 1 it has bucn coiihidered necieHaary 
that power Hhould be taken to pottpono the effective operation of this section in the 
manner pr(»vid»‘d in that clause. 

Tho ininiinnin amount of Rold to he purchasod or sobi was originally fixed at 1,06') 
tolas ba.sed on the fact that the weight of commercial bars in Tiomion is 400 oz.s. This 
original fiyure is in both cases now ro<lnced to 2,')0 tolas as beiuf> a fif'ure more suited to 
Inilian conditions. 

The Commission recommended that during' the transition period the Reserve Bank 
should be under an oblij^ation to sell Kold or Kobl exchanf^e at its option. As the Bank 
miust concetitrate on l)uildinu up its Kold holdings in order to f)e in a i)nsition tf) undertake 
the I’.efinito obligation to sell ('old proscribed for a later staee, tho o])tion to sell {jold 
tluriiif' the interim period has been replaced by the immmliate permanent obligation 
to sell gold exchange already mentioned. 

Clatisn 40. —This gives effect to the recommomlation in paragraphs I.")! anil 16l) of 
tli<' Commission’s report 

Clause 41. —This gives effect to the recommendation in paragraph l.')3 of the report 
regarding the suspension of reserve ro<iniremenl.s. 

Clause 42. — 'J’his givns effect to tlie recommendation in paragraph 1.04 of tho Com¬ 
mission’s report. But it is now made clear that the Hank i.s to be exempted only from 
the payment of stamp duty under the Indian Stamp .Act. IS'.tO, in respect of the bank 
notes issued by it. It is not the intentioti to give any wider exemption. 

Clause 43. —The provisions in this clause arc in accordance with the recommendations 
in paragrajih 119 of the report. 'I'he Commission recommended that tho (lovornor 
General in Council should have the right to take over the assets of the Issue Department 
So far as they are required to meet tha liability of the nott) nr of rup'-e redemption. It is 
jiropiKsed to give the Governor General in Council the right to take over the assets not 
only of the Issue Department but of the Banking Department as well, as in theory such a 
nec'ssity might arisu if tho Bank faileil to keep suflicient assets in the Issue I)ei>artment. 
A provision is also made for the carrying on of the note is.sue in such circum.stances by 
some other agency determineil by the Governor Gener.il in Council. 

Clause 44, —'I’liis gives effect to the recommendation in paragraph 161 of the Com¬ 
mission’s report with certain modifications. The percentages for minimum reserve 
ftaiances recommendeil by the Commission appear somewhat high for India. It is, 
therefore, itroposed to reduce these percentages to 7\ and 2\ pc-r cent, of the demand and 
time liabilitic.s, rospi-ctively. 

The. definition of ‘ Bank ’ or ‘ Banker’ suggested in paragraph 162 of the Commission’s 
repiirt is imperfect, but it is difllcult to arive at any sati.sfactory definition. It is, however, 
considereil that if tho Reserve Bank is to exercise proper control over the credit system 
of the country, the. obligation imposed by this clau.se must be extended as widely as 
po.ssible and .should fall upon every firm of any standing or importance doing banking 
business in Britisli India. It is, therefore, proposed to exhiliit in a Schednle attached to 
the l ill the banks to which the provision in this clause should apply in the first instance, 
all hanks being included which liave a paid-up capital aud reserve of an aggregate value 
of not less than three lakhs of rupees. For the future tin* Governor Gener.il in Council 
is re(|uired to includi' among the schedtilod banks any bank which attains tlio necessary 
standing or importance and to exclude, any bank which falls short of that standard. 

Tho method of coiupiuing of the requisite proportion of the demand and time 
liabilities of the banks affected, follows the provisions made for the same purpose in the 
Federal Reserve System of the United States of America. 

As the- monthly return prescribed in paragraph 161 of the report will show only the 
position at the, close of tho months to which it relates, it is nece.ssary to provide for the 
recei|)t of the information mentioned in sub-clause (■>) of this clause. 

It is also necessary that |»rovision should be made to enable the Government to take 
ae.tion not only on tho monthly report submitted by the Bank, but also on any report 
received from the Board of the Reserve Bank. 

The ijrovision in paragraph 161 of the Commission’s report, which requires a 
summary of the monthly return of each h.ank to be piiblisluMl, has been omitted as the 
partienlars required for the ])iirpose of this clause furnish only a partial statement of the 
bank’s affairs and their publication might mislead the public as regards the financial 
position of a hank. 

Clause 46. —This follows the intention of paragraph S7 of the report. 

Clause 46. —This is baaed upon the recomiuendution in paragraph 10(1 of the Citm- 
inission’s report. It is considered unnecessary to build uj) the reserve fund as quickly as 
the Commis.sion suggest and a lower rate of uccninulation has, therefore, been proposetl. 
Also the additional dividend to be given to sliareholders under certain circumstances has 
been reduced from a ina.ximuin of 3 per cent, recommended by tho Commission to one of 
2 per cent. 
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C7rt»t,svj Z/. -'riiis f»ives efft'Ot to the recoinmonthitioii in j):ira^raph 158 of the Coiii- 
iiiifwioirs ru[)i)rt. 

Olaitftcs 48, 49 and 50. —These give effect to tho roooiniiieiulation in paragraph 156 of 
tlio report. 

Cliinm; 51. —This gives effect to tiie reooiumeudation in paragraph 157 of the report. 

Ctnnsr. 53. —it is neeo.ssary to make provision for (he contiiigi'ncy of tho liquiilatiou 
of tlie Hank iiiul the tli.stril)iition of tiio resorve fund and surplus as.sots, if anj% of the 
i;ank. 

o-J. —'Phis is based upon the reconimeiidatioii in paragraph Itit of thir report. 
'Phe Counnissiou proposeil that the (Jovc-rnor Geiitiral in (Council should he given absolute 
power to make regulations. It is thought preferable that regulations shoulil bo made bj' 
the Board with tho pre\Mous approval of tho Governor General in Council. 

Local Boards are not to bii constituted on the creation of tin* Reserve Bank, but it is 
proposed to give power to the Reserve Bank Board to establish such Local Boards if consi¬ 
dered necessary later on and to delegate to them such powers and functions as may hn 
desirable. 

Vlanxe 54. —The obligation imposed on the Government by the Currency Act IV of 
ni27 to receive sovereigns and half-sovereigns front tho public nt Mieir b'.tilion value will 
he taken over by the Bank simultaneously with tho transfer of the conduct of note i.ssue 
to it. 

The Firet Schedule. —Tho F'irst Schodulo in tiro Hill as amended by tho Joint Coin- 
mitteo has beeji brought up-to-date. 

The Secund Snhcdulc. —'Phe provisions contained in this Hch«*<lulo involve no fresh 
charge on the tax-[)ayHr. They* are designod to compensate the Tiuperial Bank of India 
for the agency work done for the Rt'serve Bink and for the loss in respisct of non-paying 
branches. 

The Third Schedule. —'Phis gives the scale of additional dividend payable to the 
shandiolders and is so fixed as to give a ma.xiiiiuui of 2 per cent, iti addition to the ordi¬ 
nary dividend of 5 j)er cent. 

'The Fonrlh Schedule.. —This is based upon Schoduh? TV to tho risport of the Gomniis- 
sion. 'Phe gold coin nr bullion held by the Bank in the Issue Department in India is 
proi)osed to be shown separately from that held ontsi<le India.

Character of the season. —Tn tli'j st»con<l forocasl, issuoil in December l.ist, the 
weather was alroad}’ reviewed up to the end ol' October as havint; been fairly favourable 
in Kast and some North Bengal districts, while elsewht're the erop was described as had 
to poor. Bince I lien dry weather hits been favourable for reaping and threshing 
operations of the crop. 

Acreage.— .\ccoriling to the estimal<*s returned by the District Ollicers the total area 
under winter rice is acres, as against the revised ligure of 1 l,4l<S,;5tMI acres in 

the final forecast of last yetir or about S‘6 per cent, less than last year. 

Outturn. —From the summary of the district returns appended, it will apjiear that 
only Julpaiguri and Mymensingh report a normal crop of JdO jier cent. Ten districts 
report a croj» varying from SO to ifS jier cent. Eleven districts report a crop varying 
from fiO to 75 per cei»t. In Murshidabad, Nadia and Burdwan tlio pt-rcentages of the 
normal crop reported are only fill. In MaMa the crop* is as low as Iti per cent. only. 

As compared with the second forecast a bettor crop luis been harvested in seven 
districts in East and North Bengal, while in the districts of Burdwan, Bankura and 
liajshuhi the crop has deteriorated from the previous estimates. In the remaining 
districts there has been no change since the secomi forecast. 

According to the estimates in question the provincial outturn works up to 7S per 
cent, of the normal as against 85 per cent, lust year. 

Accepting 7iS per cent, as the provincial outturn, the gross yield of the crop, on the 
basis of a normal yield of 12.^ maunds of clean grain per acre, is estimaleil at 4,731,400 
tons this year as against the revised figure of o.tJil'J.fiOO tons in tho final forecast of last 
year or about 10 per cent, less than last year.

In the latter three ilistricts the number of por-tons employed on test 
relief works was 564, 14,279 an>l 2,4.32, respectively. The average price of common rice for the pro¬ 
vince has romaiiieil practically the same as compareil with that of the previous week.

—Tho followiui'dratt rules, whicdi have I>een 
framed by th<! OommissionerH of the Nabadwip Mnuie.ipality in 
* *' the district of Nadia, under sections 237 (2) ami 211 of the. Boni'al 

Municipal Act, 1881 (Benj^al Act III of 1884), and which the Ooveriilumit of Bengal 
(Mi')istry of Local Self-Government) propose to sanction under clau.se (2) of section 211, 
are published for the information of persons affected thereby. 

2. The draft rules will bo tikon into consitlerafion on the lOth Ajiril 1928, and any 
objection or suggestion rticeived by the iinduraigued through the .Magistrate before that 
date will he duly considered ;— 

Rules framed under seetlons 237 (2) and 241 (t) of the Bengal Municipal Act, 
1884, for regulating the ereotlon and re-ereotlon of houses within the 
limits of the area of the Munlolpallty of Nabadwip. 

1. In these rules the term “house” has the aaino meaning as in clause i•/) of 
aecLion (5 of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884 (Bengal Act III of 1884), excej)! that it does 
not iucliulo a hut. 

2. Every person who intends to erect or ro-eroct a hou.se ahall forward to the 
Chairman, with the notice retjnired by section 2.'57 (/) of tho Bengal Municipal Act, 1881, 
the following information :— 

(a) the position of the site, 

tTi) the circle and number of tho site assigned to it in the assessment book, 

(c) a plan of the sito in duplicate drawn to a scale of not less than .')() feet to an inch 
showing its boundaries and position in relation to noighhouriug roads, drains, 
tanks and biuUling.s, 
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(fl) (IruwingB on scale of not less than 8 feet to an inch, shovvin;' a ground plan, two 
sections and elevation of ihepro]>oHed building. All proposed drains, privies 
and cesspools must also be shown on the drawings, 

(fl) a description of the materials and method of construction to be used for th<* 
external and party walls, roofs and floors of tho buildings, privies, drains 
and cesspools in the house. 

N.Ji. The notice and the plan must be submitted on superior (juality of paper of 
foolscap sisu. 


The plans referretl to in rule 2 most be signed clearly and in'a iironiineait plac (4 
by tho owimr of the building, or it he is an illiterate man, by anj* othe,r person authorized 
by him to sign in his be.half, in which case they must be marked with tho owner’s thumb 
impression. 

4, The plan of every house shall show— 

(fl) the level of tho foundation which, in case of a single-storied house, shall not be 
loss than two feet, and in case of a double-storiod less than four foot below 
the level of the ground, 

(ft) the level of the lowest floor which shall not bo less than 18 inches above the 
level of the ground, and 

(fl) tho thicknots of the external and party walls. 

Every hous-.' .shall have a courtyard or open space of at least S'x 12'exclusive of 
the spaces to bo provided under rub's 6 and 7, provided that the Coniini.ssionors at a 
meeting may e.xempi anj’ house! from the operation of this rule! on special grounds. 

I). At least three feet of fr.'O passage or way shall bo kept in front of every bouse 
which is on the. alignment of any public road, jirovided the t'ommissionors at a meeting 
may exempt any hoinso from the operation of this rule when it is to be erected or re¬ 
erected on laml measuring less than two cottahs. 

7. livery house erected or re ere<!teil shall ha%e a clear space of at least two feset on 
all aides for free passage and ventilation, provided th.it tho Commi.'ssioners at a inoeting 
may exempt any house from the operation of this rule on .special grounds. 

8. (1) No privy shall bo placed in the space ro(juirod by this Act to bo left at the 
back of a building— 

(a) unle.ss tho total height of tho privy does not exceeil eleven foot, and 

(b) unless there is a spao<! of at least four feet botwei'ii tho nearest wall and the 

service aperture of the jirivy. 

(2) No privy situated in, or adjacent to, a building shall be placed at a di.stance of le.s.s 
than— 

(r/.) .six feet from any other biiihling which is a public building, or 

(h) four feet from any other building which is, or is likely to be, used as a nw"Iling 
place, or as a place in which any person is, or is iniended to be, employed in 
any manufticturo, trade or business, provided the tlommi.ssioner8 at a mei'ting 
may exempt any privy from tho operation of this rule when it is to be erected 
or rc-erected on hind measuring less than two cuttal'.s, 

(c) si.x feet from any public drain or road. 

9. No privy shall be placi'd on any uppi'r tloor of a building. 

10. Models and type-plans of privies and urinals, approved by the t'ommi.ssioners, 
with estimates of the cost of constructing privies ainl urinals in accordance 
therewith, shall bo kept in the Municipal Ollice, and shall he open to inspection 
by any person at all reasonable times without charge, hut no person shall be bound 
to construct any privy or urinal in accordance with any such moilel or tj’pe-plan if the 
same be constructed in accordance with the other rules contained herein. 

11. (1) A drain must bo provided for every privy and every urinal. 

(2) Such drain must be constructed of some impervious matorial and must cminect 
the floor of tho privy or urinal— • 

(a) with a drain communicating with a municipal drain or sewer, or 

(b) if permitted by tho Commissioners, with an impervious cesspool, the contents of 

which can be removed either by baud or by flow, after filtration. 
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12. (1) The flDor of every privy tind urinal— 

(ft) must, if tlie CommisBioners iu any case so direct, bo made of one of the follow¬ 
ing materialH to be selected by the owner of the privy or urinal, that ia to 
say, glazed tiles, urtiticial stone or cement, or 

(/tj il no such dirc'ctiou is given, must bo made of thoroughly well-burnt earthen 
tiles or bricks plastered (and nut merely pointed) with cement, and 

(c) must be in every part at a height of not less than six inches above the level of 
the aurfaco of the gro\iud adjoining the privy or urinal. 


(2) The floor of every privy anti every urinal must have a fall or inclination of at 
least half-an-inch to the foot either towards the dri'iii prescribed by rule 11, and the. 
platform must, be similarly sloped towards the ape.rture. 

13. Tlie walls and the roof (if any) of every privy and urinal shall be made of such 
materials as may be approved by the Commissioners : 

Provided that in the case of privies, the entire surface of the walls below the pliitform 
shall either be rendered iu cement or be made as prescribed iu clause (a) or clause (It) of 
rule 12. 

14. The platform of every privy or urinal must either bo plastered with cement or 
be made of some water-tight non-absorbent material as prescribed in rule 12.

—X<itwithstaridinff the pnivisioiis of clause di) 
an additional fee of Rs. 50 shall be charjfed for the 
inspectifin of a boiler on a Sunday, Christmas D.ay, New 
Year’s Day, (lood Fi-iday, and tlie Kiiiff’s Birthday, 
jirovidetl that sjicli ins|iection is made at the request of 
the owner of tlie boiler. Ifalf of the additional fee so 
charj'ed shall be paid to the Inspector, the other half 
sliall he credited to the“ Steam Boiler Inspection Funil.”

(/;) pass orders in all I'uses in which an Inspector jiroposes to 
increase or redin’e the pressure allowed for anv boilei' 
under proviso (a) {ii) of sec-tion S (di or to revoke, cam-el 
or refuse to renew the eertifi«-ate of a lioiler undei 
section 11, or to order iiuportaut repairs, structual 
alterations, or renewals in a boiler under section 8; 
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for insjiection; , 

(j) decide all appeals a^^ainsl the onlci 
.si'ctiou 19; 

(/•i sanction prosecutions iiiidcr the -y''.’ 

(/) eiKiuire into serious accidents to houers; 

(,«) piciuire the Annual Rei.ort of tlie working- of the Indian 
Boilers Art. 1923: and 

(//1 jirepare the hudffet estimates fur cai’r\'iiio‘out the juiiinisis 
of the Aet. 


Hi. 'I’he t’liiel Insiieelor may advise owners rejrarclinn' llie 
maintenance, workinjr and cleaning of boilers. Siieli insfriictions 
as lie mav i.ssue for flii.s |)iirpose shall he hiiti^ tip in each hoilei 
house. 

17. The (’hief Inspector shall keej) in his oftice-- 
(r/) a reyister in l‘'orui A attached to the.se rules of all boilers 
reyisteied in the jirovince, or the registry of which 
has Ix-en liansferred from another province; 

{//) the ri'yistratioii hook and nieinoraudnni of inspection hook 
of all boilers home on his leyister, 

(cl a reyister of appeals; 

(//} a reyister of accidents; and 

(e) a reyister of reyistration and inspect ion-fees received. 


IH. 'I'he (Ihief Inspector sliall lie the controlliny or eoniitersiyn- 
iny authority in respect of all contiiiyent liills and of travelliny 
allowance hills of otlicers subordinate to him. 

19. W’lien a certificate is re([nired for a boiler, apjilicaiinn 
shall he made to the (’hief Insjieclor of Boilers by the owner or 
ayent in Korni B. No. I appended to these rules yiviny at least 
fourteen days' notice of the date* on which the boiler will he ready 
for inspection, and the fee prescribed under rule IK/) shall he 
paid, with the applietition, to the office of the Director of Tndu.s-

with the receipt by the cashier of the ollice of the Director of

22. 'I'he main duties of In.s])pcfors as laid down in the Aet 
shall he the inspection and examination of boilers and steam pipe.s. 
Inspections shall he cari'ieil out in strict accordance with Part II 
of the Beyulatioiis and (Chapters TX and X of these rules. 

23. 'I'here shall he two kimls of iiispi^i'tion of boilers: — 

in) When the «-.ertificate yrunted umh'i- this Aet is about to 
cx})ire or when it has hc'cti revoked or suspended under 
.si-ctiou 11 and the owner desii'es that it shall he renewed, 
a thorouyh examination, inside* and outside, shall he 
made hy one of the fnsjiectors in person, for which 
l)ur])ose the boilers nuist be prepared as required by 
reyulation 150. 

K/l All ordinary’ inspection may be made by an Irisnector at 
any' time for the purpose of ascertaininy wnether a 
certificate sheiuld be r«*voked nr suspended uniler 
section 11 of the Act. 

21. Ill addition to the in.spection and exaininatinn of boilers, 
it sh.all b(* llie duty' of Tnspert.oi’s to search f<ir unreyistered or 
iiricertificiiied boilers within tneir areas, and to see that certificated 
boilers are. worked in uceordanee with the terms of their certificates, 
and with any reyulation or rule under the Act for safe working.

2G. Inspectors shall —

(/•) keep a diary for niontlily suhmission to the Chief Inspector, 
showing places visifetl, boilers registered or inspected, 
variations troiii the prograiiiiue, and any other ini- 
liortant jiart iculars; 

(f/) receive apjilications for registration or inspection under 
section 7 or <S, proposals for repairs, alterations oi‘ 
renewals under sections i2 ami l-l, reports ot accidents 
under section 18; 

le) en<iuire into accidents to boilers or steainjiipes and reiiort 
to the (Miief Inspector: 

(/) report to the (3iief Inspector cases of iinreported accidents 
discovered at (he time of inspei-tion ; and 

(;/) suhniit for t he ordcus .•! the (3iief In.spector— 

(/) the nieinoranduin of ins|)ection hooks of all boilers 
proposed for registration under section 7; 

{ii) pro[)osals for increasing or decreasing the pres.suie 
of ii hoiler after inspection under jiroviso (u) iii} 
of section 8 (d); 

{ill) proposals for necessary repairs, structural alterations 
or renewals to a hoiler after inspection under 
sect ion 8 or 12 ; 

(ir) projiosals for revoking, ••ancelling or refusing to 
renew a certificate under section 8 or 11 ; 

(r) repoi't when boilers have not been properly pre^iarei! 
for iiisjiection under section 14; 

(I'i) proposals for jirosecntions under the Act. 

27. When an inspection under the Act is completed, the 
Insjiector making it shiill piejiare a dei-laration in l•'ornl Xo. B 2 
appended to these lules in cidunin 8 of whiidi the limit of the work¬ 
ing pi-essure, in pounds pei sipiare inch, shall he clearly noted. 

28. Upon receijit id' the deidaration in the office, a certificate 
anthoi'ising the use of the hoiler shall he prepared in the Form 
VT pre.scrthed by regulations. Such certificate shall he signed by 
the Insjiector and the ('hief Insjiector and shall he delivered to 
the. owner, manager or agent of the steam hoiler inspected. 

The time for the iiisjiection of hoiler shall he between sunrise 
and sunset. 

\For other duties of Inspertors, vide rules 29, iV), HI. .3,3, 
•3o, 49, d.'i, da, and -57. | 

VII.—Accidents. 

29. Ou receipt of a report of an ac.cident to a boiler or .steam- 

pipe under section 18. the Insjiector shall, with the least jiossihle 

dela.v, jiroceed to the jilace to investigate the accident. If the 

rejioi’t is received by the t’liief Insjiector, he shall forward it 

at once to the Inspector, within whose jurisdiction the accident 
has occurred, for necessary action. 

30. The Inspector at his enquiry shall make u careful exami¬ 
nation of the danniged jiarts, and shall take such nieasurenicnls 
and make such sketches for the jiurjiose of his T’ejiort, as he may 
deem nece.s.saiy. He shall enquire into the circumstances attend¬ 
ing the accident and note the time of its occurrence, its nature 
and extent, the injury" I’auscd to j)orson.s and the ilaniage done to 
jironei’ty. The rcjiort should he in the style of the Kejiorts of 
I’reliniinarv Enejuiries undei- the British Boiler Exjilosion Acts, 
1882 and 1890. 

31. Iiispei-tors .shall take the written .statements of witne.sses 
and all persons iniinediately concerned with the accident. In 
order to comply with the jirovision.s of section 18 (2) the Inspector 
.shall present to the owner or person in charge of the boiler a series 
of written questions on all jioints that are material to the enquiry. 
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Attendance ol 
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Kx ijartp 
decibioD.s. 

Coats in 
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32. The Inspector shall ileciile whether the use of the holler 
ran he permitted at the .same or a( a lower pressure without re¬ 
pairs or pendinp^ tl»e roinpletion ot any lepairs or alterations that 
lie may order. In no rase shall he issue a provisional order or 
renewal rertifirale, until his orders have been earned out. 

.{•i. The report shall he sen! without delay to the Chief lu.spee- 
tiir who, it he eonsiders that the investif^ation has been suUieient, 
shall reeord the faets in his reifisler of aeeidents and shall enter 
a brief account of the accident in the registration and memoran¬ 
dum of insjiertion hooks. If, however, the accident is of a serious 
nature and in ail cases in which an explosion has occurred the 
Clieif Inspector, on receipt of the report of the. fniKpector, .shall 
jirocecd to investijjate the accident personally', oi- with the 
assistance of a meniher of the Holler Coinini.ssion, wlio may he 
appointed for this puipose liy thi* I’rosident. 

34. A lirief account of all accidents and their causes .bhall 
he included in the annual iejiort nn the working: of the Act. 

30. It ill the cour.sft of an insiiecfioii or at any other time, the 
Inspector discovers damage which conics within the defiiiition ol 
an accident, but which has not been reported, he shall ropoit the 
facts at OUCH lo the Chief Insjiector lor ai'tioii under section 24 (</>. 

VIII.—Appeals. 

3(i, In this part “appellate authoiity ” means the appellate 
autliolily a> const ilulcd under --ccliDn 211 ut the Ai’l. 

37. Tlie Jhiiler Commission shall be the standiiifi: ..^piiellale 
Authority to he constituted hy the J^ocal (jovernniont under sec¬ 
tion 2(1 of the Act. 

I’rovidcd that the Chiel Inspector and any niemher ot the 
Coiitittissioii directly iniercsted in the boiler about which an appiial 
is maile shall not sit as incnihers, when the Cominissioti is siltiiif; 
as an aiipellatc authority. i 

38. The Fiesideiit and three menihcis sliu.ll constitute tlie 
liitorum of the apjicllalc authority. 

39. Every petition of appeal shall he made' in wiitiiiff eithei 
in Kiicflish or in the veriiacuiai’. 

4U. A petition of appeal may' he presented either personally 
or hy reg-isteied post to the Chief Inspectoi'. 

41. I'he petition of appeal shall he accompanied hy the oii- 
t^'inal order, notice or leporl ajijiealed ayiiinst, or hy a certified 
copy thereof; or wlieie no such oiiler, notice, or report has been 
made in writing, by a clear stateinent of the facts appealed against, 
llic grouiuhs ot ajipeal, and the relevant section of the Act. 

42. (In receipt ot an ajipeal, the Chief inspector shall, if the 
appeal is to he heard hy him.self, at once fix a dale for hearing 
Ilic iijijieal ; aiul it it is to he hcaiil hy the a])pcllatc authority, 
obtain a date tor the hearing of the appeal from the Fiesideiit ol 
that authority. TSo delay sliall he made in deciding appeals. The 
decision sliall ordinarily he given within ten day's from the receipt 
lit tlio petition of ai>peai. 

43. When the date for hearing has been fixed, the Chief 
Inspector shall at once issue a notice to the appellant stating the 
ilate for lieariiig and iiifonniiig him tliat if he wi.shes to he heal'd 
in supjiort of the appeal or to pi'odiice evidence, he must he present 
either in per.son or hy authorized agent witli his evidence on the 
dale fixed. The notice shall he sent hy i-egistered post to such 
address as shall he entered in tlie petition of appeal. 

44. In -all appeals the Chief inspector shall decide whether 
the presence of the Inspector is necessary, and shall issue orders 
accordingly. 

4;j. The ajipellatc authority sliall have jiower to secure the 
attendance of witnesses and to make local einiuirie.s and for this 
jniipo.se shall exorcise the powers of a (,'onrt under the piovisioiis 
of the Code ot Civil I’roi'cdurc, 19(),S. 

4(). If the appellant is not prc.seiit on Hie date fixed, the appeal 
may he decided in hi.s absence. 

47. Ill appeals hefoi-e the ajijiellatc authority the President 
of the authority' shall fix the costs and recover tlicm from the 
iiljpcllant ill any c a.se in which tlie upjieal is disnii.s.sed. In all cuises 
of apjical in which a local insiiection is renuired by' tlie appellant 
he shall deposit in advani'e the full costs of such inspection. 
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48. Aliy order on appeal axithorizinpr the registerin(>; of a 
boiler or tlie fyi'anl or I'enewal of a ••eriificate shall be deemed to 
be subject to the payment of .siudi fees as are pvesci-ibcd by iiib-^ 
or reg'nlatioiis framed under the Act. 

iX,—Administrative Instructions for Registration. 

45J. Inspectors sliall carry ont the technical instruct ion-^ for 
the reffistration of boilers, as laid down in Part IT of the Reoii- 
latious, with the frreatest care and precision, as the details oi 
measurement recorded at the time of re<^istration con-'titute a 
permanent record for the. boiler and determine the orio-inal pies- 
sure at which the boiler i-^ allowe.i to work.

51. 'file Chief Inspector shall maintain a rc”-is1er of regis¬ 
tered boilers in serial order in Poriii A in two ])aits; in Part I 
(boiler.s oiif^inally reffistered in the province) the ie<;is(cred 
number of a boiler shall be the one immediately followiii”' the 
last serial nuntlier in the re^rister. (tap numliers due to boilci> 
bein^ broken up or transferred to another province sliall not be 
filled 11 ( 1 . Ill Part II (boilers orijrinally reftisleied in olbei 
provinces) entries shall be made as pre.siiibed in rule .'i:). 

52. AVlieiiev(‘r a boiler is transfericil from one piotliii’c lo 
another, the owner shall, under section (! ihi, ajiplx’ to the Chicl 
Inspei-tor of the jirovince to which the boiler is transferred, for the 
registration of tlie tran.sf»>r; the boiler cannot b«‘ used until 
registration has beiui effected. Th>> Chicl liis|)ccior 'hall tlicn 
obtain from that jiioviiicc the if'eistrat ion book and iiKMiioraiiduni 
of inspection honk (d' the boiler. Ao fee shall hi* chargerl tor 
recording transfer. 

53. On receipt of the registration and memoranduin id iiisjiec- 
tion books the Cliief Inspector shall enter the boiler under its 
original nuuilxM in Part II of his register. 'I’he regisiration bonk 
and the memorandum id' iiisjiectioii book shall be kept in the 
(’hief I iisjiectnr's otiice. 

54. AVheiiever a boiler has been traiisterred to anotlicr iiio- 
vinee. or broken up. the tact sliall be noted in the registei. 

In the cas(> id' a hoiler that has been perniaiiciitlv dismantled 
the registration boid. and tlie iiiemoratidum of Inspection hook 
shall be destroyed. 

X.—Administrative instructions for inspection. 

55. Iiispectois shall carry out the inspection of boilers In 
accordance with the detailed instructions contained in Part 1 1 of 
the Itegulations. 'I’lie Inspector previous to an iusjicciioii slmll 
scrutinize the memoranduin id’ insjiection book and shall nme 
any entries that may liave been made at the last ins])ect ion. 

5G. Insjiectors, when iiisjiectiug one boiler of a baltery, shall 
also examine the other boilers under steam, with special ndcieni'c 
to the water gmuges, pressure gauges and safety valves. 

57. .Ml certificates shall be issued from tlic heail oiiicc attm 
being countersigned b_v the Chief Inspector. 

A provisional order shall be issued in eaidi ease of iegistratiou 
after the hydraulic te.st if the Iiispeetor is satisfied. 'I'lie .steam 
test may he taken at any eoveiiient time within the jieriod of the 
provisional ordiu’, after which, if tin* test is satisfaetoi\\ , the certi¬ 
ficate under seclioii 7 of the Act shall be issued. 

A provisional order shall also be issued alter^ eaidi cnmjileted 
iiispeefion for renewal id' the certificate so as to give autlmnty toi 
the use of the hoiler ])eiiiliiig the issue of the cortifieate. 

The period siioeified in any certificate or provisional order shall 
hegin on Ihe day following that on which the comiileted hydiaulie 
test or thorough inspectioti is made. 

58. Provisional ordeis and certificates shall he issued in l-'m ms 
V and VI, respectively, prescrihed undei the Regulations.

It is announced for general information that under section 25 (i) of the Indian 
Universities Act, 1904 (Vill of 1904), as amended by the Calcutta University Act, 1921 
(VI1 of 1921), the Government of Hengal, in the Ministry of Education, have sanctioned 
the following changes in the Regulations relating to the Medical Examinations of this 
University. 

The following transitory provisions relating to the Medical Examinations of the 
Calcutta University have been adopted :— 

“The First M. B. Examination will bo held under tho New Regulations for the first 
time in April 1928. It may also be held in accordance with Old Regulations in April and 
November 1928 (and on im subsequent occasion). 

A candidate who has passed the Preliminary Scientific M. B. Examination in 1927 or 
earlier under the Old Regulations after passing I.So. Examination will be required to 
appear at the First M.B. Examination in the following subjects, namely. Anatomy, 
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Physiology and Organic Cneinistry as under the New Regulations. If he jiasses in 
Organic (hiernistry, he will he deemed to have passed the Preliminary Scientific untler 
the New Regulations. If he fails in Organic Chemistry, he shall he deemed to have failed 
in all tin* three subjects. 

A student whose name is on the rolls of the Seconil Year Class in l'.)27 will ho 
required to pass the First M. B. Examination under the Transitory provisions as above. 

A student whose naino is on the rolls of the 'I’hird Year Class in ]‘.I27 will have the 
f)ption of aijpearing at the First M. B. Examination in April iy2tS, under the Old 
Regulations or under tlie above transitory provisions. If he fails in the examination 
held under tlie Old lieL'ulatious in April 1928, he will be allowed to appear again in that 
examination in November l‘J28. If he passes in Organic Chemistry, he will be deemed 
to hiivc pu'Sed the Pndiminary Hcientific Examination under the New Regulations. 
But if he fails again, he shall a^ipear at the j’irst ,M. B. Examination under the above 
transitory provi.sioris. A student who pa'Sed the First M. B. Exaioinafion iix 1927 under 
the Old Begulatiens will he requireil to pa.ss the Second -M. B. E.xaujinatioii under the 
following transitory provisions. 

The Si'Cond M. B. Examination under the New Regulations will be held for the first 
time in .April 1 928. 

A candidate who has passed the First .M. B. Exainin.ition under the Old Regulations 
in 1927 or earlier will ho reijnired to appear in Pathology for tlie Second .M. 1>. Examina¬ 
tion under tlie Ni‘W Regulations. If lie passes in Patliology, he wilt he deemed to have 
p.assoii Lite Second M. 1!. Kxaniination under the New Regulation-*. If he fails in tliat 
subject, he may la- re-exaniiiie(l in that snliject at siib.seijm at exainiiiatioiis.

There are two crops—early and late. The “early” crop is chiefly jfrowu iu tlie 
Chittagong Hill Tracis and in the Tripura Citate and, to a small extent, also in other 
districts. The “late” crop is chiefly grtiwn in Hankura anti Midnapore. 

Character of the season.—Sinct- the issue of the third forecast in December last, the 
weather was generally fair l>ut for drouglit which has alCuoted the late crop. 

Acroa^O.—The total area sown with early cotton is returned at 7i),S6.'J acres ami that 
with the fate crop at UlKl acres (reviseii) as against 7.'),228 acres and 1,403 acres respec¬ 
tively in the final report of last year. 

Outturn.—The outturn of the early crop is e.-tiiuated at 111,784 bales and that of the 
late crop at 12.'> bales (revised) as against 2.5,048 Rales and 320 bales, respectively, in the 
corresponding report of the last year.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal for January 1928. 

I- Character of the season.— Th*- weathiT coutinneil dry till the third week of the 
jiionth, since when there htive been occiisioniil light and scatteroil showers. The usual 
rainfall stateinent is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations.— Harvesting of winter paildy was over ; 
thivshing was in full swing. Transplant ition of snniin ir paddy seeiUings continued, hut 
the progress of the operation was not satisfactory for lack of rain. Harvesting of early 
spring crops ami culling and pressing of sugarcan^' continuoil under tavoiirablo conditions. 
Preparatory tillage for jute and other autumn crops was proceeding sb>wly owing to 
lirought. 

III. State of Standing crops. —The condition of standing crops was generally 
fair e.\cept in parts of West and North Bengal whore it was poor owing to prolonged 
drought. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. —The outturn of sugarcane was estimated 
at per cent, of the normal. A fair harvost of the spring crops is anticipated. The 
pro.spects of the late spring crops have improved a little in the atTocted districts by the 
light rainfall during the latter part of the month. 

V. Damage to standing crops. —The standing mbi crops sulTnred from drought, 
espi daily in sumo West ami North Bengal districts. 

VI Condition of agricultural stock. —The condition of live-stock was, on the 
whole, fair. Stray ca-ses of cattle-ilisoaso.‘woro, howevor, reported from fifteen districts. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder. —insufficiency of fodder was reported from 
parts of Nadia, Murshidabad and Burdwan. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains. —During the second half of the month the price of 
common rice of the cheapest quality ro.se in eleven districts, fell in four and remained 
stationary in the rest of the Presidency. The prices ranged from 4 seers 11 chilaks per 
rupee in Rangpur to 7 seers per rupee in the Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population.— The condition of tbu agricultural popula¬ 
tion was, on the whole, fair except in parks of Nadia, Murshidabad, Burdwan, Birbhum, 
Bankura, Dinajpiir and Malda, where distress contiuuetl to prevail owing to a partial 
failure of the winter rice crop. Test relief works continued in parts of Nadia, Murshi- 
ylabad, Birbhum and Malda.

Preparatory tillage for jnte and other autumn crops is proceed¬ 
ing slowly. Harvesting of spring crops anti cutting and pressing of sugarcane continue under favourable 
Conditions. Prospects of standing crops are generally fair except in some West and North Bengal 
districts where the contlition continues to he reported as poor. Distress continues to prevail in parts of 
Bankura, Dinajpur, Nadia, M urshidabad, Birbhnin and MaMa. In the latter four districts tho number 
of persons omployed on test relief works was ISO, 13,031, 21, ami l,ii8 respectively. The average 
price of common rice for the province has fallen by about 0’13 per cent, as comparcil with that of tho 
previous week.

The followiiig ainendinents in the Pension Rules'of the Calcutta ('orpi>ration and 
the revised rules regulating the commutation of pensions made by the Corporation of 
Calcutta and sanctionetl by the (iov<*rmnent of Bengal under section 4<S;> of the Calcutta, 
Municipal Act, I92.‘l, in their letter No. 22;>M , <.lated the 24t)i .Tanuary 1928. are hereby 
published for general information in compliance with the provisions of section 486 of the 
said Act ;— 


A.—Amendments in the Pension Rules. 

(1) Against the rates of “ maximum amount |)a\able ” under “ A ” scale in rule 17 
put a bracket and by the si«le of the bracket tuld the words, “ in addition to the additional 
gratuity payable under rule 2t)-A ”. 

(2) Insert the following as Rule 2t>-A •- — 

“ 2G-A. Any Municipal ollicer cir siTvant who is eligible to pension under “ ” 

scale (rule 17) shall, on retirement or ilischarge, receixe, in addition to the 
pension, an additional gratuity at the rate of half a month’s pay at the time 
of retirement or discharge for each completed year of service l•»,‘uderod by 
him. subject to a ma.vimum of fifteen mouths’ pay.” 

(J) Suhatilute the following for rule 27 : — 

Rule 27. In case of an ollicer or servant who is a contributor under these rule.s 
shall die w’hile in the municipal service after he shall have com]dcte<l five 
years’ service a compassionate allowance equivalent to half a month’s pay 
• Irawn at the time of lieath, for every completed year of service up to a limit 
of fifteen months’ (lay shall be j»aid to or for the benefit of such member or 
members of his family as the ( Jiief Executive Officer may tlecide. 

Provided that nothing in this or any of the foregoing rules contained shall be deemed 
to preclude the Corporation in their absolute discretion from granting a compassionate 
allowance to any ollicer or servant (whether eligible or ineligible to contribute, and 
whether he has contributed or not) who may have bi-en permanently ilisabled or seriously 
injured in or iluring the discharge of his duties, or to the widow and children, or in case 
he shall have left no widow or chiblren to the parents, brothers and sisters, of any such 
ollicer or servant who may have been killed in the discharge of his duties, and in a case 
where a SCIvant is in receipt of a pay of less than Rs. 2.'> per mensem , who may have 
become unfit for further discharge of his ihities from natural or other causes or may have 
become dia.abled in the service of the Municipality.” 

These amendments apply to all retirements with effect from 1st April 1924. 


B.—Revised pules regulating the commutation of pensions. 

In supersession of the rules regulating the commutation of pensions sanctioned by 
the Government of Bengal in notification No. 204fiM., dated the 27th August 191.5, the 
following new rules are sanctioned from 1st April 1924. 

1. Any Corporation servant who is entitled to pension may he granted, subject tO’ 
the conilitiuns hereinafter specified, to comniiilP for a lump payment any portion, not

tixceudin^ oue>half of any pension which has becin or may )>e ('ranted to him iindor 
rules f?ainod by the Corporation in that behalf. |;ui any suoli oominutation shall be 
subject t<i the, condition :— 

That the resi<lue of the pension after coiuinutatioii shall be fullicieut in the opinion 
of the saiictiouinj' authority to maintain the pensioner in tlie status in life to which he 
has been accustomed and shall in no case be less than Ks. Ih per month. 

Provided that the (Jorporation may at its discretion relax or waive this comiition in 
the case of a pension granted under the Invalid Pension Rules. 

N<iTiS.—If a eoiiiiniit:U.iuii of los't that* half has alivady been ’saiitHlotuhi rntdiM lhe*>e«ti' the nUl Riilen. fiirlhet 
L'umiiiutAtioti may be ulloweil fur the balanco up to half the [leuHion. 

2. All applications for commutation must be made to the (Jhief Exccutivi* Otlieer 
of the Corpor,ation in Form A appended to these rules setting forth the grounds and 
purposes of such application. 

11. No eonimutation shall be sanctioned until the pensioner has produced a certi- 
licate from the Health Otlieer of the Corporation to the effect tliat his bodily liualth and 
prospects of duration of life are such us to justif> commutation. Jt will be open to itio 
Chief E.xeciitive Officer to require the applicant to produce sucli further or other medical 
cortilicates as he may consider necessaiy. 

4. 'I’he certifying medical officer shall subject tin* applicajit to a strict medical 
examination requiring him to give such information as to Ins health and htildts as is usual 
in the case of persons proi)osiiig to insure their lives with Insurance Com|iunies ami will 
report in the following form :— 

I htive examined ..and am of opinion that he of good bodilv health 

and the i>r<)spect of tin average duration of life. 1 ihert*fore .reeommetul 

luiM ii(*t <J’) not 

ctmipliance with Ids application to capitalixo :i portion of his pension.” 

In the case of a pensioner who has tm impaired life, th** Health Otlieer shall 
submit a report as tti the age upon which the commutation should be calculated so its to 
iillow for the itrobalil** decrease in his expectation of life, anil the Corporation, on the 
recommendation of the Chief Executive Officer, may, ihen, at their discretion, saiicliou 
the Oommiitation, the sum payablo being computed on the basis of the iige at which his 
life has been so e.stiiuated liy the Heiilth Ollicer. 

0. The lump sum payable ou coinmniation shall he ceriilied by the (’nief Accmint- 
aiit according to the table of present values shown in Appendix X of the ('ivil Service 
Kegulalioiis. For the purpose of this rtili*, the age of the pensioner shall be assumed to 
be such age, not being less than his actual ago, as tlieeeriifying medical authority may 
direct. 

7. When commutation has been sanctioned the pensionei shall bo informcil aecord- 
ingly, but he shall have the option of withdrawing his application within one week after 
being so iiiforiiud.
